YE LARD IY I TART WAR 


NEW-YORK AND CHICAGO 


ONE OF THEM WILL GET THE 
BIG FAIR. 

THE DELEGATION FROM THIS STATE 
PLAYING A WAITING GAME—THK 
SENATE STAR CHAMBER INVADED. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—New-York’s Repre- 

sentatives to Congress are probably pursuing a 

wise course in determining to ‘‘ go slow” in 

making combinations with the Representatives 

of Chicago, 8t. Louis, and Washington in 

framing a measure to settle the date, scope, and 

general character of the World’s Fair of 1892. 

The advocates of the selection of one of the 

other cities except New-York are in nervous 

haste about this matter. Chicago wants to 

have it decided at once and initsfavor. St. 

Louis is just as positive, firet, in insisting that 

the tair shall be held at St. Louis, and second, 

that if itis not to be in St. Louis it shall not be 

in Chicago. Washington is for itself all the 

time. and it has been preparing to say s0 by 

pressing the application systematically for 
several years. 

Chicago is now talking very londly, and the 

missionaries from the New-York delegation have 
found that a sort of system has been adopted 
by the Chicago business men by which they are 

eliciting the support, through their customers 

in Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio, of many of the 

Representatives from those States, who are 
personally convinced that the only place for 
holding the fair with any prospect of real suc- 
cess is in New-York City. Tne fact that several 
of the New-York delegation in Congress took 
part last night in a conference of men repre- 
senting all the cities competiting for the honor 
does not involve the New-York delegation. 

They are disposed to hold off all deci- 
sive action until after the meeting of the 
Legislature and the manifestation of the’ 
desire of the State through the action of that 
body. Ifa well-framed and reasonably-liberal 
bill should be passed at Albany soon after the 
Legislature meets, it will make tolerably easy 
the task of the men who have undertaken in 
Washington to secure from Congress a bill con- 
senting that the exhibition shall take place in 
New-York. The only chance that there appears 
to be for Washington 1s in the failure of the 
friends of other cities to unite on elther 
of the larger competitors. It is rather in- 
teresting to notice that while Washington 
is shouting with all its might for the fair, ite 
merchants are filling columns of the local papers 
with complaints against the railroad comparies 
for the delays that they are suitering in the Don- 
arrival of lumber, cement, store merchandise, 
and other freight. The reply of the railroads to 
these complaints is that terminal facilities af- 
torded by the city are too limited and that an 
illiberal policy toward the railroads prevents 
them from furnishing facilities commensurate 
with the increase of the city’s population and 
business. 

It is also a fact, as every one can testify who 
bas been compelied during the last Fall to look 
for & house or for apartments for the Winter, 
that houses are scarce, that desirable rooms are 
difficult to find, and that the prices for houses 
and rooms are higher than they have ever been 
before in the capital. With sueb a condition, as 
the result merely of the incoming of the 
regular Congressional increase of popula- 
tion, it is not difficult to see that the 
emptying into the city of a crowd such as 
that which might be looked for at the opsen- 
ing of an international exhibition would make 
a fatal crush. There would be some prepara- 
tion, of course, to meet the increased demand 
for lodgings, but it would be made on an e6co- 
nomical scale, for the reason that afver the ex- 
hibition had _——_ away the buildings would 
not be nesde In the meantime, while they 
stood those who used them would have to pay 
their entire cost 1n rents, and in prices for such 
things as were sold in them, whether lodgings, 
meals, or other commodities, 

The lack of accommodations in St. Louis will, 
of course, be made something of when the time 
comes, and there are some gentlemen here who 
remember that in 1888, when they were out 
there to attend the Democratic Convention, 
they found that the hotel prices were advanced 
about 50 per cent., at the same time that ac- 
commodations were reduced in about the same 
proportion, The contrast between the capacity 
ot Chicago and St. Louis was illustrated a week 
later, when the newspaper men who went from 
Bt. Louis to Chicago discovered that 
they were getting twice as much space 
at Chicago when the crowd was much 
larger, for half the money they had been com- 

slied to pay at St. Louis. When 16 comes to 

e a serious question it will be found that St. 
Louis and Washington are really not in it, but 
the decision will be between New-York and Chi- 
cago. Some of the members who are not very 
enthusiastic about having afairin 1892 at all 
hope to see the contest ao hot between the ad- 
vovates of the cities that there will bea failure 
to unite upon eituer of them. 





The secret sittings of the Senate are often 
made very lively affairs by Senators who throw 
off all restraint as to language and temper when 


the public has been ariven out of the chamber 
and the doors locked and barred against all out- 
siders; but only once before inits history has 
the star chamber experienced such a sensation 
as it had to-day. The doors had been closed for 
a full half hour, and the Executive Clerks had 
not yet finished reading a jong list of nomina- 
tions received from the President, when the ven- 
erable Capt. Isaac Bassett, who has faithfully 
kept the secrets of the star chamber for over fifty 
years, suddenly sprang from his seat on the left 
ot Vice President Morton and began to shake 
his head and wave his hands as if he had gone 
stark staring mad. The Senators were astouni- 
ed, and a dozen jumped to their feet as if rezety 
to fly from a maniac. Capt. Bassett seemed to 
have lost the power of speech for a moment, 
but with a mighty effert he finally gasped out 
the words, ** There’s &@ man in the gallery!” <As 
one Man the Senators turned their faces toward 
the rear of the chamber and looked up at the 
gallery reserved for the general public to oc- 
cupy when the Senate is not engaged in carry- 
ing out political bargains or picking to pieces 
the characters of nominees for ofiice, 

For an instant the whole body was struck 
dumb with amazement, for there sat a modest 
and unassuming young man, leaning forward 
with his elbows planted on thé railingin froot 
of him, and his chin resting contentedly in the 
palms of botn hands,calmly listening to the pro- 
ceedings of the starchamber. Fora few seconds 
the silence was so absolute that the peaceful 
breathing of the simple citizen could almost be 
heard atthe Vice President’s desk. Then twenty 
Senators suddenly recovered their voices, and 
began making incoherent remarks. At the 
same moment Capt. Bassett recovered the use 
of his legs, and running from the chamber at 
a gait which the most nimble page can never 
hope to achieve, he dashed up the marbie stairs 
to the gallery corridor, rushed at the nearest 
aoorkeeper, seized his key, opened the gallery 
door with a bang, flew down the aisle, and be- 
fore the innocent young man knew what had 
happened Oapt. Bassett bad yanked him out 
into the corridor and was demanding, in excited 
tones, what he was doing there. 

The intruder was himself too much astonished 
to be capable of making any explanation, put 
Capt. Bassett and the dvorkeepers and police- 
men who had gathered about him satistiea 
themselves that he was not a newspaper man, 
andthey finally ran him down stairs and let 
bim go. There were indications that the 
stranger had succumbed to the drowsy influ- 
ence of the proceedings of the open session, 
had stretched out in one of the “ pews” tor 
anap, and had been overlooked by the officers 
who cleared the galleries, when the star cham- 
ber sitting was ordered. After the doors had 
been closed he had waked up and was quietly 
taking in the doings of the Senate, when he was 
50 suddenly taken out of the Chamber. After a 
thorough search of ali tne galieries had been 
made for other intruders, and after Sergeant at 
Arms Canaday had satistied himself by personal 
investigation that every door was locked and 
properly guarded on the outside, the Senators 
xrew calm enough to take their seats again, 
and the star chamber sitting was resumed, 


- 

After the sensation created by the discovery 
of an outsider in the gallery during the star 
chamber sitting had subsided, the Senate took 
up the nomination of Armour Smith, Jr., to be 
Collector of Customs at Cincinnatl The nom- 
ination had been reported back favorably by 
the Commerce Comittee, and it was supposed 
that Mr. Smith would be contirmed without de- 
lay, but Senator Sherman puta block in the 
way of his speedy confirmation. The Senator 
reminded his colleagues tuat there had been a 
big stir in Ohio over a forged ballot-box con- 
tract, which had played a very important 
part in the last State campaign, and tifat tye 
Bouse af Representatives nad decide to In- 
vestigate the matter. He had heard, v4e Sen- 
ator added, that Armour Smith, Jr., was in some 
way iuvolvedin the matter. He did not wish 


in the siightest degree to reflect upon 
the nominee, but he did intend to ob- 
ject to his confirmation until after 
the House investigating committee had 


finished its work and submitted its report. He 
gave notice, also, that he would do the same in 
every Other case where there was any chance 
that a nominee could bein any way connected 
with that contract transaction. The Hon pager? 
of the Senate” required that Mr. Sherman’s will 
should be respected regarding all Ohio appoint- 
ments, and the Smith case was therefore post- 
poned for ab indefinite period.

A sbort time ago Secretary Blaine summoned 
from Tangiers Consul William Reed Lewis of 
Pennsylvania to answer to the charge made by 


one Ramon Azogue that his salary as interpre- 
ter at Tangiers had been withheld by the Con- 
sul, Azogue was a naturalizea American citi- 
zen, @ native of Tangiers. He made many 


interesting statements to Mr. Blaine, 
some of which had a very naughty 
look, and he produced some blank 


“protections,” which he said that Lewis 
had given to him to sell, in order that by their 
sale he might realize the amount of his salary. 
It is alleged that Consul Lewis secured such 
strong political assistance as to be able to ob- 
tain from Mr. Blaine the decision that the dis- 
pute between Azogue and Lewis was about a 
personal debt, and was one that the depart- 
ment could not take further notice of. Lewis 
was returned to Tangiers. 

At about the time that he was leaving, the 
Minister of Foreign Aftairs of Morocco was send- 
ing to Azogue a statement that he was the 
recognized interpreter for the time when Lewis 
disputed the payment of his salary, and a num- 
ber of the American residents were preparing & 
protest against Lewis’s return as Consul. Mr. 
Blaine has now ordered his recall, and he will 
again go ou trial When he gets back he 
may find that a resolution has been passed 
in the Senate calling for the history of the 
Azogue Matter, and the Senate may be in pos- 
session of the blank ‘ protections” signod by 
Consul Lewis, a large batch of which Mr. Blaine 
has canceled under the impression that he had 
removed all traces of Lewis’s traffic in those 
papers. Azogue is a poor man, but he 1s con- 
vinced that he has been wronged, and he in- 
tends to stay about the Capitol until he bas been 
treated fairly in the matter. It 18 admitted at 
the State Department that the Government of 
Morocco has expressed an unwillingness to re- 
ceive Mr. Lewis.

Secretary Windom and Assistant Secretary 
Tichenor to-day gave a hearing to Mr. William 
Schaus and other art dealers of New-York, in 
opposition to the present practice at that port, 
whereby certain so-called art associations, 
notably the Eden Musée, the Grevin American 
Company, the American Art Association, and 


the Boussod-Valadon Company, are afford- 
ed facilities denied the regular dealers 
in the importation of works of art. Mr. 


Schaus said that these associations have the ad- 
vantage of being able to import on commission, 
free of duty, whatever number of works of art 
they see fit, to keep them in the country on exhi- 
bition for pay for six months or a Vear, and 
then to resbip the unsalable portion, paying 
duty only upon those for which they have in 
the meantime secured a purchaser. He said 
that inasmuch as the regular dealers have to 
pay duties on everything they import, even be- 
fore seeing the goods, and then have to stand the 
usual risks of trade, besides being debarred 
from charging anything for the exhibition of 
the articles, itis only a question of time when 
the art associations, with the enormous advan- 
tages iu their favor, will drive the legitimate 
dealers completely out of the business. It was 
explained that the dealers had no complaint to

The Treasury Department has drawn up a 
new set of regulations governing the transit of 
Chinese through the country. The rule hereto- 


fore has been torequire the Chinese to give bonds 
for their direct transit through the country and 
their speedy departure. If ig now proposed tu 
compel the transportation lines to give bonds in 
the sum of $10,000, and they will be required to 
furnish the customs olticer at the port or arrival 
with a certificate from the customs officer at 
the port of departure showing that the Chinese 
described in the certificate have left the coun- 
try within twenty days of the date of their ar- 
rival. The railway companies interested in 
the carrying of Chinamen strenuously object to 
tils arrangement, as it makes them responsible 
for the departure of all Chinamen they 
may carry, and will require them 
to keep a close watch on them, thus 
increasing the cost of transportation. Tne Chi. 
nese Legation in Washington also objects, and 
the Minister will filea formal protest in the name 
of his Government at the State Department. 
This a8 well as the objections of the railway 
companies will be considered by the Treasury 
Departmeut, and some modification of the reg- 
ulations may be made, a@lthongh the Treasury 
officers doubt whether the Chinese can-be ef- 
tectually restrained from stopping in this 
country, upless the transportation companies 
are held responsible and compelied to prove 
that they have been oarried through.

The special House committee investigating 
the Silcott defalcation has at last agreed upon 
a report, by the terms of which an appropria- 
tion wiil be asked to make good the losses sus- 
tained by the members of the House. Mr. Hol- 
man and Mr. Hemphill conld not be inducea to 
unite with the majcrity in this agreement. Mr. 
Hoiman wished to have the $70,000 remaining 
in the Sergeant at Arms’s office distributed first 
to the members who had money on deposit, and 
lost it, (the total being about $8,000,) and to 
have the remainder divided pro rata among the 
members who lost their November salaries. It 
was estimated that about $75,000 would cover 
the deficiency. In view of the necessity for se- 
curing the concurrence of the Senate, and also 
in anticipation of a good deal of debate in the 
House upon the bill which will be prepared, the 
committee decided to withhold its report until 
after tne holiday recess, as nothing could be 
gained by bringing lt in one day before the re- 
cess. 

Five of the seven members of the committee, 
including the Chairman, hold that the Ser- 
geant at Arms was a public officer; that indi- 
vidual members were justified by the usage 
and official recognition extending over many 
years in so regarding him, and that the loss by 
the malfeasance of Silcott should be borne by 
the public treasury, and not by members of 
Congress Who have not received the compensa- 
tion to which they are entitled by law. Tue 
committee also hold that the Government would 
not be justified in taking the special deposits 
left with the Sergeant at Arms for the purpose 
of applying 1t toward the payment of the sal- 
aries due by the Government, and, therefore, 
that such personal funds should be restored to 
the private owners. By the proposed pro rata 
arrangement those who have regularly drawn 
their salaries up to November would have the 
advantage of sharing in the amounts that other 
members had left undrawa, which the majority 
of tne committee regard as indefensible.

Chandler is entitled to bis thanks for the ad- 
vertising, for it was brought about by the Sena- 
tor’s resolution calling for information about 
associations of naval officers organized to 
intiuence legislation in tbeir behalf. The 
New-Hampsbire Senator told the Senate all 
about how wrong it was for the officers to try 
to influence Congress by means which he con- 
sidered illegitimate and unbecoming, if not ille- 
gal A bill, he said, had been prepared by Passed 
Assistant Paymaster Cowle, raising the pay of 
all grades of naval officers, and a movement 
had been organized to secure money from the 
officers to aid in getting the measure passed by 
Congress. Asevidence that he knew what he 
was talking about, Mr. Chandler had read a cir- 
cular letter to officers, signed by Cowie, asking 
them to respond promptly to a reques 
made by John Thomas for a  tive- 
dollar retainer from eaeh officer and the prom- 
ise of 10 per cent. of the increased pay for 
one year. The letter containing this request 
from Thomas was also read at Mr. Chandler's 
instance, and the Senator putin a blank form 
of contract, which each officer was expected to 
sign, agreeing to give so much of his increased 
salary a8 a contingent fee to Thomas. I[n re- 
turn, the latter was to secure the passage of the 
bill. Mr. Chandler thought all this was ex- 
tremely objectionable and discreditable to ali 
concerned, and asserted his belief that such a 
contract would be declared illegal and void as 
againat public polioy. 

Mr. Hale followed Mr. Chandler with a highly 
moral speech against the employment of at- 
torneys to promote legislation, and declared 
that a good Many men were living wellia 
Washington whose-source of income was their 
“influence” on Congress. These men, he added, 
were rarely seen befere committees or by Sen- 
ators or Representatives. 

Mr. McPherson objeoted to any oriticism of 
Cowie. If, he said, the officer had really found 
a way by which the pay of the navy could be 
equalized, he should be paid for it out of the 
public treasury as a public benefactor. The 
present state of the pay table needed to be 
changed, and it seemed to Mr. McPherson that 
naval officers did quite right in trying to bring 
that change about. 

Mr. Butler sneered vigorously at Mr. Chand- 
ler in the rdle of a reformer of the lobby, and he 
intimated his conviction thatif naval officers 
chose to employ an attorney, and a reputable 
ig? chose to enter into a contract with 
them, it was nose of the Senate’s busi- 
ness.

HEAVY DAMAGES SHOCURED. 


THE ERIE RAILWAY COMPANY BEATEN 
IN AN IMPORTANT SUIT. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Dec. 19.—Among the de- 
cisions handed down by the Second Division of 
the Court of Appeals on Tuesday was one 
affirming the judyment of the court below in 
the important case of William L. Alberti against 
the Erie Railroad Company. 

The action was brought by the plaintiff to re- 
cover $50,000 damages for personal injuries re- 
ceived while a passenger on one of the defend- 
ant company’s trains on the night of July 24, 
1885. Atthe time of the accidert the plaintiff 
was recently graduated from Cornell Univer- 


sity and had been recently married to a daugh- 
ter of President Jonathan Allen of the Alfred 
Institute. The suit was first tried before Judge 
Cc. F. Brown anda jury at the April circuit of 
the Orange County Supreme Court for 1886. 

The plaintiff alleged that on the night of the 
accident he and his wife were passengers on 
the company’s night express train bound trom 
New-York to Niagara Falls, occupying the first 
section of the foremost sleeping coach; that 
when near Oxford Station, about fifty miles 
out from Jersey City, the aleeping coach was 
struck by the open swinging dour ofa box car 
velonging to a train passing in the other direc- 
tion; that the compartment which he and his 
wife occupied was crushed in by the collision,and 
he himself was so severely hurt in the region of 
the spine as to cause permanent deformity and 
paralysis of the lower limbs, thereby uniitting 
bim for earning a livelihood. The plaintitf 
further alleged that the accident was due to 
gross Careless on the part of the company’s em- 
ployes. 

The Naat gave the plaintiff a verdict for 
$25.000. The company appealed on the ground 
that the verdict was not warranted by the evi- 
dence and that the damages awarded were 
excessive, The appeal was overruled by the 
General Term, which rulingis now sustained 
by the Court of Appeals. 

The original judgment and the costs now 
amount to about $31,000, which is said to ba 
the largest sum ever recovered for personal 
injuries in any court of this State.

THE ARMY MOUTINIES AGAINST 
THE REPUBLIC. 





SEQUEL TO THE EMPIRE’S FALL. 


A COUNTER-REVOLUTION THREATENED 
IN THE NEW-BORN NATION—WHOLE- 
SALE ARRESTS MADE BY THE GOV- 
ERNMENT. 


BY CABLE FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, Dec, 19.—Already the revo- 
lution by means of which Dom Pedro was de- 
thronea so quietly and without bloodshed has 
begun to develop serious trouble, and the Re- 
publican leaders are finding that it is not so 
Simple a matter to overturn an empire and es- 
tablish a settled Government in its place as 
their easy success first seemed to indicate. 

To-day mutiny has broken out among the 
soldiers of this city, and bloody scenes of riot 
are imminent. The Government is taking every 
means in its power to suppress ths uprising and 
has made mapy arrests. 

Rumors of the trouble have been heard for 
several days, and arrests have been made to- 


day of insurgents. Cable and telegraphic mes- 


sages have been submitted to careful inspec- 
tion by Government agents before they have 


been allowed to be transmitted to the provinces 
or to foreign countries, 


LISBON, Dec. 19.—0 Seculo publishes a tele- 
gram trom Sephor Barboza, Brazilian Minister 
of Finance, denying the assertions in the mant- 
testo recently issued to the people of Brazil by 
Viscount de Ouro Preto, lately imperial Prime 
Minister, in Which he stated that ulthough the 
Government possessed information concerning 
the revolutionary movement it was impossible 
to crush the plotters, because no reliance could 
be placed in the officers of the army or the sol- 
diers,-and declared that Senhor Maracaju, im- 
perial Minister of War, acted the part of a 
traitor to his colleagues. Sennor Barvoza de- 
clares that the Viscount is a calumniator, 

Dr. Barboza says it is not true, as alleged by 
Preto, that a platoon of infantry was held in 
readiness to shoot him while he was in custody; 
and also, that itis false that Maracaju, the 1m- 
perial Minister of War, was in any way a traitor 
to Dom Pedro. He was dismissed by the repub- 
lic because he betrayed the army and the coun- 
try. De Ouro Preto’s manifesto 1s designed to 
deceive Europe. Brazil detests Preto, and the 
restoration of the monarchy is absolutely im- 
possible. The diplomatisis and. politicians 
around Preto used him as a tool in the accom- 
plishment of projects of which his unbiased 
judgment could never have approved. 

The claims that certain European States may 
interfere in the concerns of Brazil are merely 
ridiculous. ‘Lhe continental policy of the West- 
ern Hemisphere on that subject was seen in the 
history of Mexico, and in virtue of that policy 
it is a simple fact that Brazil is in offensive aud 
defensive alliance with all America. The va- 
tional prosperity is increasing on & grand scale. 
A commission has been appointed to draft a 
constitution and electoral laws, and the pro- 
visional Government Will in a few days decree 
religious freedom and civil marriage. Absolute 
tranquillity exists, and the financial! situation is 
assured. 

Dom Pedro to-day attended services in mem- 
ory of the late King Luiz. 

The ex-Empress of Brazil is indisposed, and 
has postponed her visit to Coimbra, 





The news of additional trouble in Rio was not 
generally received among the various houses 
coucerned in the South American trade yester- 


day, but the announcement of it caused little 
astonishment. The extraordinary matter-of- 
fact bread-and-butter revolution was so contra- 
dictory to the characteristics of the excitabie 
Portuguese, that some demonstration of a dra- 
matic nature was not only among the possibili- 
ties but was a very great probability. During 
the last two days the rates of exchange have 
been wavering, the variation being quite 14, 
per cent. the wroug way, and as these are as 
sensitive as the thermometer is to the intluence 
of heat and cold, the variation would indicate 
that there has been trouble brewing for quite 
three days. 

Of course it is impossible to assign the true 
cause for the mutiny of the army, but at the 
office of Mr. Flint 1t was intimated that the 
trouble might have been oecasioned at Rio by 
the evident dissatisfaction of the soldiery in the 
restoration to supremacy of the civil authori- 
ties in that city. It is presumed that the sol- 
diers argue that as they were the principal 
movers in the overthrow of the empire ana the 
establishment of republicanism, they should 
continue tv control ali branches of Government. 
The President and his Ministry, of course, 
could not recognize their claims and restored 
the municipal authorities. There does not 
seem to be uny Other reason for the dissatisfac- 
tion of thearmy. So faras payment of their 
services is concerned, there could be scarcely 
any lapse, for there was plenty of money in the 
Treasury. 

There have been among the merchants here 
mauy doubts whether the Republicans coulda 
retain the Government of brazil without at- 
tack. The change in the detail was so radical 
and the important question of the centraliza- 
tion of power was so capabie of arousing de- 
sormiaod opposition that the duration of the 
peaceful progress of the Government was 
exceedingiy problematical. It is in no sense 
likely, 1% was thought, thatthe meeting was 
due to any revival of feeling in favorof Dom 
Pedro. He was respected by bia soldiers, but 
they were, it was declared, by no means devot- 
ed to him personally. Thusit was not thought 
likely that the imperialists were being heard 
and bad influenced the soldtery. 

So far as the telegraphic inspection or censor- 
ship is concerned it would indicate, it is 
thought, that the trouble is serious and is 6f a 
political nature. The news, though it may have 
reached Para yesterday, was not communicated 
to tbe merchants in this city by their corre- 
spondent there. Shipping from that port up to 
yesterday morning had not been interfered 
with, vessels loading and sailing asin the most 
untroublous times. 

At the meeting of the American Geographical 
Society in Chickering Hall last night the Kev. 
George W. Chamberlain, once a Presbyterian 
missionary in South America, delivered an ilius- 
trated lecture on the conditions and prospects 
of Brazil. He described the country and de- 
clared that Brazil was foreordained for a dis- 
tinct and separate republic, for in the rainy 
season it is almost an isiand by the junction of 
the headwaters of the Amazon and the Plata. 
The conformation of the country is such, said 
the lecturer. that it cannot be divided, but will 
be one and undivided by eternal determination, 

In speaking of the people he estimated the 
number of Indians in Brazil at a million, not 
nomads, but skilled agriculturists. The freed 
slaves number at least two millions, Of the ten 
million people remaining there is asmail per- 
centage of Portuguese, though all spravg trom 
Portuguese stock. Intermarriage with the In- 
diaus producd the moestosos and intermarriage 
with the negroes resuited in the mulatto. 

In describing the scheme of education in Bra- 
zil Mr. Obamberlain said that St. Paulo had 
the oldest and largest law school on the weat- 
ern hemisphere. No physician coming from 
the United States or Eugland, however learned 
and skilled, can practice medicine until he has 
passed an examination at the Brazilian College 
of Medicine. The public school system is not 
what it ought to be, but the Brazilians are 
reaching out for better and more advanced ed- 
ucation. 

In looking forward to the future of Brazil the 
speaker held out a glowing prospect for the new 
republic. He said that the general choice of the 
country for the tirst President would surely be 
Senator Seriva. He eulogized the members of 
the provisional Government, and said that there 
will be plenty of brainy men ready to carry on 
the Government and make it perpetual. 








A REOEIVER ASKED FOR, 

PHILADELPHIA, Deo. 19.—Counsel for William 
D. Brelsford, attorney in fact for Joseph G. 
Ditman, has brought suit in the shape of a bill 
in equity, filed in the Court of Common Pleas, 
in the name of Joseph G. Ditman, the missing 
bank President, against the W. F. Shaw Com- 
pany, music publishers, asking for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the company. 

The bill says that the capital stock of the com- 
pany is $325,000, of which Mr Ditman holds 
$150,000, and is indorser upon promissory 
notes of the company outstanding to the 
amount of about $41,000; that plaintiff is in- 
formed and believes that the company defend- 
ant bas other peticonene yr debts, now due and 
payable, to the amount of about $41,000, 

‘he court is asked to order an account to be 
taken of the business and condition of the com- 


pany, and that a receiver be appointed to take 
charge of its affairs. 
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ANTI-CATHOLIO MEETINGS. 





A VIGOROUS PROTEST AGAINST INTER- 
FERENCE WITH THE SCHOOLS. 


PITTSBURG, Deo, 19.—Under the auspices of 
the National Reform Association two largely- 
attended mass meetings were held here this aft- 
ernoon and evening to protest against Roman 
Catholic interference with public schools. Tne 
demonstration was brought about by the ag- 
gressive deliverances of the recent Catholic 
Congress and the inroads which parochial 
schools in Pittsburg are making upon the at- 
tendance at the public schools, 

At the afternoon meeting the Rev. I. N. Hays, 
D. D., a distinguished Presbyterian clergyman, 
and Miss M. F. Cusack, the “ Nun of Kenmare,” 
were the speakers. Dr. Hays denounced the 
Romish Churecn for its efforts to throttle the 
public school system, and declared that all the 
peopie asked was that no sect be allowed to 
interfere. 

Miss Cusack followed with an exposition of 
the methods of the Jesuits, and said that if 
Protestants wanted to turn this country over 
to infidelity they should place Jesuits in 
control. To become a Jesuit a man had 
to give up his reason. He must even 
vote as his superior dictatea. There never 
was asafe country where Jesuits were in con- 
trol. They are doing their hardest work in 
America, andin New-York have gotten Mayor 
Hewitt out and put their speociai favorite in 
power. 

At the evening meeting there were many 
Catholicsin the hall,and when Miss Cusack 
came forward she was vigorously hissed. When 
she expressed her willingness to answer ques- 
tions there was a@ wild scene of disorder. A 
score of persons, led, it is said, by stu- 
derts of the Holy Ghost College, arose to 
their feet at once and shouted all sorts of ques- 
tions at her. Finally quiet was restored, and 
she continued to discuss what she termed the 
**Godless Catholic Schools.” She said: *The 
school question is the question of the day. The 
Roman Church is planning and working while 
you are doing nothing. The pian of the Cath- 
olic Church will first be to get hold of the public 
schools. The course then will be the same as It 
has been in Ireland. The priests there get 
® money grant from the Government for 
educational purposes, and the Government had 
inspectors to Oversee the schools. The Church 
. Obtained @ certain control over the inspect- 
ors and an abavlute power over the teach- 


ers. AS @& result see the ignorant, pov- 
erty- stricken, and crime-burdened condi- 
tion otf West and south Ireland, If 


the Catholics get in control they can use the 
public money for pious purposes, of course.” 


Miss Cusack said Catholics accused the 
public schvools of teaching immorality 
and being dens of iniquity, but they 
should see the slums of New-York 


and other big cities, ‘The men and wowen in 
them are Dearly all Roman Catholics, and the 
results of Roman Catholic teaching. The sta- 
tistics show that the largest proportion of all 
criminals are Catholics. This is » specimen of 
Catholic education. 

Harvey Henderson, a well-known attorney, 
and the Rev. David McAllister, DL. D., a leading 
Reformed Presbyterian minister, also made ad- 
dresses. Both argued against the proposition 
made by Catholics that they be given a propor- 
tionate share of public taxes for the support of 
parochial schools. 

The meeting passed a series of resolutions 
protesting against auy concessions to Catholics 
by the public schvol authorities, and against 
apprupriation of any money to schoois which 
advocated principles so directly in opposition 
to the fundamental ideas of American Govern- 
ment. : 





THE OHIO SENATORSHIP. 





CALVIN S. BRICE OPPOSED—MR. BOOK- 
WALTER’S CANDIDACY. 


CoLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 19.—Something of a po- 
litical sensation was created to-night by the 
publication of a number of short interviews— 
all prepared for the press—with sixty-five citi- 
zens who pronounce their opposition to the 
election of Calvin 8S. Brice to the United States 
Senate. Among thos6 interviewed are Mayor 
Bruck, Allen W. Thurman, Henry J. Booth, and 
other lesser lights of the party. The main op- 
position is to Mr. Brice, while John H. Thomas, 
the Springfield millionaire, is referred to but 
twice in the whole list. 

Some of the anti-Brice men argue that Mr. 
Brice is, to ali intents and purposes, a citizen 
of New-York. The most remarkable thing 


about the whole movement against the Chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee lies 
in the fact that it was inaugurated by those 
most prominently identitled with the Payne 
purchase afew years ago. 

The friends of Mr. Brice will meet the attack 
upon their favorite in aday or two by the pub- 
lication of a longer list of representative citi- 
zens who are favorable to his election. 


It may now be safely stated that John W. 
Bookwalter of Springtield, Ohio, will be a can- 
didate in thé Senatorial race in that State. An 


interview with Mr. Bookwalter last night at 
the Hotel Brunswick, where he is stopping, 
throws some light upon his ambitions and 
hopes, 

Asked if he would accede to the solicitations 
of his friends in Ohio, Mr. Bookwalter said: “I 
regard the Senate of the United States as the 
most honorable political body in the world. To 
become a member of it should bea laudable 
ambition of any man. The connection of my 
name with the position on the part of my 
friends was wholly voluntary and spontaneous, 
as I never sought it.” 

“Then you would accept the nomination ?”’ 

“Thatis a flat-footed question. I can only 
say that a position so suddenly prasented—one 
so full of honor and importance—should neither 
be declined nor accepted without some hesita- 
tion on my part. This, of course, is natural. I[ 
may add, however, that [ am a thorough 
believer in Democratic principles and 
an ardent advocate of tariff reform, and it has 
caused me considerable regret that I have not 
been able to enter actively into the political 
arena for the past few years on account of 
business engagements and ill health.” 

Mr. Bookwalter’s friends are already bestirring 
themselves in Ohio.

MAHONE USING VIRGINIA COLORED 
MEN TO INFLUENCE CONGRESS. 


RICHMOND, Va, Dec. 19.—The committees 
appeinted at the conference of colored leaders 
here Tuesday night to draft an address to the 
people of the country will at once begin work 
on tbat paper.

MURDERED IN HIS OWN HOUSE. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—Max Mantwill, a laborer, 
was found in the basement of his house, at 10

fifty or sixty wounds in his body, and the sur 
rounding floor looking like aslaughterhouse. His 


head and one arm were nearly severed from his 
body. There were knife wounds clear through 
his heart, and death would have resulted from 
almost any of 2 dozen cuts. 

The murder is as mysterious as itis horrible. 
Mantwill and bis wife boarded until a short 
time ago, when they moved to the house in 
Pleasant-street. 

Mrs. Mantwill says that after supper her hus- 
band sat for a time coming in bis chair, and 
then arose and went down into the basement 
on anerrand. She heard something like moans 
in the basement shortly after, but paid no at- 
tention to them. Ly and by, Mantwill not re- 
turning, she went down stairs. There sho found 
the frightfully-mutilatea body of her husband, 

The deliberation of the murderer is indicated 
pe 3 the fact that after the deed he wi hig 
bloody hands on clothes hung in the basement 
todry. There is not the slight&st clue yet to 
the assassin. 








A MINISTER ASSAULTED, 
LITTLE Rock, Ark., Deo. 19.—Wrd was re- 
ceived this evening that the Key. J. K. 
Hations had been assaulted by three men who 
met him on the highway some miles fiom Pres- 


cott as he was returning from meeting. He was 
badly, though, it is believed, not fataily, 
wounded.

EXCITING FIRE IN THE PRES- 
BYTEKIAN HOSPITAL. 
EIGHTY-ONE PATIENTS HURRIEDLY AND 
SAFELY REMOVED TO OTHER HOSPI- 
TALS—FOUR FIREMEN HURT—DAM- 

AGE aBouT $50,000. 


The roof and top floor of the north wing of 
the Presbyterian Hospital, on East Seventy 
first-street, between Maflison and Park avenues, 
were destroyed by a fire which started in the 
mansard roof about 7:45 o’clock last evening. 

There were eighty-one patients in that wing 
at the time, put the alert nurses and attend- 
ants, aided by a host of volunteers, had the 
good fortune to remove all of the sick persons 
in safety to the main building and thence to 
other hospitals in the neighborhood. Not one 
of the patients was injured. 

The only casualties reported were injuries in- 
flicted upon four members of the Fire Depart- 
ment. They were burned, and then severely 
bruised by a portion of a burning ceiling falling 
upon them. 

The hospital buildings occupy the entire 
block bounded by Seventieth and Seventy-first 
streets and Madison and Park avenues. The 
north wing, the one which was burned, Das a 
frontage of 250 feet on Seventy-first-street, Ig 
50 feet deep, and is a three-story and basement 
structure, surmounted with a slate-covered 
maosard roof. 

It was in the northwest corner of this over- 
topping roof that the tire was discovered from 
the street by Gen. C. H. T. Collis, who resides at 
1,055 Fifth-avenue. Gen. Collis was riding 
down town om the rear platform of a Madison- 
avenue car, when he saw flames not larger 
than a man’s hand shooting out of the 
northwest corner of the hospital roof. He 
jumped off the car and ran tothe hospital, and 
as he made his way to the building he watched 
the flames spreading along the coping of the 
roof toward the east. On Park-avenue he met 
Patrolman King of the Twenty-fifth Precinct, 
and informed him of the fire. 

The policeman ran to the fire-box at Park: 
avenue and Seventy-first-street and sentin an 
alarm. ‘hen he ran to the hospital, sammon- 
ing assisjance by rapping on. the sidewalk with 
his clyb. Gen. Collis preceded him 
into the hospital, aud gave the attend- 
ants their first intimation that the 
building waa on fire. One of the 
patients in the upper ward of the wing, while 
playing dominoes with another patient, saw the 
reflection of the fre through a crack in the 
ceiling. Jde promptly called out to the other 
patients, and when Gen. Collis and several 
Policemem had made their way into the 
ward many of the patients had risen 
from their beds in their night clothes and 
were rushing about in great excitement. 
Patrolman King took in the situation at a 
glance, and at top speed he ran to the East Sixty- 
seventh-street police station for assistance. 

Inspector Williams and Capt. Gunner were at 
the Seventh Reziment Armory attending the 
reception to the Pan-American delegates. 
When informed of the fact that the hospital 
Was Of fire they summoned several patrolmen 
and hastened to the burning building. 
CITIZENS RUSH TO THE RESCUE. 

A large number of the residents of the neigh- 
borhood had already poured into the building 
and were doing yeoman service in removing 
the patients to places of safety. 

Among the gentlemen who were early on the’ 
scene, and who ably assisted in the work of 
rescue were: Mr. Leo Schlesinger, who was on 
his way tothe Hebrew Edueational Fair; Mr. 
Hyman Blum, President ot the Mount Sinai 
Hospital; Mr. Maurice Kaufman, one of the 
Directors of the Freundschaft Club; Mr. A. H. 
Alexander of 59 East Severty-thira-street, and 
Mr. J. L. Tracy of 36 East Seventieth-street. 

While the most heroic efforts were making in- 
side the hospital to get the patients out of 
danger, the firemen had arrived and were Dat- 
tling valiantly to check the progress of the 
tlames. Eugine Company No. 39 was the first 
to arrive and wae quickiy followed by Truck 
Company No. 16 and Engine:Company Noa. 





44. When the firat company reached the 
spot the fire was bursting out from 
the eaves of the roof in all directions. Capt. 


Duane saw that the tire had assumed threaten- 
ing proportions and he :t once sent out a sec 
ond call for retnforeaments. Engines No. 
8 and 23 and Truck Companies Nos. 2 and 13 
responded to this call. By this time Battalion 
Chief Reeves had arrived and he ordered @ 
third alarm to be sounded. This brought to 
the scene Engines Nos, 21,53, and 56. With 
this force a determined attack was made upon 
the fast-increasing flaroes. 

The tiremen were impeded by the great dis- 
tance which they had to carry their lines of 
hose up the staircase through the interior of 
the building. The flames could not be fought at 
close quarters in any other way. When Chiet 
Banner and Assistant Reilly arrived and took 
charge special calls were sent for Engines 


Nos. 22, 40, 47. 26, 35, and 54 and 
Hook and Ladder Company No. 4 Two 
of the tall Hayes ladders were raised 


on Seventy-tirst-street, their tops just reaching 
the peak of the mansard roof. Lines of hose 
were “Slamesed,” the daring tiremen mount- 
ed the ladders, and two very power 
ful streams of water were thrown 
upon and over the burning roof. Tne 
firemen inside the building had meanwhile 
made their way to the third floor and immedi- 
ately under the mass of fire, which extended 
from one end of the wing to the other. Thus 
the stream of water from the izside met those 
from the outside and a perfect deluge wags 
thrown upon the flames. 


FIREMEN INJURED. 

It was while directing the pipe of ‘his com: 
pany in the building that Capt. Wiliam Duane 
of Engine 39 and three of bis command—Fire- 
men Washineton Ryer, August Levi, and John 
J. Dunbar—were injured. While they were 


working closer and closer to the flames, which 
were above them, there was a sudden rush 
of fiame and smoke, caused, back-draught by @ 
probably the result of the falling in of a portion 
of the roof, and the men were enveloped in fire. 
A portion of the cviling fell on them and they 
were thrown down. A number of their com- 
rades rap to their assistance, and they were 
rescued from their perilous position ana carried 
down stairs. They were hurried into ambu- 
lances and speedily taken to the Mount Sinal 
Hospital. 

Despite the best exertions of the firemen, 
whose efforts to subdue the fire were witnessed 
by thousands of interested spectators, the 
flames continued to spread along the roof and 
down into the third floor of the building. 
The flames were bard to reach as they curled in 
and out among the rafters and beams of the 
root and under the slate facings, and still bard- 
er to dislodge. It was 9 o’clock before the fire 
was gotten under control and the safety of the 
south wing and the surrounding buildings was 
assured. Butit was near midnight before the 
tire was extinguished. 


AN EXCITING SCENE. 

The scene in the main building within ten 
minutes after the discovery of the fire beggared 
description. Nurses running to and fro, the 
sick attended by physicians and carried on 
stretchers supported by stalwart bluecoats and 


willing citizens, the ambulance at the 
door receiving the unfortunates and 
bearing them to places of safety, made 
an impressive picture and needed 


only the roar of cannon and the rattle of mus- 
ketry to make it a veritable battle scene. In 
Wards 5 and 6, on the floor where the fire origi- 
nated, there were twenty-one patients under 
the charge of the night nurse, George Copinger, 
and three female nurses from the Post Graduate 
College. 

Some of the inmates were in bad condition 
for removal, 3nd had it not been for the almost 
superhuman efforts of the police and the citizen 
helpers many must have perished, but the last 
man was successfully reacuec as the flames 
burst through the ceiling over his head, and 
willing hands bore him to a safe place. 


OTHER HOSPITALS OFFER AID. 
Kindly offers of assistance came quickly 
from the various city hospitals. St. Luke’s 
sent two ambulances, and offered to care for 
thirty patients. Mn. Heyman Blum and Super- 
intendent Hadel of Mount Sinai Hospital 


offered to care for all the patients that might 
be sent to their institution, the German Hos- 
os offered the use of sixty beds, the Man- 

attan sent two ambulances and offers of beds, 
Roosevelt and St. Vincent’s set two ambu- 
lances each, Bellevue sent five, and even from 
the Harlem came ao ambulance and offers of 
assistance. 

The private residences in the neighborhood 
were also thrown open to the unfortunates and 
were temporarily utilized. The rooms of the 
Freundschatt Club, at Seventy-secona-street 


and Park-avenue, received 15, ‘J. 

Tracy of 36 East Seventieth-street , cared 
for 3, and A. Alexander 6f 59 
East Seventy-third-sireet cared for 2 
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neighboring hospitals was quickly accomplished 
without any disastrous parolee” Kindly hands 
prepared them for the journey and able avd 
Willing doctors watched over them until their 
destination was reached, and at 11 Tolews they 
were all cared for and reparted back to the 
hospital authorities as being comfortable, 

A CLUBHOUSE TURNED INTO A HOSPITAL. 

Among the first persons on the scene was 
Director Maurice Kaufmann of the Freund- 
8h ft Club, whose elegant clubhouse is at 
Seve nty-second-street and Park-avenue. He 
at once placed the clubhouse at the disposal of 
the hospital management, and _ returning 
with a couple of the patienta, to whom the 
excitement of the occasion lent a sud- 
den ability to walk, he ordered the 
large and small @ining rooms on the third floor 
putinreadiness to receive the patienta who 
should beintrustea to them. M. J. Lissauer, 


President, and B. penheimer, Viee Presi- 
dent of the club, lent opportune  assist- 
ance. The servants’ 


uarters were 6- 
spoiled of their pedding, and a score of 
comfortable couches were quickly put in 
Shape, those for the female patients in the 
large room. while the smaller room was used 
for the male patients. Soon they began to ar- 
rive, and were taken on litters and in the arms 
of the hospital surgeons and attendants by the 
elevator up to the neatly-improvise wards, 
The rooms were nicely warmed, the bedding 
Was ample, and in a vary few minutes about 
twenty of the invalids were s0 comfortably in- 
stalled there that they were loth to leave when 
cailed upon by the hospital surgeons along 


toward midnight One of them facet, 
a Dr. Wilson, pores refused to go, 
and his nurse was nt for and he 


was given exclusive use of the small din- 
ing room for the night. Every attention was 
shown the patients while here, and sugh re- 
fresnments as the hospital a tendants enc phy- 
siclans would permit was freely suppiied, and 
it was astonisting to gee what appetites some 
of the patients manifested when the opportu- 
nity was presented to them. Dr. Miss Kupfer, 
daughter of one of the club members, was pres- 
ent and rendered Valuable assistance. 


AT MOUNT SINAI HOSPITAL, 
In order to make room for those sent to Mount 
Sinai Hespital the convalescents among their 
own patients were removed to the out wards, 


and, until permanent quarters could 
be arranged, the patients were cared 
for in the offices and dormitories. 


Matron Mrs. Hadel and her foree of nurses 


£000 Lad two of the wards in readiness with 
fresh bed linen and refreshing draughts, and 
within a very short time, in a most orderly and 
efficient manuer, forty-one of the patients from 
the burniug hospital were comfortably installed 
tor the night, none the worse for their exciting 
experionce. It was to the Mount Sinai Hospital 
that the patienta from the Freundschaft Club 
were removed.

It was to Mount Sinai Hospital, also, that the 
four firemen were removed after their injuries 
were received. Capt. William Duane was 80 
badly burned about the face and hands that he 
fell back ina chair in a fainting.condition as 
s00R a8 he Was taken inside. All had their 
Wwounde properly attended to and were then 
assisted to the engine house, just around the 
corner, where they belonged. The continuous 
raitie and rush of ambulances through the 
streets created the impression thai a trightful 
mortality must have resuited from the fire, 
and kept excited crowds surging toward and 
away from the centre of activity and interest.

and the third ftioor of the structure was 
wrecked. The entire building is deluged with 
water, and great damage to the  fit- 
tings and furniture was done by the 
water. It was estimated that it will cost be- 


tween $40,000 anit $50,000 tu restore the Duild- 
ing to its previous condition. This loss 1s fuily 
covered by lnsurance. 

Thereis a great deal of mystery as to the 
origin and cause of the tire, and it will not be 
detinitely known how it originated until an in- 
Vestigation is made by the hire Marshal. There 
Were no fires in the building, and the 
steam for heating puryoses was fur- 
nished from an isolated boiler room ia 
a courtyard between the two wings. There 
were drying rooms on each Hoor of the build- 
ing, to which steam was also supplied from 
the same source. ‘he fire may have originated 
in the drying room on the top floor, The 
ceiling on that floor was what is known as 
a ** hanging Ceiling,” and there was a cockloft 
or attic between it aud the roof. This attic was 
not used fur any purpose, but it contained the 
ventilating pipes whieh carried off the foul 
odors in the wards. Tue fire may have origin- 
ated among some rabbish ia this attic. 

THE HOSPITAL AND ITS OFFICERS. 

The building of the Presbyterian Hospital 
was commenced in 1868 and it was opened for 
the reception of patients on Oct. 10,1872. The 
buildings are of Philadelphia brick with Lock- 


port limestone trimmings. The north and 
peuth wings were connected by covered 
bridges on two floora. The cost 


of the bospital was $750,000. The buildings 
were supplied with au abunadance of fre hose, 
connected With a stand pipe running from a tank 
on the rooi. According to a staiement made 
by one of the men who was early at the fire, 
these appliances were useless. Mgrvin Sandford 
of 87 Park-avenue, an old volunteer fireman, 
Bays that he was one of the drat to enter the 
building, and he helped to stretch the hose, but 
when the taps were vpened no water came 
The tank was evidently empty. 

The hospital is oflicered as follows: John §,

THE REPUBLICAN COUNTY 
COOMMITTER MEETS. 

A NEW CONSTITUTION ADOPTED—PA- 

TRIOTS MUST NOW BE ADMITTED 
TO DISTRICT ORGANIZATIONS. 


The meeting of the Republican County Com- 
mittee in Nilsson Hall last night was one of the 
most important held by that body in years. 
Radical changes were made, The enrollment 
system was abandoned, and a contention over 
the question of making combinations with 
the Democrats in future elections resulted 
in the overwhelming defeat of those 
who opposed such alliances. 80 far as the abo- 
lition of the enrollment was concerned, even 
Mr. Thomas C. Platt’s opinion, that to make 
the change would be a blunder worse than a 
crime, seemed to have no effect. 

The Executive Committee hela a meeting just 
before the County Committee’s meeting con- 
vened and decided to push the abolition 
through. They modified the power of the in- 
spectors of election in the district organization, 
80 that when an applicant for admission to the 
organization is rejected at such an el ection he 
may appeal to the County Committee. This, 
however, is looked upon as a very slight con- 
cession. 

After the preliminary business of the County 
Committee was disposed of, Police Justice 
Jacob M. Patterson moved the adoption of the 
new constitution of the County Committee and 
the constitution and by-laws of the new 
district organization, established by a@ res- 
olution of the committee. It was de- 
cided to have the constitution of the 


committee read by sections. Article I, Section 
1, Was so amended that no distinct organization 
or officer of such organization can be expelled 
without a hearing. Article II, was so amended 
that ‘no person who shall have been expelled 
by any Assembly district organization, or re- 
moved from oflice by the County Committee, 
shall be eligible for readmission in any Assem- 
Dly district organization, or can be reinstated 
within one year after such expuleion.” 

All thie is of interest to Jonn J. O’Brien and 
his followers. Edward F, Browne of the Twen- 
ty-firat Distriet precipitated a vigorous discus- 
s10n on the combination question by moving the 
following amendment to this same Article II. 
It was: “Any combination of any of its 
members with any faction of the Democratic 
Party shall be strictly prohivited.” .There 
was great applause, and I. Albert Englehara of 
the Twenty-first added fuei to the flame by get- 
ting in alick at Police Justice Solon B. Smith, 
by suggesting that “ any Republican member of 
the Democratic board who should vote on mat- 
ters of Interest to the party with the Democrats 
should also be included,” but that was not dis- 
cussed, 

Thera was plenty of discussion on Mr. 
Browne’s amendment. Mr. Browne and Mr. 
Englehard stoutly asserted that no more alli- 
ances should be made. They wanted Republic- 
ans to make their own nominations in the fut- 
ure. They didn’t want the district leaders to, 
have all the say. Ex-Judge Ernest Hall wanted 
the amendment made a separate secuion. Mr, 
Browne said that that was a plausible way of 
getting rid of it. Mr. Hall tired it back to 
Mesers. Browne and Eogiehard that they were 
both in the Republican County Convention 
when the last Citizens’ ticket was indorsed, and 
they gave bim no support when he alone stood 
up and protested against it. Henry Grasse op- 
posed the amendmwent Mr. Englehard said: 
**We want to stop the making of these combi- 
nations in the Executive Comwittee.” 

Col. 8. V. R. Cruger was presiding and Mr. 
Bellamy, who was ac the head of the Citizens’ 
ticket, was Reading Secretary, Ex-Voroner 
Nugent, leaderin the Fourteeuth District, sug- 
gested that such an amendment would give 
Tammany Halla clear field. He said that Mr 
Englebard had bolted a Republican convention, 
Jacob M. Patterson sald that the nominating 
conventions should be left freetodo as they 
thought was best. He wanted no such amend- 
ment. 

F. W. Brodsky, brother of John J. O’Brien’s 
*“trustea” John brodsky, followed Patterson 
and sald that the very men who stood up and 
vated for the expuision of O’Brien were 
now opposing the amendment. O’Brien 
had made a combination to elect Har- 
risongand Morten. He could not under- 
stand the chabge of heart of certain 
members of the committee. They might be 
seeking their own personal advantage, The 
roll-eall Was demanded on the vote, and the re- 
sull suoWed that the wachine had it all its own 
way. Every district where satisfactory all- 
auces Can be Made with Lammany or the Coun- 
ties to the advantage of tue Republican iead- 
ers voted almost solidly against the amaend- 
ment, 

There were 250 votes against the amena- 
mentand only G4 for 1. ‘ihe First and Sec- 
ond Districts voted only against. Three aflirm- 
alive votes were gathered in in the Third from 
the delegation of which Police Justice Taintor 
was absent. John Collins and his followers in 
the Fourth and Jobn Simpson and his followers 
in the Sixth voted no, and the Fifth yielded 
only two yeas. Five votes in favor of the 





amendment turned up in the Seventh. There 
was one yeas in the Enghth = § anid 
four in the Ninth. Jacob M, Patter- 


son led the voting against it in the Tenth 
and Chairman Cruger did the same in the 
Eleventh, here was one yea in the Twel!th, 
and the ‘*ever wieked’’ Gibbs and his crowd in 
the Lhirteeeth, and Nugent and his crowd in 
the Fourteenth voted no. Sheridan Shook was 
absent from the Fifteenth, but only two yeas 
were gained, 

There were several yeas in the Seventeenth, 
nonein the Sixteenth, and Barney Bigiin and 
his followers voted no in the Lighteenth. The 
Nineteenth voted yae with one or two excep- 
tions, and there were some in the Twentieth 
who tavored it. Many yeas camg from the 
Twenty-first, a few from the Twenty-second «end 
Twenty-inird, but, asin the Twenty-tourth, the 
Voting was largely no. 

Then the work of adopting the committee’s 
constitution went on fora few moments, when 
Mr, Hand of the Seventeenth moved that the 
rest of the constitution should be adopted at 
once upon tbe recommendation of the 
Executive Committee. There was great 
excitement at this, and Mr Cruger 
tured bimself pounding for _ order. All 
sorts of motions were hurled at him. Mr. En- 
gelhar wanted to know if the enrollment was 
left out of the constitution. If it was he waunt- 
ed it reeommitted to tbe committee suv that an 
annual enrollment could be provide for.

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‘TWO SETS OF SENATORS LIKELY TO BB 


ELECTED IN MONTANA. 


HELENA, Mon., Des. '19.—Two sets of United 
States Senators will undoubtedly be the result 
of to-day’s action of the Republican State Sena- 
tors. The eight Democratic State Senators who 
qualified on Monday did bo with the understand- 


ing that they would not vote on the adoption 
of rules or the election of officers, and wauld 


thus prevent an organization until the ques- 
tion of the dual houses was settled. The Re- 


publicans, having only eight Senators, were 
— & Majority if the Democrats refused to 
vote. 

To-day, however, the Republican Senators 
got the Lisutenant Governor to rule that 
the votes of seven Senators were suf- 
ficient to elect officers in the refusal of the 
Democrats to vote, and they carried the farce 
to a conclusion. One Senator of each part 
Was absent, leaving ourteen presen 
The Democrats demanded the yeas and nays, 
whieh were refused by the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor on the ground thatin the absence of rules 
he was not compelled to call for them. The 
Dewocrats finally retired from the chamber and 
let the seven Repuulioaes do as they pleased. 

aving gone through with the workin their 
own way, the Republicans appointed a commut- 
tee to inform the Republican House that they 
were organized and ready for business, This 
means that half of the Senate and the 
Republican House will meet next week 
an elect two United States Senators. 
The eight Democratic Senators and the Demo- 
cratic House have an equal opportunity to do 
the same thing, anda will doso unless they de- 
cide to wait and let the Governor appoint Sena- 
tors when the Legislature adjourns. 

The Democratic House in caucus to-night ap- 
pointed a committee to notify the Governor 
thatthe Republican members had refused to» 
take their seats in that body,, and it 
is robable that he will order a new 
election to fill the vacant seats. The Re- 
publicans are trying to force the branches 
of the two houses into court before a Judge 
likely to decide in their favor. The Auditor 
has refused to pay mileage te a member of the 
Republican House, and he has applied for a 
Mandamus to compel payment, which will 


bring the members right to his seat 
before the court for review. The whole 
muddle is more complicated than ever.

A BROKEN BANK’S ASSETS. 





THE CONTROLLER’S REPORT ON THE 
MIDDLETOWN NATIONAL BANK. 


MIDnLETOWN, N. Y., Dec, 19.—The annual re- 
port of the Controller of the Currency for the 
year ending Oct. 81, 1889, is anything but a 
comforting document to the unfortunate aeposi- 
tors and other creditors of the insolvent Mid- 
dletown National Bank. The bank closed its 
doors Nov, 27, 1884, and two days later was 
placed in the hands of A. W. Blye as receiver. 

When the bank passed into the Receivers 
hands it was found, in fact, to have been rob- 
bed of $514,000, and thoroughly cleaned out 
and wrecked. 

After having been for nearly five years in proo- 
ess of liquidation, the figures now given by 
the Controller of the Currency show that out of 
more titan a million of dollars of assets of the 
bank, alleged to be good in September, 1884, 
only $504,712 has been found collectable. To 
this must be addei $139,899 collected of the 
stockholders under an assessment of 100 per 
cent., levied by the Controller upon their re- 
spective shares, making altogether $644,611 
collected and available toward paying a total 
sum of claims proved by the Creditors against 
the bank of $650,854. The creditors have al- 
ready received in dividends SQ per cent. of 
their claims, amounting to $520,676, but no 
dividend has been declared since Noy. 5, 1888. 

The Controller reports a balance of collec- 
tions in his hands of $78,466, which, if avail- 
able toward paying the creditors, would give 
them altogether about 92 per cent. of their 
claims. 

But the wrecke’ bank by its receiver is in- 
voived in a cloud of litigation over the proper 
adjustment of some of the transaction of its 
former ofticers. In addition to suits with the 
Corn Exchange, Bank of Chicago, the First 
National Bank of Indianapolis, and other par- 
ties, the receiver of the bank has been susd 
within a year past by EB. A. Kent & Uo., bank- 
ers, of New-York, for the recovery of about 
$75,000, of which the plaintiffs claim to have 
been defrauded by Thomas King, acting in his 
capacity of President of the bank. 

The prospect is that it will be years before 
some Of these suits can reach a final adjudication, 
and meanwhile receivers’ and lawyers’ fees and 
other expenses, not to speak of judgments that 
may be recovered, Will ake beavy drains upon 
the undistributed balance of funds. The out- 
look is, therefore, as yvathered from the Con- 
troller’s report, thas when the affairs of the in- 
solvent bank are finally wound up, there will be 
nothing left to divide, and the creditors will 
get no more than 80 per cent. of their claims 
already distribuied. 





THE INELUENZA SPREADING. 


PROF. LEYDEN DECLARES IT TO BE A 
HARMLESS MALADY. 


Paris, Dee. 19.—M. Tirard, the Prime Minis- 
ter; M. de Freycinet, Minister of War; M. 
Spuller, Minister of Foreign Affairs, and M, 
Faye, Minister of Agriculture, are suifering 
from the influenza. 

BELLIN, Dee. 19.—Prof. Leyden, lecturing on 
influenza, dwelt upon the necessity of removing 
the anxiety and fears of patients ag to a harm- 
less malady which seems to be causing the dis- 


appearance of more dangerous diseases, such 
as typhoid fever. 


Derroit, Dec. 19.—The Russian influenza has 
reached Detroit, and curiously enough so far 
only bank employes are afilicted. This is at- 
tributed, however, to the report that the mi- 
crobes travel in paper money, and when 





the contagious paper has been freely 
ciroulsted in the city it is expected 
the disease will become epidemic At 


the Peninsular Bank nine of the empioyes were 
sick at one time. In the Preston National there 
are four cases. The entire stall of the First Na- 
tional has it, and there are two casesin the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Bank. 

The symptoms are different in nearly every 
case, in some cases it produces ‘tan all gone, 
tired feeling,” as one expressed it, while in oth- 
ers the iining to the nose, moutda, apd throat is 
affected; still others have cough. Lameness 1s 
one of the general points in which it shows up 
etrong. 

Kansas City, Deo. 19,—The Siar says that a 
number of cases of influenza, distinct enough 
in type to be readily recognizable, have attract- 
ed the observation of local physicians in this 
city. Interviews with several physicians are 
presented, and the number of eases is placed at 
about one hundred.

THE ANDOVER CONTROVERSY. 


ARGUMENT ON ONE ISSUR OF THE 
HERBSY CASE. 


Boston, Dec. 19.—A very large audience 
assembled in the judicial court room this morn- 
ing to hear arguments on one of the many issues 
of the celebrated Andover heresy case. Among 
those present were Dr. Theodore W. Dwight of 
the Columbia Law School, who makes the argu- 
ment in behalf of Prof. Smyth; Judge Hoar of 
counsel for the visitors, Henry M. Dexter of the 
Congregationalist, Dr. E. W. Webb, Dr. Newman 
Smyth of New-Haven, Profs. Tucker and Harris 
of Andover, J. H. Thayer of Cambridge, Dr. J. 
W. Wellman, one of the Andover Trustees, and 
many divines and lawyers. 

The hearing was before ex-Gov. Robinson, 
who has taken testimony at great length to de- 
termine whether or not the late Rev. Dr. Eustis, 


who was one of the Board of Visitors that tried 
the case of the Andover professors, was soinflu- 
enced in hig ‘judicial capacity’ by bias and 
prejudice as to render him untit to act. The 
taking of testimony was concluded some time 





ago, 

The first argument was mado by Prof. 
Dwight, who claimed that in Dr. Eustis’s case 
thete was a leaning toward the side of the 
prosecution and an utter want of decorum out 
of court; that he plainly violated all the condi- 
tions under which judicial power was vested in 
him, and that the specific charges framed as to 
his conduot have been proved without any real 
conflict of evidence. 

Mr. A, H. Weliman, for the Visitors. said that 
the charges of bias on the part of Dr. Eustis 
were not made until six weeks after the latter's 
death and not until a year ang a half after the 
trial of the professors, an inexcusable delay 
which called for severe criticism. Mr. Wellman 
then reyiewed the evidence, drawing the con- 
clusion that the charge against Dr. Eustis had 
not been proved. 

Mr. C. E. Barrows charged that Dr. Eustis had 
formed and repeatedly expressed to divers per- 
sons the opinion that the professors were gullty 
of the things charged, and quoted from the evi- 
dence to sustain this position. 

Judge F. French read from the statutes of 
foundation to show that the Board of Visitors 
was expressly established to guard the insti- 
tution against heresy, 

Judge Hoar made the closing argument for 
the Visitors, and Prof. Baldwin closed the argu- 
ment on Smy th’s side.

THE PROPOSED COLUMBIA RAILWAY AND 
NAVIGATION COMPANY, 


RicHMOND, Va., Dec. 19,—A bill introduced in 
the Virginia House of Delegates to-day contem- 
plates the incorporation of a gigantic trans- 
portation scheme. It provides for the incor- 
poration of the Columbia Railway and Naviga- 
tion Company. The capital stock is to be not 
less than $1,000,000 nor more than $100,000,- 
000, to be divided into shares of $100 each. 
The prinoipal office is to»’be in Rivhmond, 

The company is granted the right to acquire 
and bold stocks or bonds of any company char- 
tered by any of the republics of South America 
and to acquire and own stock of any steamship 
cOinpany that may ve incorporated to run be- 
tween any port of the United States on the Guif 
of Mexico or Atlantic Ocean to any port upon 
the Caribbean Sea. It is also granted the power 
te construct and operate railroads, establish 
steamship Jines, build shipyards, docks, basins, 
elevators, mills, and furnaces, and to construct 
canals connecting its works.

The Board of Directors of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad Company declared their regular quar- 
terly dividend of 1 per cent. yesterday, this be- 
ing the dividend which, according to abundant 
Wall-street predictions, was never to be paid.

The Thetis 
recently returned to Sitka to remain, perhaps, a 
month or six weeks, awaiting orders respecting 
her going to Mare Island Navy Yard. The 
sruise was comparatively uneventful. The 
Bear transported a ready-made wooden house, 
25 feet square, and one atory in height, 
to Point Barrow. This,with some of the struot- 
ures left by Capt. Ray of the army when aban- 
doning Point Barrow several years ago, as a 
signal station, was fitted up as a refuge, and 
about fifty tons ef coal and a large supply of 
provisions were deposited there for the succor 
of such shipwrecked seamen of the Aretic whal- 
ing fleet as may find their way to that part of 
She coast. 

After the Bear had completed her share of 
the task she sailed eastward and southward to 
Behring Sea, and is still engaged in patrolling 
those watersin search of contraband British 
Volumbia sealers lurking in that vicinity. I 
‘was informed by Lieut. Commander 8toekton, 
in command of the Thetis, when on his}way to 
the Arctic last Spring, that his oréers did not 
include anything further than the completion 
ofthe house of refuge at Point Berrow, and a 
esareful cruise in the vicinity to attempt the 


wescue of any whaling vessels or seamen in 
peril. The Thetis did similar work in 1888, 
and, besides succoring several whaling vea- 
Bels, brought off quite a number of seamen 
whose vessels were a total loss. 

Mr. Stockton, however, concluded that there 
might be some littie glory beyond this and he- 
— the limits of his orders, and proceeded to 

he mouth of the Mackenzie River, and by so 

Going narrowly escaped losing his vessel. As 
is pretty generally known, the ‘hetis is strongly 
buult and well adapted to severe encounters 
witb arctic ice. Her forward bulkhead is solid 
timber 10 feet in thickness, and her sides are 
tnelosed with a special casing of bard wood 
18 inches in thickness, In the videinity of 
the mouth of the Mackenzie, however, she 
found herself suddenly inclosed in a great pack 
of ice in water sixty fathoms in depth, with 
the great pack rising like mountain peaks 
wbove her sides and grinding on the bottom 
many fathoma below the surface. For four 
Gays the veasel and her crew were imprisoned 
in this vast sea of ice. The wind blew a gale 
pnd the utter destruction of the vessel stared 
them in the face. There were Moments when 
escape scemed impossible. The ship gone, only 
One hope remained—that of landing provisions 
and, amid the greatest possible perils by land, 
making their way to Point Barrow along the 
soast. The officers and crew had decided to 
make the final preparations to abandon the 
ship, and were about to put the necessary 
provisious ashore, when the wind providen- 
tially shifted, the ice parted, and the vessel was 
reieased. 

The expedition on whioh the Thetis sailed 
from San Francisco was not one of exploration 
®r scientific investigation. Her ofticers and 
erew were not provided with the means of 
spending a Winter in the arctic, but the vessel 
Was simply oa the usual aunual cruise or relief, 
spending only Summers in that region, and re- 
turnimyg to San Franeisco for Winter. She is not 
accompanied by any tender to give relief in case 
of shipwreck, and this circumstance imposes 
the duty upon her commander of taking upon 
howseli no risks that are not fairly embraced in 
dis orders, and which certainly did not inolude 
such perilous chances as those into which he 
took luis ship in order to gratify professional 
curiosity. This was Stooktou’s first cruise on 
this coast, and hence the Impulse of the mo- 
ment may have led him further away from the 
limite of his inatructions than ove more accus- 
tomed to the dangers of such a cruise would 
have undertaken, 

Some curious things have been done by naval 
commanders On this North Pacitic coast. One 
vt them, witb his wife, a few years ago took a 
Bpecial interest in the attempt to civilize and 
Christianize the natives. They directed their 
attention, however, to the improvement of the 
people in a sauitary sense. It is a fact that be- 
lore that time the uatives of Alaska had not the 
sligutest sense of the ordinary habits of de- 
ecncy. The first aud most importa.t step 
taken was to force them into better habits. 
There was no civil government here, and 
there was ap entire absence of any military 
guthority. ‘he only show of Federal authority 
was by the navy, and, fortunately, the vessel 
then in these quarters Was commanded by 
Capt. Nichols, who did not care to spend his en- 
tire time fishing aud hunting, but engaged in 
trying to make the native people better, more 
healthy, and more comfertabie, He eniorced 
yigid sanitary regulations in their villages, and, 
with his estimablo wife, took the lead in organ- 
izing religious instruction. The effect has been 
yoarked, and the impulse thus given shows in 
the vastly improved condition of the Indians, 

Last Fall Capt. Newell, who was in command 

of the Pinta in Alasken waters for three years, 
was reiieved by Capt. Book. ‘The Pinta, when 
the latter officer arrived to take charge, was in 
gn unseaworshy condition. This state of affairs 
had been represented to the authorities at 
Washington by letter time and again, but lit- 
tle atteution was paid te it. Book became dis- 
gruntied at this, and oue day last January, 
when the mail aleamer arrived, he packed his 
zripsack, aad, without any leave of absence, 
eft his ship and procecded to Washington, He 
had searcely reported at the Navy Department 
when he was sent before a court-martial, tried, 
and convicted for deserting his ship, and sus- 
pended for two years, 
- Yhe salmon-packing season in Alaskan and 
British Columbian waters has closed. In the 
Alaskan inlets and bays the vutput has greatly 
falien short of the product of 1888. The capac- 
ity in 1889 was more than doubled by the 
erection of new canneries and the enlargement 
of old ones, and yet the output does not nearly 
equa! that of last year. The fish did not arrive 
at the mouths of the streams until the last of 
June, and by the middle of August the run was 
almost at an ead, whenit shouid have lasted 
almost a month longer. In more prosperous 
seasons the sa'mon reach the bays and inlets 
off the coast about June 1, and remain until the 
last of August, and frequently as late as the 
middle of September. Not only were the fish 
jate in arriving, but the shoals of salmon were 
much smaller than heretofore. What is called 
bhe secoud run usually begins about Sept. 1 
and lasts a month In 1888 the September run 
was @ Very fine one, and of tae best quality of 
fish, but in 1889 it was almost a complete fail- 
ure. 

All the cannery managers of Southeastern 
Alaska estimate the depreciation, as compared 
with last year, at 60 per cent. After having 
visited many of these establisoments, [ am con- 
vineed that this estimate is not far out of the 
way. On the other band, the British Columbia 
galmon fisheries have veen decidedly success- 
ful. The Frazier River, in that province, is the 
greatest source of supply to those people, and 
ihus far the salmon run in that section Was 
very large, and all the canneries have been 
avie to run at tbeir fullest capacity. 

Experts report the packin British Columbia 
as the largest ever known there. The estimated 
yield is 380,000 cases. Nearly the entire prod- 
uct in British Columbia will go to London. The 
Frazier River salmon average at Victoria $5 50 
per case, which, at an estimate of the entire 
product as 350,000 cases, will make the total 
prodnet worth $2,000,000. 680 far this season 
136,675 cases of Alaskan salmon have been re- 
seived at San Francisco. The season will close 
with a puck of about 250,000 cases. The Co- 
lumbia River pack aggregates 380,000 Cases, 
which is 70,000 cases less than were put up in 
that river last year. 

I have several times adverted to the neccs- 
sity for eliecting means of protecting the 
gaimon interests of Alaska, ibis true tbat Con- 
gress has pacsed acis prohibiting tue obstruc- 
tion of the mouths of the fresh water streams 
to which the salmon resort, but has made no 
provision or appropriation for a proper polic- 
ing of the vicinity of the mouths of the rivers 
to make sucn prolibitory legisiation of any 
vaiue. British Columbia 1s preserving ber tish- 
jng interests in that respect, and the value and 
jmpatiense of that protection are manifest in 
the constant increase of the yield, Tne salmon 
pome to the mouths of Alaskan streams and 
fina them obstructed, and then go elsewhere to 
feposit their spawn. They find no auch ob- 

btacles in British Columbian streams, such as 





the magnificent Frazier River, and tue fisher- |

ency. r] 

Still another eafion containing a large mass 
of gold-bearing rock has been discovered in the 
vicinity ef Jeneau. It is called the Salmon 
Creek Cafion. The rock is easy of access, and 
the assayer at the Treadwell has: determined 
that it is as rich in gold ag the rook taken from 
the Treadwell itself. The Eastern Alaska Min- 
ing and Milling Company erected a twenty- 
stamp mill this season, and have about a thou- 
sand tons of ore on the dump ready to begin 
operations at once. 

The greatest difficulty which has attended 
mining development in Southeastern Alaska, 80 
far, hus been the lack of capital to earry on the 
work after valuable discoveries have been 
made. The average prospector and discoverer 
is poorin purse Sad without that personal in- 
fluence necessary to inspire eunfidence in any 

reat enterprise, such as is needed to obtain the 

ullest advantages from the great mineral de- 
posits of Alaska. These prospectors Are len 
who have tramped the mining sections ur the 
United States from the Rio Grande to the Yu- 
kon Valicy. Many of themare the pioneers in 
gold and silver discoveries, who, after having 
made rich finds, have sold out to capitalists for 
&@ moderate sum, spent the result in a wild sort 
of frontier living, and then started out again for 
new fielas upon the vaguest possible rumors of 
the richness of fresh localities. 


Beyond legislating in a way that private on- - 


terprise may lay hold of and appropriate the 
mineral lands, the Government of the United 
States has taken no interestin the proper ana 
economical development of our gold deposits. 
As ITunderstand it, though it has been satis- 
factorily demonstrated for cight years, through 
private effort and exploration, that gold exists 
in Southeastern Alaska, and that there is a great 
probability of its being inexhaustible, the Gov- 
ernment has not sent & single expert to Alaska 
or expended a singie dollar in the way of in- 
quiry into the extentand character of this val- 
uable and important interest. Such a thing 
could not occur in any other respectable Gov- 
ernment in the world. 

Iam credibly informed that several United 
States Senators have for several years been in- 
terested in successful mining enterprises in the 
Territory and found it to their interest to throw 
every possible obstaclein the way of such in- 
quiry, and to obstruct the publication of the 
facts in regard to the real value of these de- 
posits. A careful governmental inquiry by 
competent official mining engineers would long 
since have given capitalists satisfactory in- 
formation upon essential points, rendering them 
independent of those gangs of sharpers who 
6cen that class of prey. an fatten, 
not only upon the too confiding capitalist, 
but upon the results of the labor and enterprise 
of the poor prospector. It isnot necessary that 
the Government should exercise any authority 
of a parental character in the matter. Itshould 
simply, by the aid of exact information, bring 
the capital necessary to the developmentof the 
mines in contact with the prospector, who has 
nothing to contribute to the joint concern but 
the naked mine itself. As it pow stands, both 
the discoverer of the mine and the capitalist 
willing to aid this class of men are, in half the 
instances, swindled by the middle man who un- 
dertakes to capitalize and sell the concern. 

Many of the so-called unofficial mining experts 
are as dishonest as it is possible for men tW& be- 
come. Numerous instances have come to light 
where they have taken a large fee from the 
mine owner to &sell his property to a constituted 
company, 2nd at the sate time have received 
the company’s money for their reputed services 
in an honest opinion to it. Suits are now pend- 
ing in the courts of Alaska disclosing fraudu- 
lent transactions of that kind. Because capi- 
talists or men willing and able to ald in mining 
enterprises in Alaska have been outrageously 
swindled in that way it must not be taken as 
true that the whole business isa fraud. Far 
from it, for wherever mining in the Territory 
has been conducted on sound common sense and 
honest principies it has met with decided suc- 
oess. 


BXCESSIVE ARMY FINES. 











THE CAUSE OF MANY DESERTIONS FROM 
THE RANKS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

As an enlisted man in the United States Army 
and a constant reader of your paper, permit me 
to call the attention of those who may be inter- 
ested in army affairs, and who desire to see the 
service improved, to the absolute necessity of 
some limit being placed or the power of garri- 
s50n courts to impose fines, or “ blinds,” as they 
are called in the service. The offense has very 
little to do with the punishment. As an in- 
stance, two trumpeters from this depot, while 
on mounted pass, went to St, Louis and came 
back on time. Their passes were issued with a 
view of practicing the trumpet calls on horse- 
back. Now, their passes were for five hours, 
and no rational being supposes that a man 
wants to “jam wind” for that length of time. 

They were tried under the sixty-secand article 
of war, (which, like charity, covers a multitude 
of sins,) found guilty of abusing pass privi- 
leges, and sentenced to ten days at hard labor 
and to forfeit $10 of their pay. Now, a sol- 
dier’s pay is only $13, and when you deduct 
laundry and shaving it leaves about $11, per- 
haps less. These men will be, therefore, nearly 
sixty days without pay. 

This is the cause of many desertions. It seems 
that something should be done. A stated pun- 
ishment for @ stated offense, by continement 
and not by fining, would be afar better way of 
enforcing discipline than by leaving it to the 
oe ofa few men who not only draw 

arge payin proportion to the work they do, 
but who have never krown what a close shave 
it is for a soldier to live on $13 a month. Any 
old soldier will say that it 18 always best to 
plead guilty when before a court-martial, for 
the charges have been preferred by an ofticer, 
and if the court did not flnd him—the enlisted 
man—guilty it would be a reflection on tnat 
officer, and there is too much Freemasonry in 
the craft for that. Any man pleading not 
guilty would be punished any way for the 
henious offense of occupying their valuable 
time by listening to testimony, 

Tt is the custom of the men to buy little lux- 
uries, such as butter, milk, eggs, &c., out of their 
pay, and, of course, if a man is going to be tined 
$10 for every petty offense, he must come down 
to “Government straight,” and no decent man, 
such as the army authorities profess to want, 
will stand that for long. He will do the- only 
thing possible under the circumstances, and 
that Is to desert.

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THEY THINK IT'S A JOKE, 


ELIZABETR’S COUNCIL NOT ALARMED 
AT THE COURT'S DECISION. 


KLIZABETH, N. J., Dec. 19.—The City Council 
of this city is not muoh alarmed at the fact 
that it has been found gailty of contempt by the 
United States court at Trenton, buton the con- 
trary most of the members regard it in the light 
of a good joke. If Moran Brothers of New- 
York think they are any nearer to getting their 





much to be feared that they have counted with- 
out their host, at least that is what the city au- 
thorities intimate. 

To pay the Morane’ claim would be to open 
the door for the other outstanding, claims, 
amounting to about $400,000. The city pledged 
itself to the Singer Company, the Mutual Ben- 
efit Insurance Company, and other large cred- 
itora when they accepted the city’s terms 
of settlement and compromised their claims at 
50 cents on the dollar that no better terms 
would be made with any or the other outstand- 
ing creditors, and the city is in honor bound to 
live up to this agreement. 

The Councilmen say that they cannot be held 
responsible for the failure of the parties whom 
they appointed as Assessors to qualify for this 
position. Others may ve aepe nted, and the 
same thing is likely to result. The Council can, 
however, be punished for their neglect to 
promptly elect Assessors when the order of the 
court was served on them. They may be finet 
next Tuesday for this delay on their part. But 
it stands to reason, they say, that if they go on 
and appoint new Assessors and the nominees 
with singular unavimity decline to serve, the 
matter can be prolonged indefinitely, and the 
uncompromising creditors will be no nearer 
getting their money than eyer. 

Each batch of Assessors that may be named 
have forty daysin which to qualify, and failing 
to do this others must be chosen. Itis safe to 
say that there are at least 1,000 patriotio citi- 
zens in Elizabeth who are thoroughly conver- 
sant with the situation and who could be 
depended on if named for Assessors not to qual- 
ify. The Board of Assessment when filled con- 
sista of eight members, The Council could keep 
on naming Assessors out of this quota of 1,000, 
and these nominees likewise could keep on de- 
clining to qualify. Allowing only the necessary 
forty days to elapse before each new batch of 
eight would be appointed, it would at this rate 
take néarly fourteen years before the 1,000 
names would all have been passed upon. 








A NEW MOVE IN MARYLAND. 





NEGROES CHARGED WITH VOTING 
WHERE THEY DO NOT LIVE. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 19.—The convention of dele- 
gates from Southern Maryland met here to-day 
to take some action on what is known as the 
non-resident vote, or, as one of the delegates 
put it, to make a fight for ‘‘home rule.’ It is 
said to be @ non-partisan move, though the 
delegates are all Democrats. 

The non-resident vote is no new thing. It is 
claimed that its proportions in the Fitth Con- 
gressional District have become so alarming of 
late as to nearly wipe out the Democratic ma- 
jority. The move is explained as follows by 
one of the delegates: “The Fifth Congres- 
sional District is Democratic, and was only by 
unfair means that Barnes Compton, who was 
elected by a piurality of 2,729 in 1886, was 
nearly beaten out of sightin the last election. 


It was the non-resident vote that came hear 
upsetting the will or the people, and 1t is pro- 
posed to appeal to the Legislature fora remedy. 
By the non-resident vote | mean the hordes of 
negroes Who oeame from Washington, Alexan- 
dria, andeven Baltimore to vote. In Prince 
George County alone it is variously estimated 
that from 500 tu 1,000 voted at the last elec- 
tion who hati no right to do so.” 

The Fifth District is the one which Mudd and 
Compton are now contesting. The registered 
vote in the five lower counties last year em- 
braced the names of 14,180 white and 10,942 
colored men. The Republican white vote in 
this section is sinaller than in any other section 
of Maryland, being in some of the counties al- 
mostinfinitesimal. The majority of white regis- 
tered voters is 3,138, so that in a total registra- 
tion of 25,122 a white vote of 1,570 added to 
the solid negro vote would give the combination 
a majority over the remaining 12,210 whites. 
Before and just after the war some of these 
five large slave-hoiding counties had a larger 
colored than white population, but the negroes 
have since flocked to the neighboring cities, 
and thus diminished the cvlored population. 
It is to compell these emigrants to vote where 
they vow live that the present movement is di- 
rected. 

The convention was held with closed doors. 
Ba -Gov. Oden Bowie of Prince Georges pre- 
sided. 





IMPROVEMENTS IN OOLOMBIA. 





MANY NEW BUILDINGS BEING ERECTED 
IN BOGOTA. 


Boeora, Nov, 24.—Great activity is displayed 
here at present in building operations, No less 
than four hundred houses are in course of con- 
struction. In the lower part of the city, where 
scarcely ten years ago the lines of the streets 
were only on paper, there are now rows of ele- 
gant houses, equalin appearance and comfort 
to those of the righest inhabitants of the older 
parts of the capital. The arrival of the first 
trains of the Sabana Railroad has aroused the 
building enthusiasm on the west side of the old 
Alameda to such an extent that it looks asit 
soon the habitations of the dead in the cemetery 
would be invaded by those of the living. 

The population of the city of late years has 
increased considerably. The Colombian Trans- 
port Company will add within tue next four 
months two new aud larger steamers to its fleet, 
and with tiese improved means of transport 
will be able to handle three-fourths of the traflic 
which enters and leaves by Port Colombia.

BOXERS AND WRESTLERS IN 
THEIR FINAL BOUTS. 
THREE THOUSAND SPEOTATORS WATCH 
THE CONTESTS OF THE AMATEUR 

ATHLETIC UNION’S BEST MEN, 


Many contests of muscle and skill took place 
on the Metropolitan Opera House stage last 
evening. Active young wrestlers writhed and 
twisted in their struggles, and their associates, 
who wanted honors as boxers, danced . around 
the stage with wonderful agility in their praise- 
worthy efforts to hit the other fellow and avoid 
his blow in return. And a great crowd watched 
it all and applauded at every opportunity. 

It was the night of the deciding contests of 
the Amateur Athletic Union’s annual boxing 
and wrestling championships. The prelimi- 
nary bouts had been contested on Monday 
evening. There were 3,000 people in the Opera 
House to soe the lively scenes enacted ina 
twenty-four-foot ring, inclosed with ropes to 
keep the actors in the athletic drama within 
bounds. The boxes were filled with men in 
+ ata dress, and several contained ladies 
also. 

lt was agreat night for the union, and its 
officials, decorated with little badges to dis- 
tinguish them from the other people in the 
house, were happy. Among those present were 
several Members of the Schuylkill Navy Ath- 
letic Club of Philadelphia. Tne Pastime Ath- 
letic Club occupied the gallery, and the young 
men became uproasreus ati times. They bad 
friends among the contestants, and they went 
wild when any oue of them did anything worthy 
of applause. 

The contests themselves wero interesting. 
They followed each other promptly, were ended 
in a seasonable time, and, as the majority were 
lively sparring matches, they did not become 
tiresome. Six-ounece gloves were used. The 
weights were 105, 115, 135, and 156 pounds in 
both boxing and wrestling, and there was a 
special 125-pound boxing class tor a medal 
offered by T. H. Downing of the New-York Aih- 
letic Club, The boxing rounds were three min- 
utes eavh, the last round being four minutes in 
the finals, 

The contests opened with two lively boxing 
matches. B. Mullin, a *smiler” of the Ailerton 
Athletic Club, ana A. Kelly, Bridge Athletic 
Club, two lads weighing 115 pounds each, were 
first matched. They looked a trifle alraia of 
the audience and of each other when they began 
operations, but they soon warmed up to their 
work, and kept up # painfully earnest attack 
on each other for threes rounds, when Kelly 
was given the contest, having plainly demon- 
strated his superiority. 

he next two were Matt Rice, Varuna Boat 
Club, last year’s chumpion, and “ Danny” 
O’Brien of the Pastime Athletic Club They 
were wonderfully clever boxers. Rice was the 
better at leading, for he has # longer reach, but 
when it came to bitting at short range U’ Brien 
took the honors. He soon had forced things to 
such an extent that Rice took to clinching when 
they met. O’Brien won a very fair decision. 

This match left a bout between H. W. Seblich- 
ter, Schuylkill Navy Atnletic Club, ana T, Mur- 
phy, Pastime Athletic Club, also in the 105- 
pound glass. Murphy won the match in three 
rounds and was left to contest the final witha 
clubmate. 

The first match in the special boxing elass— 
125 pounds limit—was a fierce one. Only three 
men bad been left in the finals, aud J. Condren, 
Scottish-American Athletic Club, had drawn @ 
byes entitling him to spar a light bout with 
Walter Campbell, instructor of boxing in the 
Schuylkill Navy Athietio Club. 
two men were John Gorman, Star 
Athletic Club, and IF. schneering, Pastime 
Athletic Club. The Pastime men in the gal- 
lery felt sure their man would win, ana they 
yelled themselves hoarse when he jumped 
through the ropes and took a seat 
in one corner of the ring. Schneering’s 
name belies him. He wore ao sort of 
leer when he raised his gloves in an 
attitude of defense, and In the tirst round he 
hit Gorman three clean, though harmless, outs 
on his head, which increased the intensity of 
his smile. In the second round things were 
more nearly even. In the third round Schneer- 
ing began to play a few tricks, and he received 
such a blow oun the jaw that he fell to the floor. 
Then he resorted to wrestling, for which he was 
disqualitied. 

The next match was between W. MoGarry, 
Star Athletic Club, and E. B, Pyter, Schuylkill 
Navy Athletic Club. They were the exiremes 
of length and ohunkiness. McGarry had to 
jump up to reach his opposent’s face, but he 
reached it, and reached it so many times that 
the Quaker lost the match.

The tinal in the 105-pound class between the 
two Pastime men—O’ Brien and Murphy—was 
awarded to O’Brien vy Referee Buermeyer. 
The judges disagreed, 60 the referee was 
called upon to award the Championship, 

The lust event of the boxing was the deciding 
bout in the special 125-pound class. The con- 
testants were J. Gorman and J. Coudren, two 
fine athletes. Gorman had hurt his left hand at 
the preliminaries, and could use only his right.

‘Lhe wire which wiil furnish motive power to 
the car will also feed a number of incandesvent 
lamps. 1t 1s claimed that the use of electricity 
will give the mine greater tonnage capacity 
and the miner wili be avie to do wore work, in 
that he will not nave to walt so long for the re- 
turn of the cars. Should tue trial prove a suc- 
cess in the Erie mine it will be introduced in a

STEEL SHIPS FOR CHIOAGO, 

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—The project for a great 
shipbuilding industry on the banks of the Calu- 
met has at last taken detinite shape. Tho an- 
pouncement now comes from Cleveland that 
the Globe Iron Works, the most extensive build- 
ers of steol ships on the great lakes, have joined 
hands with the Illinois Steei Company in the 
organization of a company to construct steel 
shipsin Chicago, The new corporation will be 
known as the Chicago Shipbuilding Company, 
und six big steel steamers will be on the stucks 
iu its yards within a lew months.

The.ease with which the Republicans of 


existence and established one of their own 

in its phace was not only no guarantee of 

order and the permanance of the new 

Government but it was a direct invitation 

and incentive to fresh outbreaks and new 

revolutions. Marshal DA FONSECA and his 

friends were probably not the only persons 

in the Brazilian Army who are fond of 

poweriand confident of their ability to ex- 

ercise it with distinguished wisdom. The 
experience of the West Coast republics 

bas shown that pretty nearly every Spanish- 
American citizen aspires to be President 
or Dictator before he dies, and the honors 
and perquisites of office can scarcely seem 

less desirable to the descendants of the 
Portuguese settlers of the realm lately 
ruled by Dom Pepro. Itis more than prob- 
able that the revolt in the army of which 
the cable dispatch from our correspondent 
in Rio brings news was an attempt on the 
part of afaction to wrest the provisional 
Government from the hands of the present 
Executive and his Ministers. The fact that 
arrests.are reported is an indication that 
the Government is strong enough to sustain 
itself, but the peace of the new republic can 
hardly beconsidered secure against counter- 
revolutions until the constituent assem- 
bly summoned to meet in February shall 
have formulated organic laws and a Gov- 
ernment representing the will of the people 
has been established. There is no evidence 
that any reactionary forces favorable to 
the recall of the Emperor are at work, and 
any attempt to restore him and his empire 
would doubtless be foredoomed to failure, 
since the letters of our Rio correspondent 
have made it entirely clear that a great 
majority of the Brazilians are disposed to 
enjoy the luxury of governing themselves. 














Mr. CHARLES S. SmITH, the President of 
the Chamber of Commerce, made a speech 
to the Pan-Americans yesterday that must 
have been somewhat confusing to them. 
In one sentence he announced that we 
needed frequent and rapid communication 
between North and South America, and 
“that our respective Governments should 

\ give Bberal support to all sound enterprises 


questioned whether that can be called a 
sound enterprise which needs liberal sup- 
port from a Government to keep it going, 
but let» that pass. In the next sentence 
but one Mr. SmirH declares that ‘if lawsin 
either countries embarrass the free move- 
ments of trade they should be modified as 
experience may dictate.” That is to say, 
Mr. SMITH is in favor at the same time of 
subsidies and of free trade, or of the modi- 
fication of the laws that restrict its free-. 
dom. This mixture of the commercial the- 
ories of ADaM SMITH and HENRY C. CAREY 
seems to entitle the President of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to’ be called a pan-econ- 
omist. 








The New-York delegation in Congress 
seems to have concluded to ‘‘play a wait- 
ing game”'in the matter of legislation for 
the World’s Fair, believing that if prompt 
and liberal action is taken by the State 
Legislature it will greatly strengthen the 
case in behalf of this city as the location. 
It is pretty evident that the choice will be 
narrowed down to New-York and Chicago, 
and the representatives of the latter are 
very urgent for a speedy settlement of the 
question, and are using all manner of inilu- 
ences, such as New-Yorkers are unwilling 
to resort to, to accomplish their purpose. 
This is a matter that ovght to be pre- 
sented, considered, and decided with sole 
reference to the national interest in a 
world’s fair for the eelebration of the 
discovery of America. It should be 
held where it can be held to the best 
advantage and with the fullest. assurance 
of success in the object aimed at, and argu- 
ments should be directed finally to the de- 
termination of that question. Inthe mean- 
time, there is no reason why the general 
scope of Government action should not be 
defined without reference to the question of 
location. What Congress should be called 
upon to do does not depend upon the place 
in which the fair is to be held, and that 
point may as well be left to be determined 
when the other provisions of legislation 
have been agreed to. 








Another Republican and high-tariff jour- 
nal that denounced Trusts and Trustism 
with considerable vigor last Summer, the 
Chicago Inter Ocean, has been led by the 
approach of tariff legislation to assert that 
there are scarcely any Trusts in existence, 
and that the farmers have been fright- 
ened by the tales of ‘“‘reckless dema- 
gogues” about “mythical” organizations 
of the kind. There are “certainly not 
more than three” Trusts, says the Inter 
Ocean, ‘exercising a decided and an evil 
influence upon the prices of articles in 
general use. Other incipient Trusts have 
been prevented from attaining activity by 
the tarift.” The high-tariff statesman of 
these days will solve a problem of great im- 
portance to himself if he can devise a way 
of safely voting for Trusts and similar com- 
binations in Congress after he has de- 
nounced them roundly in public speeches 
and interviews. The plan here broached 
by the Inter Ocean of asserting that there 
are only two or three of these “combines” 
may be attractive to those who do not 
think deeply, but they should be reminded 
that it has been of very little service to 
Senator SHERMAN. Those who use it, how- 
ever, will only make themselves doubly 
ridiculous by saying that the making of 
Trusts is discouraged and prevented by. our 
tariff duties. 














TURNING ON THE LIGHT. 

The civil service law is not technically 
either a penal or a prohibitory one, but it 
comes fairly within the class of statutes 
that cannot be thoroughly enforced with- 
out the support of public opinion. It is 
really simply a measure of administration, 
calculated to make more ready and sure 
the choice of fit men to do the lesser work 
of the Federal service, and has no more 
essential politics in it than a law fixing the 
hours for which the public offices shall be 
kept open or the number of clerks that may 
be appointed in each. But it is prohibitory 
in that it forbids bad practices that have 
long been in vogue, and it is punitive in 
that it visits upon any party that persists 
in pursuing those practices the penalty of 
disappointment. Because it takes the un- 
earned bread, or cake, out of a good many 
noisy mouths, because it bars the Treasury 
to “the lean and hungry shotes that have 
been pulling and hauling for achance atthe 
public crib before the corn is all gone,’”’ be- 
cause it stops the payment of private or 
partisan debts with the money of the tax- 
payers, bécause it forbids the use by the 
party in power of tens of thousands of 
minor places with which to bribe party 
workers, often to do corrupt things, it nec- 
essarily arouses intensé opposition among a 
very large, active, clamorous, and in some 
ways influential class. It is, for this rea- 
son, dependent on the support of a sensible, 
honest public opinion, and anything that 
helps honest and sensible men to get at the 
facts, to understand them, and their bear- 
ing not only on the law, but on the princi- 
ple that underlies the law, and applies to 
nearly all Government employment, is a 
good thing. 

The committee, to which we referred yes- 
terday, that has been appointed by the 
National Civil Service Reform League is 
intended to do just this, and will do it with 
care and industry and vigor and fairness. 
The committee, like the league, is not in 
any sense, and cannot be, a partisan body. 
It is composed of three Republicans and two 
independents, of a majority who voted for 
Mr. HARRISON largely, we believe, if not 
wholly, because they thought that Mr. 
CLEVELAND had not-done so much for the 
reform as he ought to have done, and be- 
cause they thought that Mr. HARRISON and 
te Republicaa Party could and would do 
more and better. Whether the latter opin- 
ion be justified or not by the facts 29 a ques 
tion that it will be a good deal easier to 
decide when the committee has got at the 
facts than it is now, but it would be very 
unjust to the committee to infer that their 
sole, or even their chief, purpose is to sup- 
ply the means of answering that question 
one way or the other. Their purpose 
is much higher and broader than that. 
It is to find out as fully and fairly as can 
be done just how the reform law works, 
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tration of the service outside the law is con- 
ducted, whether its conduct be good or the 
reverse. Of course the committee believes 
profoundly in the soundness of the prin- 
ciple of.the civil service law, and that that 
principle would bring forth much good if it 
were extended, in the words of the Repub- 
» lican national platform, “to every branch 
of the service to which it 1s applicable.” 
But, like all intelligent men familiar with 
public affairs and of practical common 
sense, they know that any system, how- 
ever perfect in principle, may be made bet- 
ter in its methods by the study of its actual 
working. 

But the methods of the reform system 
have been tested enough to show that they 
are in the main very well adapted to their 
end. The chief work of the committee will 
be toinquire how well these methods are 
really applied within the classified service, 
that is, to the places that come under the 
rules, and how far the spirit and purpese of 
the reform are observed outside the classi- 
fied service, and to set forth the results of 
its inquiry with such’ clearness and full- 
ness, such definite information as to specific 
cases, and with such plain explanation of 
the way in which the right principle has 
been followed or evaded or violated, that 
public opinion can be fairly made up, both 
as to what has been done and what ought 
to be done. The committee willfeel under 
no need to bring in a verdict of un- 
qualified approval or condemnation of 
the Administration, and enough is 
already known to make it certain that 
it will do neither. It will simply try to 
get the truth as fully and plainly as it 
can, and it will be very careful to sift every 
case involving seeming error or fault, and 
to seek from those exposed to criticism 
their own version of such cases, It will act 
on the conviction, which no intelligent 
friend of the reform can fail to feel, that 
the cause of reform is as well served by 
showing all that is done to sustain and ad- 
vance it as by exposing what is done to 
check or “‘ beat’’ it, At present there are no 
sufficient means of getting at the facts. 
They are got at more or less in one way or 
another by news gatherers, who bring 
trained skill and energy, but not always 
perfect fairness, to the work: by official re- 
ports, formal or occasional, which are val- 
uable but not complete; by Congressional 
inquiries, which are also valuable, but are 
apt to be partisan. The committee can, and 
we are sure that it will, do a most excellent 
work, for which all fair-minded men will 
be grateful. 











OUR STREET CLEANING. 


When Commissioner COLEMAN submitted 
to the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment his estimates of the cost of street 
cleaning for next year he was subjected to 
a rather sharp attack for the present con- 
dition of the streets, which, it must be ad- 
mitted, are far from clean, and by way of 
encouragement he had his estimates cut 
down by nearly a quarter of a million dol- 
lars. There was nothing particularly intel- 
ligent in this way of dealing with the 
subject, as it did not appear that Mr. CoLE- 
MAN’S failure to keep the streets clean was 
due to having too much money to spend in 
the attempt. Neither was it made apparent 
that the amount of the appropriation had 
anything to do with it, or that the trouble 
was due to neglect or inefficiency on the 
part of the Commissioner. In fact, nobody 
appeared to know exactly what the matter 
was, but all were surethe streets were dirty 
and apparently disposed to think that Mr. 
COLEMAN was somehow to blame. The 
occasion was arather inauspicious one for 
the Commissioner’s appearance before the 
board, fora snowstorm in New-York 1s in- 
variably followed by a distressing muddi- 
ness of the pavements, which no human 
power seems to be able to prevent. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment is hardly the body to inquire very 
closely into this-‘matter, but the people of 
the city ought to have some means of know- 
ing why it is that they cannot have toler- 
ably clean streets when considerably over a 
million dollars of their money is spent 
every year by a department devoted ex- 
clusively to that object. As in 80 many 
other branches of our public service it may 
be the “system” that is at fault, the ‘“ sys- 
tem” being usually a convenient term for a 
complete lack of system. When the present 
Tammany administration came into power 
last Winter it speedily showed a disposition 
to have the contracts by which a large part 
of the street sweeping was done discon- 
tinued, and in May, when the existing con- 
tracts expired, Mr. CoLEMAN yielded to the 
demand. Not being a Tammany man him- 
self, he probably thought it would not be 
safe to resist. There is scarcely a doubt 
that the work is done less effectively by the 
department itself, and it is absolutely cer- 
tain that it costs more to do it in that 
way. A contractor is subject to cer- 
tain definite penalties, and, moreover, he 
may hire his labor on terms to suit his 
needs. He can pay his men the current 
rate of wages for the kind of work he has to 
do, he can employ them as many hours as 
they are willing to work, and he can in- 
crease or reduce his force according to the 
demands of his business. But a Commis- 
sioner with the Tammany power over his 
head, and not at all friendly to him, can- 
not so readily adapt his agencies to his 
work. He is compelled to employ his men 
only eight hours a day, and to pay them at 
a certain rate per hour, and he cannot pick 
and choose to suit himself. He must have 
regard for political “influence,” and can- 
not hire and discharge men according to 
the requirements of the season or the 
weather. We have no doubt that this 
Tammany method of doing public work, 
which Mr. GCOLEMAN has felt obliged to 
alopt, accounts for @ good. dea, of the press 
cat Missetiefactton witl: the conditfon of 
the streets. 


Much of the trouble is also due to the 
Commissioner’s lack of authority to en- 
force ordinances in regard to clearing side- 
walks and other matters, and the failure 
of the Police and Health Boards to en- 
ercise their authority where he is depend- 
ent upon them for support and assistance. 
The division of functions which relate to 
keeping the streets in a proper condition 
and the lack of co-operation is a serious 
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pavements and the constant digging up 
of streets have much to do with cleanli- 
ness, and over these the Department of 
Street Cleaning has no control. We are 
not sure that Commisstoner COLEMAN does 
the best that can be done under the con- 
ditions to which he is subject, but we 
are sure that the conditions are very un- 
favorable, and it is not at all clear where- 
in or how far he is at fanlt. One of

‘the heavy items of expense'in his depart- 


ments is incurred to maintain the greatest 
of all the absurdities in our system of street 


‘cleaning and-disposing of sweepings, ashes, 


and garbage. The great bulk of this ma- 
terlal is loaded upon scows and towed miles 
out to sea to be dumped into the water, 
where it may help to fill up channels and 
create nuisances along the shore. If prop- 
erly separated and intelligently dealt with, 
all this refuse material might be turned to 
useful avcount in various ways, so as to pay 
a large part of the cost of gathering and 
carrying it away. We have no doubt that 
an able and energetic contractor, who was 
at liberty to adopt his own methods and 
control his own business within really 
proper restrictions, could keep the streets of 
New-York clean for a million dollars a year 
and make money out of it. A thoroughly 
capable public officer, with a proper sys- 
tem, could accomplish the same result at 
the same cost, but the result will never be 
attained through a department without an 
intelligent system, without adequate au- 
thority or support, and with the rot of local 
politics sapping all its energies. 
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THE; NEW ATCHISON SCHEME. 

The financial reorganization of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad Com- 
pany has been remarkably successful, and 
the announcement that interest will be paid 
at New Year’s on the new general mortgage 
bonds appeared to set the seal upon the tri- 
umph of the bankers who planned and ex- 
ecuted that great scheme. But a movement 
is on foot to prolong the control of the re- 
organizing bankers, and an advertisement 
of Messrs. KippER, PEABODY & CoO. an- 
nounces that they are prepared to assume 
the managementof the property for the next 
ten years, and invites stockholders to deposit 
their Atchisen shares for that length of time 
in a trust, receiving beneficiary certificates 
in exchange. One may well look closely 
into an act of gratitude when organized on 
such a scale. To tie up the voting power of 
a company operating seven thousand miles 
of railroad for so long a period is a proposi- 
tion so far beyond anything in American 
railroad exparience that it should certainly 
be looked at on every side before it is ac- 
cepted. 








The reorganization, now virtually com- 
pleted, isan achievement without parallel 
in American railroad history. The accept- 
ance, by a decisive majority of owners of 
every one of the thirty-six classes of bonds 
aftected, of the proportions of general mort- 
gage bonds and income bonds allotted in the 
famous circular No. 63 is a singular proof 
of the practical wisdom and the fairness of 
spirit shown by the great bankers who drew 
up the plan. It is conceded that the BARINGS 
and their associates did not favor unduly 
the bonds in which they themselves were 
most largely interested. And then the 
work has been done at so little expense to 
the company; we believe the only commis- 
sion charged is 1 per cent. for guaranteeing 
the $10,000,000 which the stockholders 
were asked to subscribe, and event- 
ually did subscribe. The stockholders 
may well be grateful for what has 
been done for them, and even the bond- 
holders, now that they can see the compli- 
cations they have escaped, can afford to 
congratulate themselves. The wholescheme 
was at once brilliant and secret and has 
been executed ina manner worthy of the 
conception. But does it follow that the 
financiers are the best men to manage the 
property indefinitely? And, if this is cer- 
tain, is it better to give them power for ten 
years by a single act, done voluntarily at a 
time of natural enthusiasm, than to renew 
their powers from year to year? Isit en- 
tirely clear that thisis the best thing for 
the property, which in this proposition 
seems to be regarded as quite apart from 
those who own it? These are questions to 
be considered before such unusual powers 
are conferred, and are by no means the 
only questions. 


The present price of Atchison stock as- 
sures us that changes in its ownership will 
be very many and frequent. The stock will 
be an active speculative property for many 
years to come. Is it a public advantage 
that only the beneficial interest should 
thus change hands, while the real owner- 
ship, the voting power, remains so long in 
commission? It is true that after other re- 
organizations we have seen stock tied up 
in this manner for periods not longer than 
five years, and it may be said that this is 
only a similar case. Waiving, for the mo- 
ment, the difference in length of time, we 
have to recall the fact that in previous 
cases this Trusteeship of the stock was an 
integral part of the scheme of reorganiza- 
tion. In the ease of the Atchison Company 
it is an afterthought, no doubt correctly 
represented by Messrs. KippER, PEABODY 
& Co. asan aftergrowth. ILtis to be treat- 
ed as a new and original proposition, to be 
dealt with on its merits. We admit the ex- 
cellence of the motive, and dismiss that as 
irrelevant. The only question is, Will itdo? 

It is also worth while to consider what re- 
ception this plan may expect at the hands of 
the States through which the Atchison Com- 
pany’s lines extend. Is it certain that these 
States, or Territories, will take kindly to a 
plan which may seem to them to conflict 
with, or partly to evade, State authority ? 
They have little experience of such 
schemes; how will they like a ten years’ 
experiment of this nature for a beginning? 
We have just seen in Iowa, after long con- 
tention, a peace reached between the rail- 
roads and the State, the railroads all the 
time represented, by officers elected 
by stockhdiders in regular form or 
managers duly appointed by such elected 
officers. Would the protracted dispute have 
ended in this way if the State had had to 
deal with the nominees of a bankers’ com- 
mittee appointed for a long term of years? 
It is permitted to doubtit, Andif such a 
question is doubtful as to a State like Iowa, 
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scheme would be an influence for peace in 
the communities south and west of lowa? 
And would this scheme, or would it not, 
tend to revive that spirit of hostility to 
railroads which is so easily aroused? Sup- 
‘posing, for argument’s sake, that the 
scheme is harmless, is it wise ? 

These questions are not put in a captious 
spirit. They need to be considered careful- 
‘ly by the Atchison stockholders. To-day 
the stockholders are free, and can remain 
so if they choose, and elect whom they 
please as Directors next Spring. They 
know the theory of the law, that the own- 
ers are to act as owners and elect their 
managers. They owe it to the country, no 
less than to themselves, to give good rea- 
sons if they decide to tie their own hands 
and the hands of successive owners for 
long years to.come. Perhaps they can fur- 
nish reasons satisfactory, but the forms 
and substance of freedom, even in the 
matter of railroad stocks, are:not to be sur- 
rendered in this country without a- clear 
understanding of what is accepted in place 
of them. 








THE RETURN OF DUDLEY. 


The recent visit of WILLIAM W. DupDLEY 
to his former home in Indianapolis was 
marked by some interesting incidents and 
has drawn a remarkable opinion from a 
person appointed by President HarRRIsoN 
and employed by the Federal Government 
to prosecute those who break the laws. 
There had been filed with United States 
Commissioner VAN BUREN in that city an 
affidavit charging that DupLEY had vio- 
lated the election laws. No warrant was 
issued upon this affidavit. The United 
States District Attorney is Smriey N. 
CHAMBERS, and the failure to issue the war- 
rant aud arrest DUDLEY was explained by 
him as follows: 

“T told him [VAN BUREN] not to issue a war- 
rant upon the affidavit, and that if he aid so I 
would appear before him in the morning and 
dismiss the prosecution.” 

On the morning after his arrival DUDLEY 
went to the rooms where his friend Judge 





Woops was holding court. But first he 
called at the office of the United States 
Marshal and induced that officer to ac- 
company him. The Indianapolis Sentinel 
of the next day described his visit to the 
court as follows: . 

‘‘Hard as itis to believe, business was sus- 
pended then and there, and the hand of fellow- 
ship was extended. The Overturf counterfeit- 
ing Case was on trial at the time, but the wit- 
nesses were interrupted. Judge Woops de- 
scended from the bench and CHAMBERS and 
others rushed forward to greet the royal visitor. 
DUDLEY’S manifestation of friendliness was in 
return extremely cordial.” 

This was Judge Woops of the United 
States District Court, whose opinion as to: 
the meaning of the law concerning the 
bribing of voters suffered so curious a 
change after his first.charge to the Grand 
Jury on that subject a little more than a 
year ago. 

Upon DuDLEY’s arrival in the city the 
Sentinel repubiished a fac simile of the 
‘* blocks-of-five” letter and offered DuDLEY 
$1,000 if he would swear that he did not 
write it. In astatement published on the 
13th inst, by the Indianapolis Journal, the 
paper of Mr. JOHN C. NEw, now Consul 
General at London, and the home organ of 
President HARRISON, United States District 
Attorney CHAMBERS gave to the public the 
following opinion as to that memorable 
letter: 

‘IT wish also to state that I have read the let- 
ters printed in the press purporting to be writ- 
ten by the Colonel, [DUDLEY,] and, in my opin- 
ion, unattended by any extraneous evidence, 
they do not advise bribery, as appertaining to 
the election of 1888. The letters, construed in 
the light of the knowledge that we all possess 
of how elections in Indiana are conducted by 
both parties, have pothing in them ofa‘criminal 
character, but upon the other hand, when so 
construed, are honorable, and indicate simply a 
patriolic interest in the elections.” 

The letter that District Attorney CHam- 
BERS had in mind, “ purporting to be writ- 
ten by the Colonel’ when Treasurer of the 
Republican National Executive Committee, 
contained the following passages: 

‘‘ Your committee will certainly receive from 
Chairman HusTON the assistance necessary to 
hold our floaters and doubtful voters and gain 
enough of the other kind to give HARRISON and 
MorTON 10,000 plurality.” 

* Divide the floaters into blooks of five and 
put a trusted man with necessary funds in 
charge of these five, and make him responsible 
that none get away and that all vote our 
ticket.” 

“ There will be no doubt of your receiving the 
necessary assistance through the National, 
State, and County Committees—only see that 
it is husvanded and made to produce results.” 

These passages, says District Attorney 
CHAMBERS, “are honorable, and indicate 
simply a patriotic interest in the elections.” 
This man was selected by President Har- 
RISON himself, who knew him, to be prose- 
cutor for the people in the Federal courts 
at the President’s home. In appointing 
him Mr. HARRISON followed his rule of 
“pleasing himself.” Does he now find 
additional pleasure in contemplating this 
officer’s opinions ? We direct his attention 
to the fact that not even Judge Woops 
feels that he can afford to seem by silence 
to be committed to a support of CHAMBERS’S 
remarkable opinion, for it is reported that 
the Judge has sought to explain to the 
public through the medium of a friend that 
CHAMBERS’s course is regarded by him as 
ill-advised and unbecoming. 








THE BATTLE OF THE ’PATHIES. 

The strictest sect of the followers of 
HAHNEMANN contained the persons who 
were the most shocked and grieved a few 
years ago by the action of the ‘“‘old 
school” of physicians. The action was, in- 
deed, very shocking, since it went the 
length ef laying down, as a point of what 
was humorously described as professional 
ethics, that a patient who had once called 
in a homeopathic or otherwise irregular 
practitioner could not have the advice of a 
regular practitioner, though the patient 
and the “ quack” both desired it, until he 
had dismissed the ‘‘quack,” but must die in 
his sins. 

These same homeopathists of the strict- 
est sect are now engaged, however, in 
putting up the bars on their own ac- 
count. They are not quite so inhuman 
as their orthodox rivals, but they are 
quite as ridiculous, They maintain that 
the Ward’s Island Homeopathic Hospital 
is not conducted upon traly and exclu- 
sively hotheopathic principles, and they 








himself a homeopath who does not-confine 
himself to the remedies prescribed by’ 
HAHNEMANN, or to other remedies that vin- 
dicate the homeopathic principle by pro-' 
ducing in healthy subjects the symptems. 
that, when sufficiently attenuated, they’ re-: 
move in patients. Neither a dose of qui-: 
nine nora hypodermic injection of morphine. 
fulfills this requirement. A physician who 
basely cures a fever by resorting to the 
one, or perfidiously relieves the pain of a./ 
sufferer by administering the other, is no 
true homeopathist, and has no place in a 
homeopathic hospital. 

This seems to be the contention of the 
homeopathists, as represented by their 
County Medical Society. To adult laymen 
of the male sex it must seem rather silly. 
That one does not know the rationale of, 
the operation of a drug does not appear to 
be any reason why he should not use it 
when the question is of removing disease 
or allaying pain, provided he does know 
thatit will produce the desired result. A 
man who knows this and yet hesitates to 
use it in a case to-which itis applicable be- 
cause he cannot make the use of it square 
with a theory he has adopted. about the 
relation of symptoms and remedies is 
not a harmless pedant, but a pedant who 
carries his pedantry to the point of brutal- 
ity. It is not to be supposed that any 


homeopathic physician would administer 


other than homeopathic remedies, if he 
knew of homeopathic remedies that his 
experience led him to believe would equally 
fit the case. To subject him to, censure or 
discipline because he gives the most:effica- 
cious remedy he knows, though he is not 
able to explain. its efficacy on homeopathic 
grounds, is to exalt the teachings of 
HAHNEMANN beyond those of common 
sense, nature, and humanity. Really, in 
what,do these purists differ for the better 
from the purists they denounce for being 
willing to let a patient die who has not 
been able during his illmess to detect the 
fallacy of homeopathy and to discharge 
the fallacious homeopathist ? 

As everybody knows, the most eminent 
and successful of the homeopathic physi- 
cians are not deterred by these scruples 
from doing the best they can for their pa- 
tients. A physician who does not learn in 
his practice that there are more things 
than were dreamed of in the philosophy of 
HAHNEMANN which he acquired before his 
graduation is not likely to be a very useful 
practitioner of the art of healing. The fur- 
ther away he isfrom his studies, the more 
he fs inclined to think that a cemplete.and 
infallible theory of medicine has not yet 
been devised, and the more he is persuaded 
that certain drugs will effect certain desir- 
able results. Lf he bea conscientious and 
sensible person he will administer these 
drugs, even though he should be afraid by 
so opprobrious an epithet as “‘ eclectic,” and 
his patients will have reason to be grate- 
ful to him for not letting them suffer and 
die as a matter either of professional ethics 
or of ‘“‘ homeopathic. principles.” 








If an agent of the Holy Order of Knights 
of Labor can fairly clear himself of the 
charge of conniving at or assisting in the 
importation of foreign labor in violation of 
the statute, we should say that he would be 
very glad to. perform this little act of legal 
ablution in public, but Mr. CAMPBELL, an 
agent as aforesaid, does not share this 
view. When he appeared before the Secre- 
retary of the Treasury yesterday to meet 
the charge in the Jeannette glassblowers’ 
case he promptly showed his confidence in 
his own defense by asking that reporters 
be excluded, and Mr. WinpoM good-nat- 
uredly and weakly yielded to the request. 
Whether CAMPBELL be culpable or not 
is a matter of profound indifference to 
most’ newspaper readers, but those who do 
care about the matter will hardly believe 
CAMPBELL’s story if he be afraid to teli it 
openly. He acted, by the way, under the 
advice of LITCHMAN, the “ Knight” who 
sold himself to QUAY in the last Presiden- 
tial canvass and is now enjoying himself in 
a Treasury office.

New Park during New Year’s week, or 
as soon as possible after the  ar- 
rival of the company, which sails from 


Liverpool to-morrow. Mr. Dunlevy was glad to 
learn that A. M. Palmer was to act as the 
American agent of the company, for he pre- 
ferred dealing with a man of Mr. Palmer’s ex, 
perience todoing business with men usually 
selected by foreign companies. Mr. Dunlevy 
said further: 

“There is no conflict in agreement possible, 
for I saw Mr. Palmer this morning and he de- 
nied absolutely having said that the opera 


would not first be produced at the Park I do 
bot believe Mr. Palmer or any other man woula 
make statements so absurdly incorrect. Last 
Saturday evening Mr. Palmer offered to buy 


the contract we have with D’Oyly Carte 
for the first production of the opera 
in America. We put a prohibitive price 


on the contract, and in turn offered to lease 
Mr. Palmer’s theatre, which was refused. Until 
this morning Mr. Palmer had never seen either 
the centract, a copy, or a digestof it. This 
morning he was furnished a copy by Lawyer 
Alexander P. Browne of Boston, who is the at- 
torney of D’Oyly Carte in this country, and 
drew up the contract held by the owners of the 
Park ‘Theatre. 

“The contract stipulates that Mr. D’Oyly 
Carte, a8 the sole authorized and acoredited 
agent of W. 8, Gilbert and Sir Arthur Snilivan, 
covenants and agrees ‘ that ueither prior to nor 
during the continuation of this engagement, 
which begins Dec. 30, 1889, and ends Feb, 
22, 1890, will he produce of authorize or con- 
sent to the production of this opera 
in the city of New-York.’ On their side, the 
Park people agreed that no rehearsals or per- 
formances of any stage play other than that 
produced by the Gilvert and Sullivan Opera 
Company should take place at tueir theatre 
during this engagement. No Ciashbing ia pogsi- 
ble under such a contract, and, turthermore, 
Mr. Carte has had his money up for over three 
weeks, and the scene painters have been at 
work here for that time. 

“I want to refute most emphatically the as- 
sertion in t0-day’s papers that ‘since Mr. Carte 
is bound to pay the rental guaranteed, so long 
as the money is produced, it really makes very 
little difference what attraction he places in the 
New Park Theatre.’ Mr. Palmer will prebabiy 
take the opera to his theatre after our contract 
expires Feb. 22, 1890.” 

Mr. Palmer had left the Madison-Square Thea 
tre when a TIMES.reporter called last night.

PAN- AMERIOANS HAVE A 
JOLLY TIME OF IT. 
tHEY PARTAKE OF MANY’ COLLATIONS 
AND LISTEN TO MANY SPEECHES 
AT THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Never perhaps in his somewhat extensive 
career has his royal old majesty the sun been 
B50 enthusiastically received after a long and 
dreary absence as he was yesterday morning 
by the members of the Pan-American Con- 
ference now being shown the wonders of North 
America’s greatest city. Old Sol came back 
beaming and radiant, shedding warm rays upon 
the town that must have reminded the city’s 
guests of the rollicking old solar gentleman 
they know s0 well at home. 

After the dismal days of rain and fog they 
have seen since they came to New-York the 
delegates seemed to be inspired with the sun- 
ehine to greater sightseeing efforts and to be in- 
fused with an enthusiasm for the city which 
had been sadly lacking before. They all were 
up early, and even before the carriages came to 
take them off on their day’s round many of them 
had taken 2 matutinal promenade up and down 
Broadway. The street cleaners hau been hard 
at work on the particular part of the town, and 
the sidewalks and the streets in-:the neighbor- 
hood of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel bore a strangely 
ciean appearauce 

Secretary of State Biaine did not participate 
in any of yesterday’s festivities. Early in the 
‘morning he received dispatches from President 
Harrison oalling him to Washington, and he 
left for that city on the 10 o’clock express. It 
was said generally that the urgent business 
about which Mr. Blaine was called away s0 
suddenly was connected with matters relating 
to Brazil, letters from that new republic having 
been received by the United States Govern- 
ment. Mrs. Blaine and the Misses Blaine re- 
mained in New-York. Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
accompanied the party on all of yesterday's 
excursions, 

A little after 10 o’clock the greater portion of 
the delegates, unaccompanied, however, by the 
ladies of the party, left the hotel for’a drive 
across the Brooklyn Bridge. The air was 50 de- 
ligbttul, the day so balmy, that the tops of the

The gentlemen were 
escorted by a section of mounted police, who 
rode atthe head of the long procession and 
nade it possible to proceed through the crowdea 
Streets at a pretty rapid pace. They drove down 
Broadway and across the bridge. 

Anhalt was calied in the centre of that mag- 
nificent structure, whence the Spanish-Ameri- 
‘Cac gentlemen got such a splendid view of 
the harbor and of the city itself as they never 
had before. The atmospheric conditions were 
bm Tight and the view aiforded them was huge- 

y enjoyed. 

From this drive the party was taken direct to 
the Pine-street entrance to the Equitable Build- 
ing, and were there received by Mr. James W. 
Alexander, First Vice President of the Equita- 
ble Life Assurance Society, who in the absence 
of President Hyde, who is in Chicago, ex- 
tended the hospitality of the society to its dis- 
tinguished guests. An inspection of the build- 
ing itself was first made, the Lawyers’ Club was 
visited, and then they were taken to the Direct- 
ors’ room on the gallery floor, where an elab- 
orate breakfast was served. Considering the 
‘fact that the delegates had breakfasted at their 
hotel not two hours previously, they acquitted 
themselves marvelously well at this entertain- 
ment. Covers were laid for ninety-four per- 
sons. Mayor Grant and Chauncey M. Depew 
had been expected to be present, but pressing: 
engagements prevented both from coming. 

The breakfast and its auxiliaries having been 
disposed of, Mr. Alexander made an address in 
which he explained at great length the growth 
ot his society, its aims, and its objects. He 
‘mace another one of the many little digs which 
\have recently been poked into the rhiuoceristic 
‘side of the beloved Mr. Wanamaker when he 
‘said that he made this explanation with a view 
of simply enlightening his guests as toone of 
America’s large corporations—not with any ad- 
Vertising purpose in view. The health of the 
conference was drunk standing, and Sefior 
Matias Romero responded briefly on behalf of 
‘bis colleagues. Dr. Jacinto Castellanos of Sal- 
vador also made a brief speech, talking in Span- 
isn and confining bimeself principally to a 
éuloxy of the American Bar. Dr. Castellanos 
is a lawyer of renown in his own country. 

The Lawyers’ Club was again visited, the 
guests remaining theré, however, only for afew 
Minutes, and then tbey all went down in the 
elevators to the Pine-street entrance and, form- 
ingin line two by two, marched through the 
crowded streets to the Stock Exchange. A 

latoon of policemen headed by Inspector Will- 
ams led the way. There was an awful crowd 

in the narrow street, and it pressed so closely 
on the marching delegation that some of those 
who brought up the rear of the procession got 
cut off from the line and lost their way. They 
were atterward hunted up ana joined their 
friends at the Stock Exchange. 

In the Governor’s Koom of that institution, 
the visitors were welcomed by the youthful 
‘President of the Exchange, Mr. William Ball, 
and members of the Governing Committee. Mr. 
‘Bull said just afew words of cordial welcome 
and Sefior Aragon responded, also briefly. The 
whole party then went out on the visitors’ gal- 
lery, and as they made their appearance there 
the brokers on the floor gave them a rousing 
three cheers and a tiger. The delegates ac- 
knowledged their appreciation of the compil- 
ment by raising their hats and:bowing, but 
Mr. Hughes of the Escorting Committee com- 
manded silence by waving wildly his arms and 
then cried out: 

‘*‘Pan-Americans, give three cheers for the 
members of the New-York Stock Exchange.” 

Instantly there arose acry from the visitors 
in the gallery that must have convinced their 
hosts that in the capacity of lung power the 
South was not behind the North. Inspector 
Williams came upon the gallery, resplendent in 
bis handsomest uniform, and ali the delegates 
Were presented to Dim as ‘‘New-York’s great 
policeman.” They shook hands cordially with 
the stalwart officer, and one of them bespoke 
his kind offices if the hospitality of the city 
shouid ever “get him into trouble.” 

From the Stock Exchange the delegates, still 
eaded by the policemen and surrounded by a 
arger crowd than had witnessed their exit 
rom the Equitable Building, marched to the 
Jhamber of Commerce in the Mutual Life In- 
Burance Building on Nassau-street, where the 
real exercises of theday were held. The dele- 
gation was a litile ahead of schedule time and 
none of the Chamber’s Reception Committee 
were there to welcome them. But Mr. Bliss, 
Chairman of the City’s Reception Committee, 
pid the honors in his own graceful way, and 

alf an hour or so was pleasantly spent by the 
delegates in viewing the appointments of the 
greatroom andin scrutinizing the portraits of 
the Chamber’s distinguished members hung 
about the walls. 

Gen. W. 7. Sherman came in at about this 
time, and he was greeted with a rousing cheer. 
All the delegates stood up and waved their bats 

;and handkerchiefs and cheered lustily for the 
, binff old veteran of the civil war. The General 
| was much affected by the reception given bim, 
_and as he was presented to each one of the vis- 
‘itors by Mr. Bliss, he said some littie word of 
‘appreciation to each of them. 

At 3 o’clock President Charles S, Smith of the 
Chamber of Commerce, accompanied by half a 
dozen other members, came in ang greeted their 
guests. An informal reception was held then, 
and afterward Mr. Smith, seated at the desk 
between Gen. Shermanand Seiior Zegarra, called 
the meeting toorder. He made his formal ad- 
dress of welcome in the following words: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE INTERNATIONAL AMERICAN 
CONGREss: I have the honor, in the name of the 
Ohamover of Commerce of the State of New-York 
and of the merchants of this city, to welcome you 
to this Chamber with a heartfelt cordiality which 
my poor words failto express. I am sorry that I 
cannot address you in your own soft tongue. 

We who have been privileged to live in this latter 
haif of the nineteenth centary have witnessed some

We have segn the 
ewancipation of the siave in the United 
@tates and Brazil and the abolition of sert-

}Rome. France has for the third time, and, I be- 
lieve, permanently, joined the sisterhood of repnb- 
‘lics, which now dominate the Western Hemisphere. 
Japau has discarded at one bound her feudal in- 
stitutions aud established a Government modeled 
| efter thatof England, and the peaceful change of 
| Government in Brazil has excited the wonder and 
aimiration of the world. She has glided into the 
waters of republicanism easily and naturally. 

#I havo, gentlemen, the profound conviction that 
the meeting of the International American Con- 
gress will initiate a movement*in the political and 
commercial welfare of the Western world which 
will take rank among the important events to whion 
Z have referred. Certainly, if the great countries 
which you represent aud the United States desire 

n intimate political aad commercial union, of which 
Four congress is the prophecy and the promise, 

hen time, patience, avd mutaal concessions are 
pnly required to secure this great result. ‘The con- 
plusions of your distinguished body wili, no doubt, 
how the way which our merchants and yours will 
6 glad to take. 

In the opinion of this Chamber we need frequent 
and rapid means of communication between North 
and south America, [applause,) and we believe 
that our respective Governments should give lib- 
eral support’€o all eound enterprises which tend to 
this result. 

Systems of credit, witk proper banking facilities, 
will naturally foliow the lead of the railroad and 
steamship. Iflawsin either countnes embgrrass 
the free movements of trade they should be modi- 

ed as experience may dictate. If your and our 
awmakers do their part the merchants of our re- 

apective countries will do the rest. 

Mr. Smith’s address was received with great 
applause, and that gentleman then introduced 
Sefior Aragon, ‘the only one of the delegates 
who is a merchant.” Setor Aragon advanced 
to the front of the President’s desk, bowed low 
to that gentleman, and bowed low again with a 
sweeping bow, taking in the whole assemblage, 
which now consisted of over 200 people grouped 
about the room.

Vigorous applause rewarded Sefior Aragon 
for his effort, and, bowing again with the same 
courtiiness, tirst to “ | President’ and then 
to the audience, he sat down. Mr. Smith next 
introduced Gen. Sherman, who, he said, would 
tell about his famous “march to the sea.” It 
was some moments before the grizzled old war- 
rior could begin, so loud and so continued was 
the applause which greoted him as he rose in 
his place, Then he made this somewhat re- 
markable speech: 

MR. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN: All of you, of 
all nationalities and of all classes who are within 
the sound of my voice, welcome. (Cheers.] It was 
not fair for the President to cal] upon me, a blunt 
ola soldier, to respona to anything like asentiment. 

@ must have known that I was glad to meet my 
old Spanish friends here,many of whom I have 
met in their own countries and abroad—friends 
none the less welcome to-day in the presence of the 
merchants of New-York, in this the hall where they 
most do congregate. 

Gentlemen, you have heard the welcome of the 
President of the Chamber of Commerce. Merchants 
mean what they say, and they generally go direct 
to the purpose, and as he has selected a single 
event in m somewhat checkered career, the 
“march to the sea,” I may say that it was simply 
one of the many expedietts resorted to by a soldier 
to acoomplish what we all wanted—the ‘Union and 
preservation of the Government of the United 
States, [Great applause. ] 

We have not only a written Constitution, my 
foreign friends, but we have many traditions. One 
is—no entangling alliances. I doubt very much 
whether in your council in Washington you will 
form anything like a treaty; but we welcome your 
coming here to New-York, traveling through our 
Middie and Northern States, and I hope you will go 
every where—California, Arizona, where you will 
hear your own language spoken; to the farthest 
north, Puget’s Sound—that used to be Spanish ter- 
Titory, too, now a flourishing and beautiful State in 
this Union of forty-two States, all pulling together, 
all your friends, all anxious that you should follow 
their good example. 

ut no force, no persuasion. There we_ stand. 
If yuu find anything to imitate, imitate it. If you 
find anything that is not attractive, let it go by;

I remember that old Emperor when he sat upon 
the stand in Philadelphia in 1876, when Evarts was 
making that eloquent address, a hundred years 
after the Declaration of Independence. The orig- 
inal document was read by a Mr. Harrison—a de- 
scendant of the Harrison who had signed it, ana, I 
think, a relative of our President. He was reading 
it in the presence of 40,000 people, and [ saw the 
old Emperor, Dom Pedro, with a paper before hin. 
On looking over his shoulder I saw it was the fac 
simile of the very paper from which Mr. Harrison 
read. I said to him, “ bh 9 Majesty, what so inter- 
ests you, may I inquire?” Said he: *‘Gen. Sherman, 
that is a copy of that paper, a fac simile Irom date 
to signatures, and I am availing myself of this op- 
portunity to seo it and hear it and compare my copy 
with the original. My father fave me that paper 
and told me to study it and heed its counseis.’’ 
(Cheers. ] 

Now, my friends, study our Government, study 
our people, study our manufactures and our mer- 
cantile affairs here, there, everywhere, and if you 
find anything worthy of imitation, aa I said before, 
woe it. Otherwise, adopt yourown. Itmay be

The United States, as a people, seek not to med- 
dle with others. We seek no more territories. 
We have all we want. We say godspeed to 
Mexico, our nearest neighbor on the south, and 
to Canada, on the north, we say, Work out 
your own solution, for it is @ social problem 
after all, [Laughter and cheers.) We have forty- 
two States, besiaes Territories. That’s about as 
many as should be united under one system of gov- 
ernment.

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PROHIBITIONISTS AT WORK. 


ACTIVITY IN ARKANSAS—A NEW LAW 
IN NORTH DAKOTA. 


LitrLte Rock, Ark., Dec. 19.—The Prohibi- 
tionists are making unusual efforts in this State 
just now. A local organization is being per- 
fected in each county, and a good deal of work 
in the way of distributingProhibition literature 
is being done. In short the leaders are making 
asystematig effort to have an effective State 
organization preparatory to entering the cam- 
paign of next year. 

The fifth annual session of the State Pro- 
hibition Alliance will meet here on Jan. 29, 
and will remainin convention three days. It 
is expected that the meeting will result in 
greatly satronathening the prohibition cause 
in the State, as all the leaders will participate, 
and will, it is understood, urge upon the dele- 
gates the importance of abandoning both the 
Democratic and Republiean Parties, and thus 
making a separate Prohibition Party, in the 
hope ot becoming a factor in State politics. 

At the last Gubernatorial el ection a Prohibi- 
tion ticket was in the field, butit w as put up 
against the advice of many leading Prohibi- 
tionists, and polled scarcely a third of the 
actual strength of the organization. Itis given 
out that the sentiment in favor of party orgayi- 
zation has been gaining ground since the elec- 
tion, and that an attempt wiil be made to get 
the united Prohibition support for a ticket 
composed of representative Prohibitionists at 
the next election for State officers. 

THH TIMES's correspondeat saw Mayor J. L. 
Palmer, Secretary of the State Alliance, to-day. 
Ho said: ‘‘ The Prohibition cause is growing in 
Arkansas more rapidly than in any other 
Southern State. The vote on the license ques- 
tion proves this fact. In the election of 1888 
the vote against license was 68,035, an increase 
of nearly 20 per cent. over that of the election 
of 1886. The vote on the Gubernatorial ticket 
did not represent any great part of the Prohibi- 
tion strength, as the propriety of naming a ticket 
Was questioned, and on it our people divided 
The time is coming, however, when the Prohibi- 
tionists will carry the State on a straight and 
square issue.’’ ; 

BISMARCK, N. D., Dec. 19.—The Prohibition 
bill was called up in the Senate yesterday after- 
noon and after a bitter fight was passed by a 


vote of 23 to 8. It was hurried to the House, 
where the amendments were concurred in and 
the bill passed. Before it could pass the Senate 
it was necessary to strike out the emergency 
clause putting it in effect May 1. It now takes 
the regular course and will go into effect July 1. 

Senator Fuller introduced a aches resolution 
for the amendment of the Constitution by strik- 
ing out all of the prohibition articles. The sup- 
porters of this resolution say the fact that the 
probibitory bill passed by so large a majority is 
not good ground for believing that the pro- 
posed amendment will have no strength. They 
say many members who believe that the prohi- 
bition article in the Constitution should be en- 
forced are in favor of submitting the proposi- 
tion for amendment, believing that tbe propo- 
sition was not fairly presented at the last 
election.

THE STATE TAX TO BE OMITTED IN 
CONNECTICUT. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Deo. 19.—The State tax, 
which has always been paid with great reluc- 
tance by Connecticut taxpayers, will hereafter 
be omitted unless an occasion demanding ex- 
traordinary revenues arises. The tax has 
amounted to about $400,000, and its abolition is 
a notable event in the financial evolution of the 
State. Its omission has been rendered possible 
through the enactment by the last Legislature 
of alaw which taxes notes and bonds 2 mills 
for the State and exempts them from town tax- 
ation. The action of the State Board of Lqual- 
ization in increasing the valuation of Con- 
necticut railroad stocks for the purposes of 


taxation has algo contributed toward the eim- 
ination of direct State taxes. The increase in 
revenue from the railroads will slightly exceed 
$100,000, including $15,000 assessed on horse 
railroads. 

The State tax has rendered it financially exne- 
dient for the various towns to enter into a com- 
petitive undervaluation of their respective 
grand lists. The towns which have been the 
most enthusiastic in keeping their assessed 
valuation down to the minimum point have 
had a decided advantage in the matter of State 
tax. Asa result, the ratioof the assessed val- 
uation to the actual valuation of taxable prop- 
erty has varied materially in different towns, 
and consequently the State tax burden has not 
been evenly distributed. The grand list under- 
valuation has naturally made the rate of local 
taxation fictitiously high in many towns. In the 
town of Waterbury the assessed valuation is 
less than 40 per cent. of the reai valuation, and 
the tax rate has reached the nominal rate of 28 
mills on thedollar. The abolition of the State 
tax will giye the towns an opportunity to re- 
adjust thelr minimized grand lists and, by rais- 
ing them, lower the nominal rate of taxation,

The rich colors wre 
indicated very eleverly, and ths engraving, 
whichis published by Klackner, forms one of 
the finest works of that kind which has ap- 
peared this Winter. 

A large quantity of pen-and-ink drawings by 
Mr. Alfred Brennan was sold at the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Art Galleries at prices ranging between $2 
and $30. Many are cartoons for St. Nicholas; 
others, squibs for Life. Mr. Brennan has great 
talents as & draughtsman with the pen, and 
often strikes a satirical note very cleverly. 
Some of his fanciful pieces are charming for 
their individuality and brilliant touch. 

Karl Gerhardt has tinished in the clay the 
statue of Gov.

SHERIDAN SHOOK’S PLAN. 





A PROJECT TO REVIVE AN 
ROAD CHARTER, 


Sheridan Shook 1s at work on a scheme to re- 
vive the old “ Gridiron” cable franchise, which 
was wiped out some years ago by the action of 
the Court of Appeals. Under the law, 5 per 
cent. of the capital stock of the old company, 
or $100,000, had been paidin when the decision 
was handed down. Itisdeclared that the flat 
of the Court of Appeals held the company re- 
sponsible for the errors of Commissioners who 
laid out the route and who were State officers, 
and that the original stockholders can properly 


ask the Legislature to give them relief inequity 
for the alleged wrong done by this decision. 

If revived, this franchise would cross Fifth- 
avenue, Lexington-avenue, Thirty-fourth- 
street, and a large number of other thorough- 
fares. Itis said, however, that the bill which 
is likely to be introduced at the next session of 
the Legislature will provide for payment to the 
city of aliberal percentage on gross receipts, 
will require the consent of at least a majority 
of abutting property owners, and will fenew 
the any of a general transfer system, every 
possible effort being made to give the plan the 
appearance of a straigatforward attempt to 
carry out a real public improvement and to 
supply needed trunsportation facilities. 

When seen by a TiMEs reporter at the Morton 
House last evening Mr. Shook talked freely of 
the enterprise as described. He laughed at the 
story of a corruption fund to push the scheme, 
but said it would be pushed. “* The fact is,” he 
remarked, ‘that the Court of Appeals’s decision 
in the case of the cable company cannot be 
reconciled with that of the same body with 
reference to the elevated road. If the Legislat- 
ure refuses to grant relief, | believe the United 
States courts will afford it The bill to revive 
the cable franchise has not yet been drawn up. 
But all that is done will be open and above- 
board, and the public will have a full opportu- 
nity toexamine and criticise the measure be- 
fore it becomes alaw. I do propose to ex- 
ert myself in favor of the cable scheme. I 
believe it is a good thing. We need greater 
transit facilities. 

‘“Fifth-avenue? Well, I suppose that will be 
exoluded from the plan. I am personally one 
of those who believe that no road should be 
built on that thoroughfare. No money nas 
been subscribed, or will be subscribed, to pat 
the bill through. The only parties interested 
are those who paid in the $100,000 on the old 
company’s capital stock.” 

E. G. Gilmore, who is interested with Mr, 
Shook in this plan, said: “ Yes, I was one of 
the stockholders in the original cable company. 
IThavekept my rights as such. No stock was 
ever issued, however. Where did the $100,000 
goto? Well, some of it was used in paying 
counsel fees and other expenses. Some of it is 
still on hand.”

MR. WELSH CORITICISED. 





FOR HIS DEFENSE OF. COMMISSION ER 
MORGAN. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Now that Mr. Herbert Welsh has given his rea- 
s0ns why he wants Gen. Morgan contirmed, will 
you permit me to present the matter in another 
light? I premiso that I have had for long a high 
regard for Mr. Welshas one who, I believed, was 
unselfishly and courageously serving the public in 
several ways, notably in the civil service and In- 
dian Bureau interests. When, therefore, he pre- 
sents a plea for Morgan, I listen with respect and 
attention. 

Let me state precisely what I understand the 
issue to be as to Morgan. Having been appointed 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, his record as an 
officer during the war naturally and properly, es- 
pecially in view of the fact of his previous compar- 
ative obscurity and the well-nigh faultless record 
of Mr. Oberly, whose place he took, became a mat- 
ter of investigation. It was found, in substance, 


thata court-martial had found him guilty of very 
serious ofternses, serious not merely trom a military 
point*of view, or according to army rules and reg- 
ulations, but serious to the point of disgrace in a 
moral and social view—such as falsehood, falsitica- 
tion ot records, and false swearing. Courts-martial 
not being infallible any more than other courts, 
every fair-minded man waited with suspended judg- 
ment aud opinion to hear Morgan’s reply. 

What did we hear from him or his friends? Proof 
of the error of the verdict or the falsity of the 
charges? Not at all, but a plentiful assurance of 
Morgan’s present good standiug and abundant as- 
sertion of the bad motives of those who revived our 
knowledge of these facts—two pertectly worthless 
and impertinent, but most ordinary, methods of de- 
fense when no better are availabie. 

What now do we hear from Mr. Welsh? Does he 
meet the charges? Does he even goon record as 
disbelieving the charges? On the contrary, though 
he starte out with a distinct promiseto “review the 
charges” made by “those who considered that 
Gen. Morgan’s war record was disgraceful,” he 
gives us, absolutely, not ope word of such review, 
and only givesus a talk whichis said to have oc- 
curred between Mr. ©. C. Paiuter and Col. Putnam 
of Chicago. This will not do, even from Mr. Welsh. 

The question then remains whether, in view of 
the still disproved charges, Morgan ought to be 
contirmed. ‘There are two possible ways for right- 
minded men to look at the matter; one, that the 
charges ought to be condemned and forgotten in 
view of Morgan’s later record; the other, that no 
man ought to be put into public ollice whose record 
is such as Morgan’s now appears tobe. If Mr. 
Weish, by judgment or by cCasuistry, adopts the 
former view, I take leave to dissent and protest. I 
take leave further to say that such an attitude, in 
my judgment, ill becomes any man who leads or 
aspires to lead the moral sentiment of the country 
as applied to public questions. 

If Morgan was twenty-four years ago guilty of 
false swearing, fraud, and falsitication of records, I 
say with deliberation that while you or I or Mr. 
Welsh might now, if we chose, trustor honor him 
in private, itis nothing less than a scandal.of the 
first grade to put him or help to keep him in public 
office. There are men enough of pure records, and 
of at least equal ability with Morgan, to stand watch 
and ward over the Indians whom Mr. Welsh is try- 
ing toeducate and civilize. I confess that Iam 
deeply indignant at such pleas a8 Mr. Welsh makes 
fora man whose record cannot be defended or 
cleared, or, at least, has not been.

--GOERS A SURPRISE, 

THE OTHER WINNERS WERE KING CRAB, 
KILKENNY, BUCKSTONE, RAINBOW, 
AND GLOSTER. 


With a clear sky overhead and the prospect 
of a pleasant day before them, several thousand 
people went over to the track of the New-Jersey 
Jockey Club yesterday afternoon for a day’s 
outing, hoping also for good sport. The track 
was muddy, however, and consequently a nam- 
ber of the horses named as probable starters 
were scratched. Bookmakers and the bettors 
wlike had a lively day of it, for the first threo 
races were won Dy the favoritos in the easiest 
possible fashion, while the last three went to 
outsiders, Gallatin at 50 to 1, Rainbowjat 5 to 
1, and Gloster at 2 to 1. 

The first race was the longest one of the day, 
the distance being a mile and a sixteenth, King 
Crab winning it as he pleased in a canter, with 
Wilfred running into second place with equal 
ease. 

In the second race, adash for two-year-old 
maidens, the Dwyers rap ftirat aud second with 
Kilkenny and Folsom, two of the lot from their 
Stable that will be sold at auction on Saturday. 
Kilkenny managed to beat his stable compan- 
ion, Folsom, a brother to Fordham, who seemed 
the better of the patr. Neither had much trouble 
in beating the rest of the lot. 

Buckstone won the third race, for which he 
Was made the favorite, witheut the least 
trouble, Bill Barnes beating Freedom by a half 
jength for the place after a hard drive. 

Starter Caldwell had alot of trouble in get- 
ting tue horses off for the fourth race at a mile, 
and he had finally to get down in the mud on 
the track and go for the unruly urchivs with 
Poio Jim’s whip. Soon after the breakaway, 
Carnot, who was the favorite in the betting, 
and Gallatin, who was the rankest kind 
of an outsider, got away from the rest 
ot the horses sand made the running 
into the stretck. Gallatin proved the bet- 
ter horse of the two and won the race 
by four lengths, thus enriching his owner by 
$400, and Cal MeCarthy by $500, these two 
ventlemen each having backed the horse with a 
ten-doliar bill at odds of 40 and 50 respectively. 
Carnot had to be ridden out to get the place 
from Letretia, while Lotion, who was about an 
equal favorite with Carnot, could do no better 
than secure fourth place. It was a bad race for 
the Dwyer party, who had backed Carpot to 
win quite a bit of money. 

After their loss on Carnot the Dwyer party 
plunged first on Meriden in the fifth race, and 
then on Cortland in the sixth. In both races 
they got a bad ‘“‘facer,” for Rainbow, the half- 
sister to the flying Dew Drop, defeated Meriden 
very handily by a couple of lengths, and 
Gloster beat Cortland with almost equal ease.

THE MARINE CONFERENCE. 





AMENDMENTS ADOPTED TO THE RULES 
OF THE ROAD. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The International 
Marine Conference to-day continued the con- 
sideration of amendments to the Rules of the 
Road. The amendments are additional ones 
that were offered after the Collocation Com- 
mittee had made its report on the rules as 
amended on the first reading. 

The first considered was one offered by Ad- 
miral Bowden-Smith of Great Britain, adding a 
new section to Article VIL, and after ameud- 
nent it was adopted as follows: 

“Small steamboats, such as are carried by sea- 
going vessels, may carry the white light at a less 
height than nine feet above the gunawale, but it 
shall be carried above the combined lantern men- 
tioned in Sub-section B.” 

The next amendment was one offered by Dr. 
Sieve-King oi Germany, providing that steam 
vessels of less than forty tons and vessels un- 
der oars or sails of lesg,than twenty tous gross 
and those fishing vessels and fishing boata re- 
ferred to in Artielo £X. shall not be ovliged to 
carry the lights prescribed for vessels not un- 
der command and vessels aground or in a fair 
way atsea. The amendment was adopted, 

Capt. Malmberg of Sweden bad proposed an 
amendment to Article VIII, qualifying the time 
at which pilot vessels shall flash or show their 
side lights when being approached by or ap- 
proaching other vessels, by inserting in the rule 
the word “near,” se that the Initial part of the 
paragraph shall read: “On the vear approach 
of or to other vessels,” &c The amendment 
was adopted. 

The couference next adopted an: amendment 
materially changing the second paragraph of 
Article VIII, relating to pilot vessels on pilot- 
age duty, sv that it reads as follows: 

“On the near approach of or to other vessels 
they shall have their side lights lighted ready for 
use, and shall flash or show them at short intervals 
to indicate the direction in which they are heading, 
bat the green light shall not be shown on the port 
side nor the red light on the starboard side. 

The following amendments were also adopted: 

To Article IX.—Providing that in the Mediter- 
ranean Sea all vessels referred to in Sub-section 
3-2 (sailing vessels of seven tons and upward) may 
use a fiare-up instead of a pyrotechnic lignt. 

‘Vo Article XI.—Kliminating the words “in a 
lantern of not less than 8 inches in diameter” in 
the provision requiring vessels under 150 feet in 
length wheu at anchor to carry a white light, and 
inserting the words *‘ of such a character.” 

An amendment offered to Article X. propased 
that a vessel which is being overtaken by an- 
other shall show from her stern to such last- 
mentioned vessel a white light or a flare-up 
light, or an occulting light. After some debate 
the amendment was defeated. 

Delegate Goodrich offered the following reso- 
lution: 

‘“‘When, in consequence of thick weather or other 
causes, two ships lind themselves so close to each 
other as te make 1t doubtful whether by the action 
of one ship alone collision can be avoided, the ship 
which by the above articles is directed to keep her 
course anf speed shall alsotake such action as will 
beat aid to avoid collision.” 

This resolution had been originally intro- 
duced by the English delegates, but opposition 
being manifested to it it was withdrawn, and 
the following regulation was adopted on the 
subject: 

“Every steam vessel that is directed by these 
rules to keep out of the way of anoticr vessel shall, 
on approaching her, if necessary, slacken her speod 
or stop or reverse.” 

This regulation, it was pointed out, in modify- 
ing the existing rules, was very much limited 
inits application, and Mr. Goodrich made an 
earnest eifort to have the resolution, which he 
now oifered again, considered by the confer- 
ence. A number of the delegates, however, 
were decidedly opposed to such action, and the 
conference refused, by an almost unanimous 
vote, to consider the proposition. 

Just before the adjournment Delegate Richard 
of France offered a resolution, which was agreed 
te, providing that all amendments to the rules 
adopted by the cenference be placed in the 
rules by the Committee on Collocation, and that 
their report on suchrules befinal. Au adjourn- 
ment Was then taken until to-morrow,

THE SPOILS IN HUDSON. 


AN EFFICIENT POSTMASTER REMOVED 
FOR POLITICAL REASONS. 


Hupson, N. Y., Dec. 19.—Among the nomina- 
tions for Postmasters sent by President Harri- 
son to the Senate for confirmation appears the 
name of Jason M. Johnson to be Postmaster of 
this city. The appointment of Mr. Johnson at 
this time, when hia predecessor has only been 
in office about two years, is additional evi- 
dence as showing that office under the present 
Administration is the reward of party zeal, and 
removals therefrom are made not for incompe- 
tency in the discharge of the duties of office, 
but because the positions are wanted by the 
Administration to satisfy the greed or ambition 
of party workers. 

Among the last official acts of President 
Cleveland was the appointment of Charles 8. 
Harvey as Postmaster of Hudson, to succeed J. 
Rider Cady, a Republican, whose term of office 
nad expired. It had heen the cuetom in this 
city for Postmasters to intrust the management 
of their office to deputies, but Harvey gave his 
personal attention to its management, and it 
was couceded by all parties that the service 
greatly improved under his contro}, The Re- 
publican workers were not satisfied with these 
good results, and as soon as President 
Harrison was seated in office a _ bolt 
was made for, the appointment by at 
least a dozen bie and little chaps, who 
thought the office was their due for the cam- 
paigu work performed by them. So matters

Many important candidates in the swim to 
suit the schemes of the politicians who had the

This Canaan politician 
doesn't want office himself, but he wants his 
brother to have one, and consequently Whis- 
pering John H. Ketchum, the silent and hard- 
working Congresgman from the district, and ex- 
Marsbal Louisa F. Payn worked to get the 
office for Johnson. They reason that his selec- 
tion will continue Republican success in the 
town of Canaan. 

‘rhe new appointee has fed upon the sweets 
of political pap and knows how good tbey are. 
He was Internal Revenue Collector for many 
years, and when he assumes the duties of his 
ottice will undoubtedly devote his whole time 
and energy—to his two drug stores, leaving 
the Post Office in the hands of a deputy. The 
only thing that can be said against Harvey is 
that he is a Democrat, and, consequently,

JUDGE O'BRIEN DECIDES THAT TIE 
BRIDGE TRUSTEKS HAVE POWER. 


Judge O’Brien of the Supreme Court yester- 
day handed down a 4Gecision granting the ap- 
plication made some time ago by the Bridges 
Trustees for permission to acquire lana on the 
northerly side of the bridge entrance on the 
New-York side. 

When the Trustees first declared their inton- 
tion of taking the land, Frank Rauh, who had 
bought along-term lease of the property ad- 
joining the land the Trustees intended to take, 
objected, and the case was sent to Mr. E. R. 
Olcott as referee to take testimony. It is upon 


the report of the referee and exhaustive briefs 
of counsel that Judge O’Brien bases his opin- 
ion. He says: 


‘*Itis made to appear that the termina! platforms 
now in use were built in 18%2 and 1883 to accom- 
modate about 7,200 passengers an hour, and were 
then thought to be suflicient. It is shown that in 
1883 and 1884 the bridge carried 8,000,000 passen- 
gers, and the facilities were found to be entirely in- 
adequate. Last year there were carried on the rail- 
road 32,000,000 passengers, and this inoressed 
traffic has rendered the New-York terminus #0 
overcrowded that there is an ever-present danger 
to life and limb. 

‘Fourteen thousand passengers cross within one 
hour every evening to Brooklyn. and according to 
the testimony of une of the witnesses the crowd 
fills not only the platforms but the appro:ches and 
stairways, and a woment's delay in the trains or a 
slight increase in travel from rain or an accident 
will accumulate a crowd which will reach beyond 
the ticket boxes and stop tie sale of tickets. More 
tracks and platforms, together with the necessary 
additional approaches and stairways, are required.” 


As to the question whether the Bridge 
Trustees have exhausted their power of eminent 
domain, the Judge says that whatis now sought 
te be dove is not for the purpose of changing a 
route or a location, but to make safe a public 
highway. He continues: 


“It would be difficult without destroying the 
purposes for which the power was originally given 
not to construe the statutes in question as ample 
evidence of an intent to give a continuing right to 
provide sueh facilities and approaches to the bridge, 
as copstructed, as will make it reasonably sate to 
the traveling publie, [ have concluded, though not 
without some hesitation, that the power exists in 
the Trustees to make this application, and that the 
acts referred to not only authorize but demand and 
require that the bridge as constructed should be 
kept and maintained in a safe condition and afforded 
adequate facilities and needed accommedations for 
protecting the lives uf the traveling pubiic.”

RUBINSTHINS JUBILEE. 





ITS CELEBRATION IN ST. PETERSBURG 
A FEW WEEKS AGO, 

On Nov. 30 the official jubilee of Rubinstein's 
fifty years’ musical career, which voineides 
with his sixtieth birthday, began to be cele- 
brated in St. Petersburg with a meeting in the 
Nobles’ Assembly Rooms, presided over by 


Duke George of Mecklenburg-Strelitz. The real 
date of Rubinstein’s birth, which he himself has 
only just discovered, is Nov. 18, 1829, but the 
custom of the family bas always been to keep it 
on the 30th. ‘The majority of the audience,’’ 
says the London /imes’s. correspondent, ** were 
ladies, a great Inany of the male sex, which is 
the mostaftected by the epidemio influenza, being 
absent through illuess, Such was the case with 
one or two Ministers'anda other well-known per- 
sons. The Grand Duke Constantin Constanti- 
noviteh, several Grand Duchesses, the Minister 
of the Interior, the members of the diplomatic 
body, and mfiny celebrities of Russian society 
were present. 

“The platform, with the celebrated musician 
in tlhe centre,: was crowded with no fewer 
than fifty-six deputations, including different 
branches of the Conservatoire and the Imperial 
Musical Society, one ot them from Tomsk, in 
Siberia; the Mayor of St. Petersburg, repre- 
sentatives of art literature, the press, the army, 
the universities, the drama, engineering, and I 
do not know how many otber societies and de- 
pariments of science and knowledge having little 
or uo professional connection with music, The 
great pianoforte manufacturers aiso put in an 
appearance aud presentea the celebrated pia- 
nist with two beautiful grand pianos, and an- 
nounced thoir intention af presenting twoinstru- 
ments each year to the most successful pupils 
of the Conservatoire. 

“At the bawk of the platform rose a gigantic 
bustof Rubinstein surrounded by musiesians 
and choristers, who pla;ed and saug specially- 
composed pieces under the direction of the 
composers Tebalkofsky and Arensky. This re- 
lieved the official stiffness and dullness of the 
ceremony.”

HARVARD TO THE FORE 


A STATBMENT HROM THE ATH- 
LEZIO COMMITTEE. © 
IN WHICH THE QUESTIONS AT ISSUE 
BETWEEN HARVARD AND PRINCE- 
TON AR“ REVIEWED. 


BosTon, Des. 19.—The Harvard Athictic Com- 
mittee yesterday sent to the Princeton Athletic 
Committee @ statement of the position of Har- 
vard in the recent football controversy. The 
evidence affesting Harvard players, sent by the 
Princeton management, is printed in full, and 
with it letters from Harvard men refuting the 
charges. Harvard’s withdrawal from the league 
is discussed and defended. After reviewing at 
length the various charges and counter-charges 
that have been made since tha opening of the 
football season by the managements of the 
rival teams as to the academic status of the 
players, the question of beneficiary aid and 
other pecuniary benefit, the committee consia- 
ers the question of the retraction which Har- 
vard was called upon to make, and her with- 


drawal from the league. In this connection the 
statement says: 


“The Harvard Football Association has not ‘pub- 
licly based its withdrawal rrom the league upon the 
charge that Princeton defeated Harvard with a 
team partly composed of paid and irregular play- 
ers,’ It has made no charges whatever against the 
=ieesen Management, whether ‘general’ or 
speci 

“The withdrawal of Harvard from the Intercol- 
legiate Footbail League was due to the fact that the 
intense competition within that league hac led to 
objectionable practices in all the colleges, which, 
as was proved ac the meetings held in New-York on 
Nov. 4 and 14, Princeton could not be brought 
to abandon by amicable agreem@nt. The 
chief of these objectionable practices are: 
First, inducing good players to enter col- 
lege, or to return to college, mainly for 
the purpose of eng#ging in intercollegiate contests; 
and, secondly, putting on teams good players who 
ars not in reality amateurs, but have received com- 
pensation for the practice of their sport. In some 
cases it has included the acceptance of money tor 

laying particular games, the acceptance of asalary 

‘or teaching athletics, and the practice of athletics 

for alivelitood. According to the invariable prac- 
tice of amateur organizations in England and 
America any one of the throe acts last named de- 
bars the person concerned from further participa- 
tion in amatear sports. 

“ Experience seemed to show that Princeton, per- 
haps because of her smaller numbers, was more 
prone to these objectionable practices than Yale or 
Harvard. Sheis certainly on record as having 
opposed the passage of the rules aimed at their sup- 

ression, which were proposed inthe convention 
Reid Nov. 4, She alone voted against them, and the 
Captain of her team is espera’ by the delegate of 
the Yale team to have said as he left the convention 
that their adoption would disquality one-half of the 
Princeton teain. 

“We are of the opinion that the action of Har- 
vard in withdrawing from the Intercollegiate Feot- 
ball league is justified. College athletics have be- 
come infected with professionalism, and there is no 
prospect of improvement under the present league. 
The apirit of recent conventions has been that of 
casting formal difficulties in the way of a proper 
agreement between oom. Weare convinced 
that the League in its present form is an obstacle 
to genuine sport. 

* We are eatirely in accord with the effort made 
by the student: of this university so to reform col. 
lege sports that they shall hereafter be played 
under rules Which will limit pariicipation in them 
to bona fide members ot the wniversity who have 
never had any pecuniary profit from their sport, 
and we heartily approve the new rules which have 
lately bren unanimously adopted by the Harvard 
Football and Baseball Agsociations, and to which 
we have given our sanction. They provide that no 
one shall be allowed to represent Harvard Universi- 
ty in any public athletic éoutest who is not a bona 
tide wember of the university taking a full yexr’s 
work, aud whois notin astrict sense an amateur, 
‘they will hereatter govern the constitution of ail 
teams in this college, wuatever may be the rales in 
other colleges. 

** These rules are the best evidence of the sinceri- 
ty of our students in their efforts for reform. With- 
in them no objection will be made by this commit- 
tee to any arrangement entered Into by the students, 
provided those arrangements avoid interference on 
the part of participants and students at large with 
that study which is the purpose and reason for 
which young Dien come to collexe. 

**We have not contented ourselves with an in- 
vestigation of the charges presented by the officers 
of the Princeton Association, but have carried our 
inquiries further. We can discover no trace of the 
payment, or offer, of money to any person to play 
upon the Harvard teams this year. Employment 
has been secured, an atiletic man, not then & mem- 
ber of any team, 8 borrowed asum of money for 
college expenses from a fellow-student. There are, 
iurther, a few cases in which the full board of 
mombers of teams has been paid during the period 
ot training. ‘his practice, however, has been 
stopped by the managers of the teams. 

* Rumors of irregularities in previous years have 
reache: us, and while we bave not been able to 
verify them, we cannot assert that Harvard has in 
the past been more free from this difficulty than 
her sister colleges. And even this year it is possi- 
ble that vague and general promises of financial aid 
or advantage have been nade by irresponsible per- 
sons, but the students and graduates, the officers of 
the athletic associations, and this committee all de- 
cidedly condemn apy such offers, by whomever 
made.”

NBHW OOMET IDENTIFIED. 


AN OLD FRIEND ON A NEW TRACK— 
BARNARD ON THE DISCOVERY. 
From the San Franctseo Chronicle. 

Motnt HAMILTON, Dec. 7.—News has been 
received at the Lick Observatory of a remark- 
able and extremely important theoretical dis- 
covery in cometary astronomy made by S.C. 
Chandler of Cambridge, an eminent mathe- 
matician and astronomer. Upon investigating 
s0Me peculiarities in the orbit off#tne comet 





discovered last July by Mr. Brooks and which | 
is still under observation, Mr. Chandler found | 


that it had made a remarkably close approach 
to the planet Jupiter in 1886, and that its path 


had then been entirely changed, the comet be- 
ing thrown into its present small ellipse, within 
& period of seven years. 

Stimulated by this to find out what the path 
of the comet was previous to 1886, he was led 
to the discovery thatit was identical with the 
famous Lexeil’s “lost comet’ of 1770. The 
comet of 1770 was found by Lexell to be re- 
volving in an orbit whose perihelion was near 
Venus and the aphelion near Jupiter, with a 
periodic time of five and a half years. The 
shortness of this period was singular, as_the 
comet had never been seen previous to 1770, 
though in that year it was visible to the naked 
eye. 

A further investigation, however, showed 
Lexell that in 1767 the comet had made a sin- 
Feta: close approach to Jupiter, af which 
time the great attraction of that planet caused 
a complete change in the comet's orbit, it being 
thrown into the small ellipse of 1770. Previ- 
ous to this approach to Jupiter in 1767 the 
comet was moving in a very largo orbit, with 
the peribelion near Jupiter and its aphelion be- 
yond the orbit of Sa:urn. In this orbit the 
colnet Was always too distawt to be seen from 
the earth. 

In 1779 the comet again passed still closer 
to Jupiter, and the attraction, of the planet, 
outweighing that of the sun by over two hun- 
dred times, kept the comet under its influence 
for a number of months and again completely 
transformed the orbit, the perihelion once 
more becoming so great that the comet could 
not be seen from the earth. 

At its appearance in 1770 this comet ap- 
proached within less than 1,500,000 miles of 
the earth, a remarkably close approach—so 
much so, indeed, that La Place calculated that 
ig the comet’s mass had bern equal to that of 
the earth it would have seriously affected the 
motion of the earth and would have length- 
ened our year by about three hours, As no 
sensible disturbance was experienced La Place 
coucluded that the mass of the comet must 
have been less than one three-thousandth part 
of the massof theearth. It was doubtless vastly 
sinaller than thaf, 

Tho comet at ita present return has attracted 
a widespread interost through the discovery at 
the Lick Observatory of the small companion 
comets that attend if in its motion through 
space. Mr. Chandler suggests that these may 
owe their existenve to the encounter with Jupi- 
ter in 1886, the unequal strain from the oppos- 
ing attractions of the planet and its satellite 
system having probably caused a disruption of 
the cometary matter sufficient to produce the 
cow panions. 

Carrying the investigation back to 1886, Mr. 
Chaudler found that the comet remained under 
the intiueace of tne planet for more than eight 
mouths, and that previous to then it was re- 
volving about the sun in twenty-seven years’ 
time in an orbit whose perihelion lay near 
Jupiter. He aiso deduced the path that the 
comet moved inabout the planet at the ap- 
puise, and found it to bea hyperbola with an 
eccentricity very slightly greater than unity, 
so that ‘the comet narrowly escaped being 
drawn into a closed orbit as a satellite ‘of 
Jupiter.” The nearest approach to the pianet 
in this path was on May 20, 1886, the distance 
being about 900,000 miles. 

At present we cannot tell what have been the 
changes and vicissitudes of this comet since 
1770, through the disturbing actions of Jupiter. 
It is now, bowever, free from the infiuenee of 
that planet until 1921, when it will again sufter 
great perturbation that may once more whisk 
it out of sight for one hundred years or more. 
It will in the meantime return under favorable 
circumstances of observation in 1896, 1903, 
1910, and 1917, 

Ivis hardly possible to estimate the impor- 
tance of the discovery of Mr. Chandler, as it 
presents to us one of the greatest physical and 
mathematical problems that astronomers have 
had to deal with.

CITIZEN OF ARKANSAS, 

From the St. Louis Republic, Dec. 18. 
A‘little tin box in the possession of a family 
in the West] End contains arare and valuable 
collection of letters aud oflicial documents not 


one of which has ever been under the eye of 
other than members of the domestic circle or a 
chosen few of their most iutimate friends, This 
sollection embraces papers bearing the signa- 
tures of Presidents Madison, Monroe, Van 
Buren, Lincoln, and Grant, and letters from 
some of them and from Clay, Webster, Cal- 
houn, Vice Presideut R. M. Johnson, and a score 
ot other distinguished persona of the past. 
It covers a correspondence, official and per- 
sonal, between the years 1825 and 1864. The 
gentleman to whom they were addressed was a 
pioneer citizen of Arkavsas, and iu his lifetime 
au member of the bar, prominent 1n social cir- 
cles, and active in politics. His last years were 
passed in St. Louis, where he was identified 
with some very important husiness movements. 
Awong the letters is this from Presideat Lin- 
coln: 





EXKCUTIVE MANSION, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18, 1882. $ 
Gen. Steele, Gov. Phelps, and ali having Military and 
Naval Authoritg under the United states within 
the State of Arkansas: 

Mr. —— goes to Arkansas seeking to have such 
of the people thereot as desire to avoid the an- 
satisfactory prospect before them, and to have peace 
again upon the old terms under the Constitution of 
the United States, to manifest such desire by elec- 
tions of members to the Congress of the Gaited 
Slates particularly, and perhaps a Legislature, 
State ofticers, and United States Senators 
friendly to their object. I shall be giad for 
you aud each of you to aid him and all others 
acting for this object as muchas possible. In all 
available ways give the people achance to express 
their wishes at these elections. Follow law and 
forms of law as far as convenient, but at all events 
cet the expression of the largest number of the peo- 
ple possible, All see how such action will connec 
with and affect the proclamation of Sept. 22.

THEIR SUSPICIONS ‘ROUSED | 


WHITNEY @ 0O/S OREDITORS 
WILL .INVESTIGATE.. 

VOSEPH 8B. WHITNEY Jonarcep' with 

MISREPRESENTING THE AFFAIRS OF 
THE FIRM—CREDITORS MEET. 


At the meeting yesterday of the creditors of 
Whitney & Co., the commission merchants of 
.73 Worth-street, who failed last week and as- 
signed for the benefit of their creditors to David 
A. Boody of Boody, McLelland & Co., bankers, 
one of the partners was talked about ina way 
that would have made his ears tingle had he been 
present. The firm was composed ot James W. and 
Jeseph B. Whitney and James A. Knapp. Mr. 
James W. Whitney has been in business many 
years and has stood very high in the estimation 
of his acquaintances, who now believe that he 
intrusted too implicitly to his son’s management 
of affairs, 

Among the creditors present or represented 
atyesterday’s meeting were Wolfenden, Shore & 
Co.,woolens, Philadelphia; Boetterling, Pertz & 
Co., ribbons, New-York; Clay & Groocock and 
Cole & Kuott, ribbons, Paterson, N. J.; the 
Eastlaxe Woolen Mills, Bridgeton, N. J.; the 
Beaver Mills, woolens, Philadelphia; Dix & 
‘Phyfe, the Central National Bank, the Im- 
porters and Traders’ Bank, the Bank of the 
Republic, and.the Mercantile National Bank of 


this city, and the Chestnut-Street Natlonal 
Bauk of Philadelphia. Mr. Hudson! Hoagland 

resided at the meeting, at which James W. 

hitney and James A. Knapp of the insolvent 
firm were present, with Gen. Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, their counsel. Joseph B. Whitney, much 
nd the disgust of some of the creditors, was not 

ere. 

The sworn statement of the firm was read by 
Assignee Boody, who, however, disclaimed re- 
eee, for the accuracy of the figures. 

hese showed nominal assets, consisting of ac- 
counts receivable of about $280,000, advances 
yon merchandise in possession of about $250,- 
‘000, stock owned by the firm to the value of 
‘$100,000, and $50,000 wortn of the bonds of the 
Adams Express Oompany, Wells, Fargo & Co., 
and the Old Dominion Steamship Company, 
amounting altogether to $686,684 56, but the 
actual value of these assets as stated by the 
firm was but $437,098 43. The ‘liabilities, 
which are-due principally to banks, brokers, 
and individuais on firm paper and acceptances, 
‘were stated at $501,647 55. 

Col. William L. Strong, who represented the 
Centrai National Bank, took the statement in 
hand and went rapidiy over the assets, with 
running commentary upon the items. He de- 
olared-his conviction that there had been an 
‘underestimate by the firm to the amount of 
| porna $50,000 in the accounts receivable, and 
‘he believed that upon careful administration of 
the assets there would be very nearly enough to 
pay all the creditors in full. 

Gen. Woodford, for the firm, expressed great 
doubt of this result. He said he thought the as- 
sets had been quoted at their extreme value. 
He suggested that the firm would probably be 
able to offer 50 cents on the dollar in cash apd 
notes for whatever more a fair eatimate by the 
creditors of the value of the assets would justify. 
He thought this would not be more than 15 or 
20 per cent. more, Making the offer, substan- 
tialiy, 65 to 70 cents on tlie dollar. 

» Then John J. Phyfe of Dix & Phyfe, brokers, 
representing creditors to the amount of $180,- 

00, broke in upon the meeting with some 
startling revelations. He said there was an ex- 
traordinary discrepancy between the sworn 
statements of the firm and the statements made 
by Joseph B. Whitney at different times during 
the year. 

“Under date of Jan. 26, 1889,” said Mr. 
Phyfe, “Joseph B. Whitney made to us this 
atatement of the condition of Whitney & Co.: 
Assets—Accounts repeivable, $195,516 82; ad- 
Vances on merchandise in band, $204,307 61; 
Adams Express Company stock, 100 sbares, 
$14,500; Wells, Fargo & Co. stock, 104 shares, 
$14,000; Old Dominion Steamship Company 
stock, 210 shares, $21,000, and cash in bank, 
‘$38,708 81, making a total of over $487,000, 
‘and against this the liabilities were but $234,- 
615 96, showing a surplus of over $252,000. 
This statement was sentin a letter dated Feb. 
7, m which they say: 

“*Aallour advances are made upon merchandise in 
hand, intrusted to us forsale, and not upon any 
mill property; neither are we interested in any 
kind of manufacturing institution, either as part- 
ners or owners of stock in any manufacturing com- 
paoy. Our sales for 1883 up to date show an in- 
crease of more than 50 per cent. over the same 
time in 1888, without additional expenses. This is 
largely due tothe increase in our ribbon depart- 
meut, which is very successful and managed by our- 
selves, and the year promises to be & very prosper- 
ous one to ns.’ 

“Later on he came to us again and made a 
statement of the tirm’s business up to July 16, 
showing an increase of over 50 per cent. in 
sales for six weeks, a8 cOMpared with the same 
|period in 1888. Andon Noy. 7 he came again 
and said that the increase in sales over the 
previvus year had been 30 per cent. He said 
hia firm would want to place a line of $100,000 
of acceptances before long, and wanted us to 
get the money forhim. The year’s protits, he 
said, had amounted to about $23,000, and this 
sum he proposed to invest in good securities, 
One of our customers, who is also one of the 
firm’s creditors, introduced him to Wing & Co., 
and of this tirm Joseph B. Whitney bought about 
$32,000 worth of the securities of the Chicago 
and Alton Railroad, the Chicago, Minneapolis 
and Manitoba Railroad, the Chicago and North- 
western Railroad, Morgan’s Louisiana and 
Texas Line, and the Pullman Palace Car Com- 
pany. Hesaid thatthe amount paid for them 
was more than the yexr’s protits, but he had 
thought best t6 buy the stocks, because he had 
got them cheap. 

‘“‘Now, there is an irreconcilable difference 
between the statements madé by this man in 
February and July and November and the 
sworn statement of the tirm, read here to-day.

OREDITORS SORAMBLE. 


THE FAILURE OF BOYNTON & CO. CAUSES 
NO END OF REPLEVIN SUITS. 


The Sheriff yesterday took possession of the 
store of Boynton & Co., dealers in cloaks, at the 
corner of Sixth-avenue and Sixteenth-street. 
Mrs. Nora, wife of M. C. Boynton, is the only 
partner in the concern. A new building was 
erected for the firm a few months ago, anda 
large stock of goods was put in. Yesterday 
Blumenthal Brothers, who held a chattel mort- 
gage for $15,000, started to foreclose and put 
the Sheriffin. G. H. Meyers got out an attach- 
ment for $1,u33, and numerous creditors ob- 
tained writs of replevin. 

Tnere was a lively time among the lawyers 
yesterday getting out the replevin writs. Blu- 
menstiel & Hirsch, Herman Joseph, Dart 
Leventritt, Warley Platzek, and others secure 
writs for creditors, the total amouutof the 
replevins being about $50,000. Blumenstiel & 
Hirsch, who represent creditors for $30,000, 
obtained replevins for the —— creditors, 
among others: Meyer Jonasson & Co., $6,000; 
Manhattan Suit and Cloak Compenye ae 
Schutz Brothers and Biath, $4,000; William 
Diock, $2,000, Popkin & Marks obtained a 
replevin for $4,500, 

. B. Claflin & Co. hold a chattel mortgage 
for $35,000 on stock and fixtures. Stillman F, 
Kneeland, uttorney for H. B. Claflin & Co., said 
yesterday that his firm had loaned Boynton & 
Co. $17,000 for two mouths, which, with their 
other olaim for goods sold, amounted to 
$35,000, for which H. B. Claflin & Co. took a 
chattel mortgage for $35,000 as security. Blu- 
menthal Brothers also loaned Boynton & Co. 
money, which, with their merehandise claim, 
amounted to $15,000. They also took a chattel 
mortange for $15,000, which they have pro- 
ceeded to forevlose. 

The writs of replevin amount probably to 
$50,000, but the goods have been set apart in 
the store and will remain there, as H. B. Claflin 
& Co. and Blumenthal Brothers have three days 
to rebond. Mr. Kneeland could not say defi- 
nitely what the liabilities of Boynton & Co. are, 
but he thought the merchandise liabilities 
would aggregate $100,000, besides which there 
is considerable for borrowed money. hrad- 
street’s did not give the concern any rating, as 
M. C. Boynton had failed twice. 

Bradstreet's reports state that M. C. Boynton 
began the business in August, 1877, and soon 
after became involved, compromising with his 
creditors. He continued in a small way at 
Sixth-avenue and Fifteenth-street, where, in 
1886, he took in a partner. He then tried to 
extend the business too fast, and on July 2, 
1887, the firm made an assignment, with liabili- 
ties of $121,000 and actual assets $37,000. Mr. 
Boynton next opened at 371 Sixth-avenue, un- 
der the style of Boynton & Co., his wife being 
the only one in the concern, and afterward re- 
moved to the corner of Sixteenth-street and 
Sixth-avenue, where a new building was subse- 
quently erected. Their holiday trade, it is said, 
was not as good as expected, the bad weather 
hurting business considerably. 





FROM MANY, POINIS OF VIEW. 


ARGUMENTS FOR AND AGAINST SELLING 
VEGETABLES BY WEIGHT. 


Farmers, railroad men, and grocers filled the 
Aldermanic chamber yesterday when the Law 
Comittee began to hear arguments on the pro- 
posed ordinance providing for the sale of fruit 
and vegetables by weight. Almost every one 
present was anxious to be heard, and Chairman 
Walton Ssorm of the comniittee made a list of 
the names. Then the committee decided that 
only five minutes should be granted to each 
orator. 

Chairman L, J. Calianan of/the Market Com- 
mittee of the Retail Grocers’ Union made a 
strong pleain behalfof the proposed ordinance. 


He said that people should have the privilege 
of knowing how much they were to get for their 
money, No two barrels of spinach out of five, 
for instance, would have the same weizht. 
There would usually be a difference of some 
twenty pounds, although the. price would be 
the same. He wanted people to get honest 
treatment. 

Seoretary M. Hahn of the Retail Grocers’ 
Union followed Mr. Callanan and said that 
there was no attempt being made to fix the 
prices. It was simply an attemptto regulate 
the quantity, so that all could be fairly treated. 
Otber speakers, including J. H. Rohrs of the 
Grocers’ Union, argued in favor of the ordi- 
nance, 

The Long Island farmers were on hand to 
oppose rig ! change. John O'Donnell opened 
the tight in their behalf. He said that the 
grocers brought their own barrels to the farm 
wagons and had them filled, and so they should 
not complain against the farmers. Evaporation 
would cause a great loss of weight, and this was 
the groundwork of the farmers’ opposition to 
the ordinance. 

Silas W. Albertson, who is a Long Island 
farmer, argued that it was impossible to weigh 
up the goods on the farms as suggested. He 
said that as far as the differonse in the size of 
bags, barrels, and packages is concerned no 
sympathy need be extended to the retail gro- 
cers. They were experts and could detect the 
slightest difference in the size. Louis Contencin 
of the [talian Chamber of Commerce said that 
the importation of fruit would be seriously art- 
fected. Commerce would be restricted and 
trade obstructed. The same views were enter- 
tained by O. W. P. Westervelt of the Foreign 
Fruit Exchange. 8. B. Downes said that those 
who receive produce trom the South would 
practically be driven out of business. 

Malcom Townsend, a representative of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, explained the difticulty 
that the ordinance weuld put in the way of 
transportation by describing the reception of 
produce at stations on the route where weigh 
ing would be impossible. The freight is perish- 
able and must be hurried along to its destina- 
tion with all speed. R. L. Walker of the Ocean 
Steamship Company explained the difficulties 
that such a law would cause in bis branch of 
the carrying trade, and R. H. Thorne, a market- 
man, said that the change would be an injury 
to the consumer because it would hury the 
quality of the goods and increase the price. 

The committee will report at the meeting of 
the poard next Tuesday. 





DAGGETT WANTS BLOOD. 


HE IS GOING TO MAKE THINGS WARM 
FOR FRANKLIN WOODRUFF, 

The spirited fight between Franklin Woodruff 
and David A. Baldwin for the Chairmanship of 
the Kings County Republican General Commit- 
tee for 1890 was made very interesting to the 
politicians yesterday by the announcement that 
ex-Sheriff “Al” Daggett would name the win- 
ner. For several days something of this sort 
has been expected, for Mr, Baldwin has openly 
referred all the committeemen who have come 
to him to make terms to Daggett. The latter 
has again taken up his residence in the Nine- 
tecntan Ward, and the Republicans there waut 
to elect him to the General Comuittee. If he 
returns to that body he can’t help controlling 
it, just as he did during the Blaine campaign.

MONEY. 


A CONTRACTOR RUNS AWAY: AND UN- 
PAID LABORERS RIOT. 


There is a good deal of excitement in Hudson, 
N. Y., over the departure of George E. Clark, 
one of the contractors for grading and bridging 
tor the Kinderhook and Hudson Railroad, with 
$9,597 in cash, the property of the railroad 
company. The road in question was incor- 
porated last Summer by Clark, Hotchkiss & 
Moffatt, a tirm of contractors doing business at 
Watertown, N. Y., and the contract for grading 
the roadbed and building the bridges was 
awarded to the firm of Cameron & Clark, who 
immediately began work. They employed about 
150 Italian laborers, and their portion of the 
Work was to be completed about March 1, 1890. 

Tho 15th of each month was pay day for the 
laborers, and the non-appearance of Clark last 
Monday aroused suspicions. An investigation 
disclosed the fact that he had obtained on that 
day $9,597 trom the railroad company and had 
departed fur parts unknown. The railroad 
company immediately obtained warrants for 
the arrest of Clark and also for Cameron, his 
partuer. The latter was arrested at the Hotel 
Lincoln in Hudson on Wednesday night. 

Cameron deuied any knowledge of his part- 
ner’s whereabouts or that he had received uny 
ot the money obtained from the railroad com- 
pany. He was lodged in the Hudson jail, and 
« search ig being made for Clark. 

‘the Italians, when they heard that their 
money had flown, quit work and tried to de- 
molish everything they could lay hands on. 
So enraged did they becoms that they threai- 
ened to burn and plunder the village of Stuy- 
vesant Falls, near which they were at work, 
and at last the Deputy Sheriff was obliged to 
calluponanuinber of the villagers to assist 
him in quelling the riot. A fight ensued be- 
tween the posse and the Italians which re- 
sulted in the defeat of the rioters and the arrest 
of five ot their leaders, who were ironed and 
taken to the county jail at Hudson. 

There is no doubt that the railroad company 
will make good the wages of the laborers and 
will keep tham at work. Clark lives at 379 
West One Hundred and Twenty-tifth-street, in 
this city, where he has a wife and several ghil- 
dren. At his home last evening his family dis- 
claimed any knowledge of his whereabouts, and 
said he had not been homein sometime. John 
Cameron, his partner, is a resident of Plainfield, 
N. J. 





A NOTED VESSEL IN PORT. 

The American schooner G. VY. Jordan, which 
arrived in port yesterday from Hong-Kong, is 
one of the few American vessels of her rig en- 
gaged in deep-sea voyages. The Jordan is 
about fifteen years of age and has always 
been engaged in long voyages. She has made 
some remarkably quick runs in her time. In 
1881 she made the run from Samerange, Java, 
to Cork, Ireland, in 94 days. In 1885 she ran 


from Portland, Me., to Buenos Ayres in 48 days. 
In 1887 she made the voyage from Boston to 
Sidney, Australia, in 96 days, and a little iater 
ran from Newcastle, Australia, to Hiphong, at 
the head of the Guif of Tonquin, in 56 days. 

But the must noted run made by the Jordan 
was last voor. when, in the passage from San 
Francisco to Sidney, New South Wales, only 45 
days were consumed. This is the fastest passage 
ever known to have been made between these 
two ports under canvas. The attention of the 
Hydrographic Office in Washington was attract- 
ed to the event, and in considering the best route 
for sailing vessels in making the voyage from 
San Francisco to Australia 1% i8 probable the 
course of the Jordan will be closely followed by 
the oa route about to be officially desig-

IN A CX¥CLONE. 


THE CITY OF PARIS GREATLY RETARDED 
IN ITS PASSAGE TO THIS PORT. 


The Inman steamship City of Paris arrived 
yesterday after making the slowest trip that 
has yet been placed to her record. Her time 
was 7 days 4 hoursand 3minutes. This tardi- 
ness on the part of the greyhound of the grey- 
hounds was due to very severe weather which 
culminated in a cyclone on Tuesday morning. 

The cyclone began at southeast and went 
around to north, lasting about six hours. The 
southern part of the cyclone commenced atl 
A. M. and continued three hours. Then it 
switched around and blew from northward for 
three heurs longer. The howlings of the wind 
were terrific, and the spray swept over the 
smokestacks and completely enveloped that 
portion orf the vessel which was above water. 
Waves swept over the decks and the ship tossed 
heavily. ‘The sailors found it difficult and dan- 
gerous work to move about the decks. The 
cyclone had no damaging effect upon the steam- 
ship, however, except to coat her three great 
smoke funnels and her masts with salt. 

Capt. Watkins says that it was very stormy 
during the early portion of the voyage. It then 
blew heavily from the westward, causing a bigh, 
confused sea, which broke against the bows and 
served to retard the motion of the Paris, Waves 
frequently washed over the decks, and the pas- 
sen«ers Were rarely able to get on deck. The 
sturm was accompanied by violent squalls, 
which would bury the decks inepray. On Dee. 
15 the day’s run was only 246 miles. After the 
cyclone, however, the weather became unusu- 
ally tine for winter. At noon on Wednesday the 
day’s run was announced as 503 miles, and yes- 
terday at noon a splendid ~~ work of 508 
miles was completed. This is within seven 
miles of the best single-day record.

AUTHORS NOT WANTED. 


CALUMET CLUB REJECTS 
NAME OF A. CG. GUNTER. 


The Calumet Club, whose house at 267 Fifth- 
avenue looks so home-like with its broad win- 
dows, wide doorway, and the satisfied expres- 
sions upon the faces of those members whose 
incomes permit them to pass most of their time 
in oritical inspection of the fairest of 
Fifth-avenue promenaders, has just now 
an internecine dispute which threatens 
to define more @éxactly the qualifications 
for membership. When the club was @s- 
tablished not very long ago there was an intel- 
lectual element in its organization which prom- 
ised to make 16 popular among artists and lit- 
erary men. Its very name was chosen by & 
man of important literary attainments, and was 
intended to signify that democracy within its 
walls between exponents of the purely intel- 


lectual and the purely money-bag portions of 
society such as wine, pipes, and love have ever 
been known to establish. 

Since that memorable time the influences of 
Fifth-avenue have been, it is said, steadily in 
the ascendant, and the habitués of the Astor- 
place publishers have gradually removed them- 
selves from their now haughty companions and 
have gone where wore congenial associates are 
possible. Thus came a limited divorce between 
the purely intellectual and the purely tinaucial 
cliques in the organization. Nevertheless, 
there has remained a jaint aroma of the 
author’s,\pipes in the smoking room of the club, 
and some of the older members look back 
with undisguised regret to the time when 
these circulators of thought were wont to meet. 
They tell that then there was conversation con- 
cerning Other things besides pools and London 
burlesque actresses, and that even in the card 
room, when a bluff was successful, could pe 
heard quotations from Horace instead of con- 
demnations of Hoyle. So that it was a matter 
of considerable satisfaction to these members 
of the club when, a few weeks ago, Mr. David 
8. Banks placed the name of Archibald Clav- 
ering Gunter, the piaywright and novelist, upon 
the board as a prospective member. 

_It is somewhut sad to relate that considerable 
time elapsed before Mr. Guater was recognized 
as “one of thore littery fellows,” but just as 
soon as the recognition had occurred and had 
been exchanged beneath the breath, there de- 
veloped an opposition to Mr. Banks’s friend. 
Friends of the proposed candidate inquired 
with much anxiety what the grounds of tne 
Opposition were. in response were shrugs of 
the shoulders, and once or twice were heard 
from the ultra-conservative members of the 
club such expressions as: * You cawn’t expect 
us to elect a teller who writes plays, can you, 
doncher know,” and “Why, he’s an author!” 
Mr. Gunter’s name, itis said, went before the 
Governors, and as there Was nothing to be said 
against him, save that he was an author, the 
Governors, like a set of sensible gentiemen, 
passed him as entirely eligivle to membership. 
Last Tuesday night the Calumet Club held a 
meeting, aud in the course of other business 
Mr. Gunter’s name came up for election. No 
sooner was it proposed than there was a signiti- 
cant shufiling of patent leather shoes, and a 
series of half-smothered “‘Aws.” But when the 
vote was counted it was found that Mr. Gunter 
was rejected as amember by several more black 
balls than the ortnodox allotment. 

This announcement occasioned great dissatis - 
faction, and itis but just to the club to record, 
according to the statement of a member who 
Was present, that a good majority of the gentle- 
men who were there left the house witao con- 
siderable indignation. Since then there has 
been considerable talk within the club walls 
about the rejection of Mr. Gunter’s name, and 
there may be latersome more pronounced ac- 
tion by certain members of the club than mere 
comment. It is stated that there was a discus- 
sion during the meeting concerning Mr. Gun- 
ter’s eligibllity, and that one of the members 
observed: ‘“ Wehave all the money we want 
in this club, and we can get along without any 
more authors.” Whereupon one of Mr. Gunter's 
friends solemnly arose and said: ‘* Granted, we 
have money enough, but don’t you think more 
brains might do the Calumet some gooat” 

Mr. Gunter had not, up to Wednesday night, 
been informed of the rejection of his name. He 
expressed his astonishment at 1t, but remarked 
that he did not believe the episode would en- 
tirely blight his future life. Mr. Banks desired 
it to. be understood that Mr. Gunter was not 
blackballed. He said that he had proposed Mr, 
Gunter’s name for membership and that before 
1t came to the Governors he had withdrawn 
it because he became aware of 80 much opposi- 
tion to Mr. Gunter’s election. The reason why 
he had not informed bis friend of his action was 
because he (Mr. Banks) had been out of town 
and had not had an opportunity to communi- 
cate with Mr. Gunter.

After the 
board got to work on the estimate ior next year 
jt was cut down to $4,647,791 84. 

The yearly pay of 170 Roundsmen was in- 
trreased $100 each, and tbis will give them 


61,300 instead of $1,200. Provisions for the 
salaries of new patrolmen, the advance of sala- 
ries of others es provided by law, the coostruc- 
tion of anew station house in the Twenty-sixth 
Precinct, and the purchase of asite for still an- 
other, made the tncrease over last year neces-

INVESTIGATION OF CHARGES 
AGAINST DOCK COMMISSIONERS, 


Whether the two aceused Dock Commission- 
ers, Mesers. Post and Matthews, were ji nervous 
at their first hearing, before Mayor Grant yes- 
terday, itis alittle difficult to aetermine. At 
any rate, they had provided themselves with « 
strong legal array. Messrs. Post and Mat- 
thews were represented by Wheeler H. 
Peckham, Eluhu Root, and J. L. Cadwalader, 
while Franklin Bartlett was present to care for 
the mterests of Mr. Matthews. The city’s 
cause was championeda*by J. H. Strahan, while 
Corporation Counsel Olark sat by the Mayor’s 
side and kept him within the narrow path of 


legal rulings. Ex-Surrogate Daniel G. Rollins 
has also been retained by the city. 

Among the spectators were tbe Commission- 
ers of Accounts, members of the board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, and the Police Com- 
missioners. the very first thing of all to be 
done was the consideration of the request of 
Mr. Post and the supplemental one of Mr. Bart- 
lett for time in which the counsel coulda pro 
erly consider the charges wich had been made 
against their clients. At once there was a legal 
wrangle, Mr. Strahan arguing that suflicient 
time had been spent in the investigation, and 
that the official hearing should bexin at once. 
It was decided that the hearing should begin 
next Thursday, and continue from 2 P. M, to6 
P. M. every day thereafter until it should be 
concluded. The reason why the afternoon was 
selected was because the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment will consider the final esti- 
mates in the forenocon—a work which cannot 
be deiayed. 

This point disposed of to the satisfaction of 
all concerned, Mr. Koot arose and began finding 
fault with Mr, Strahan’s charges on which the 
hearing will be based. As he began to do so 
Dock Commiasioner Cram entered the office, 
took a seat bebind Mr. Matthews, and followea 
the proceedings with sometuing like entranced 
attention. Mr. Root first found fault with the 
first specitication of the first charge on the 
ground that it was not sufticiently deiinite. 
This reads: 

“Specification 1. In that they have failed to se- 
cure the collection by the Dockmasters of the city 
of what ts known as top wharfage.” 

He aaid that his clients could not inform them- 
selves as io Which piers were referred to in the 
charge and that without such information they 
could not answer it. Mr. Bartlett also made an 
objection on the same ground, and Mr. Strahan 
replied that he inoluded ail of the piers, but 
would not be understood that this was to mean 
anything else speciticaily than that the Cow- 
missiouers had tailed todo their duty, and were 
therefore worthy of dismissal. hen Mr. Root 
objected to specitication 9, which is as follows: 


“Tn that they have failed to take such action as 
Was necessary to have the work of dretging the 
dook and wharf property proceeded with as autho- 
rized by law, and that such dredging actually per- 
formed as was authorized by lew, and none other, 
sbould be certified by them for payment to the De- 
partment of Finance.” 


Mr. Koot’s reasons were the same as thoso 
offered for the previous objection and were wet 
with the same statement from Mr. Strahan. 
Tneo the same eceneral objection was made by 
the counsel 10 speciticatiou 3. This reads: 

“In that parts of the decks were reuted to certain 
persons or companies ata certain yearly race, and 
that, though the docks have greatly increased in 
value since the rate was fixed, the Commissioners 
have neglected to take action to secure a just aud 
tair reno.” 

Aiter more arguments it was agroed that the 
counsel tor the accused Commissioners should 
submit their written ovjections, and that Mr. 
Strahan suould give his written answer to the 
statement that the specifications were not sull- 
ciently definite, to-day. The Commissioners will 
also submit to the Mayor a formal answer to the 
charges. 





OVER CRUMBLING BONES. 





A MONUMENT UNVEILED IN HONOR OF 
NEWARK’S FOUNDKRS. 

A monument was unveiled yesterday after- 
noon at Fairmount Cemetery, Newark, N. J., 
over the crumbling bones of 1,600 of the early 
settlers of the city. Apparently the good people 
of Newark take but little active interest in 
theic ancestors, for, despite the fact that the 
weather was faultless, less than a hundred peo- 
ple were present, exclusive of those who took 
part in the ceremonies. 

Ever since 1829 Newark has been considering 
the advisability of doing away with the oid 
burying ground on Broad-street, adjoining the 
First Presbyterian Church. The Common Coun- 
cil of 1887 tinally resolved that tae growth of 
the city demanded it, and appropriated $20,000 
for the purchase of a plot alll monument in 
Fairmount Ceastery and the visinterment and 
relaterment of the bodies. Tbe work was pre- 
ceded by a long fightin the courts between the 
city and the church, which the city finaily won. 
Then a plot was purchased in Fairmount Cem- 
tery close to the main entrance, @ vault built, 
and in it was placed all that couid be found of 
the mortal remains of the original Newarkites, 
many of whon. had been buried over two hun- 
dred years ago. 

The unveiling was ceremonious in the ex- 
treme. The Rev. Dr. W. W. boyd of the First 
Baptist Church prayed. Alderman Joseph hk. 
Vau Valen, Chairman of tue Common Council 
Committee on Public Grounds, presented the 
monument to the city. He was tvullowed by 
Mayor Haynes, who accepted it for the city, 
and by Gen. William Ward, who accepted the 
irust in behalf of the cemetery. A lengthy ora- 
tion by the Rev. David R. Frazer of the Frrst 
Presbyterian Church was followed by the 
actual unveiling. 

Though said to have cost $5,000, *the monu- 
ment has little merit from an artistic siand- 
point and it was freely criticised. Itis of mon- 
umental bronze, in imitation of granite. The 
base is about sixteen feet high and supports a 
tigure of a pilgrim seven and a half feet high. 
The panels of the base are completely vovered 
with historic names, inscriptions, and illustra- 
tious In relief.

SENTIMENT IN FAVOR OF PUTTING A 
FOOTBALL ‘TEAM IN THE FIELD. 


Columbia Coilege students attended an en- 
thusiastic meeting yesterday afternoon at the 
coliege for a discussion of the football pros- 
pects for pext year. J. M. Hewlett, ’90, Cap- 
tain of this year’s team, called the meeting to 
order. Manager A. 8. Vosburgh announced a 
debt of $400. Of this $200 is owing on the cost 
of the team’s quarters at Morris Dock, $150 on 
the cost of the team’s football uniforms, and 
$50 onaloan. The association has been prom- 


ised $100 by the dramatic club, and this wili 
relleve a good portion of the indebtedness, 

The question of puiting ateam in the field 
next year was Drought up for discussion. The 
general feeling seemed to be that the experi- 
ence of the past Fall would aid greatly any 
leam putin the field next year. A. C. Gilder- 
sleeve, recently elected Captain, announced 
that the eleven was a unit in favor ot Columbia 
being represented in next Autumn’s football 
contests.

BROOKLYN CITY DEPARTMENTS. 

The annual reports of the Brooklyn Board of 
Assessors ani of Fire Commissioner Ennis 
were filed with Mayor Chapin yesterday. The 
former showed that the assessed value of real 
estate now is $497,153,135, an increase in one 
year of $22,294,707. On personal property 
there is a decrease of $1,266,694, making a 
total valuation on this ciasa of property of 
$21,330,546. During the past year 4,000 new 
buildings, valued at $15,319,000, have been 
erected. The Eighteenth Ward leatis in this ad- 
vance with 666 new buildings to ils credit. 

Fire Commissioner Ennis deais with the de- 
struction of the city, and he shows that during 
the year $54 fires wiped out $2,419,246 worth 
of property. During that time there were only 
four fires where over $100,000 wortb of damage 
was dore. To quench the $54 fires 26,553,690 
gallons of water were used, and on this fact the 
Commissioner builds an argument for a better 
system of Lydraote. He also wants a new head- 
quarters, a2 new fire boat, und an extension of 
the electrical-alarm system.

TIMOTHY J. COE’S SUICIDE 


— 


HOTEL MAN 





A PROSPEROUS 
TARES HIS OWN LIFE. 

SUCCUMBED TO M&LANCHOLIA, 
CAUSED BY THE RRCENT DEATH OF 
A FAVORITE SON. 


Timothy J. Coe, the tall and portly boniface 
and road celebrity did not long survive his son 
Russell, who died inthe Bloomingdale Asylum 
last Spring, as he killed himseif with a pistol 
yesterday at 45 West Fifty-eighth-street, the 
residence of his son-in-law, John H. Murpay. 

Mr. Coe was hopelessly insane from melan- 
cholia when he took his own life, and this con- 
dition was bronght about by the sad termina- 
tion of Russell's career, as he was his tather’s 
business associate and favorite. When Russell 
died his father had an attack of brain fever and 
came near dying himself. As soon as possible 
he was taken to Saratoga, where he remained 
till September. He had then become robust, 
put constantly referred to his son's fate, and 
his relatives coaxed him to have Dr. Furman of 


125 West Seventy-second-street in frequent con- 
sultation, on the ees that he appeared to 
be alling, butreally because they saw that he 
was welancholic and that his reason was im- 
paired. 

Dr. Furman gained Mr. Coe’s confidence, and 
by and by obtained from him a confession that 
he felt that he was becoming irrational. After 
this came a confession of doubt as to his ability 
to resist a temptation to harm himself, and he 
was kept under eurveillance. He was, how- 
éver, very susceptible of and irritable under 
restraint, and the watching had to be very 
adroitly and delicately managed. Within a 
couple of weeks a new symptom of brain 
trouble, insomnia, appeared, and aggravated

the patient’s condition and the anxiety 
of his relatives. Mr. Coe, however, 
had. been able to attend to bousiness 


interests and to look after his fortune, which is 
roughly estimated at $150,000. He sold the 
house in which he died to Mr. Murphy and took 
a floor at 106 West Filty-el1ghth atreet as a tem- 
porary home for himself, his wife, and his un- 
married daughter Emma until he could find a 
house to suit him. A few days ago his aliena- 
tion became more manifest. He coaxed his 
wife to let him have an oid revolver on the pre- 
tense that footpada were in the neighborhood, 
and gave Miss Emma his watch and Jeweiry, 
eoyine he was so feeble that alad could rob 
him. 

On Wednesdays Mra. Murphy found Mr. Coe 
dazed in the street, and took him home. Yester- 
day morning the unfortunate man slipped out 
of the house undetected, and went ditectly to 
the store of Charles Beck, 1,015 Sixth-avenue, 
and purcbased an ivory-handled, Russian 
model, single action revolver of thirty-two culi- 
bre, saying he was going South, and wanted a 
defensive weapon. An hour later he called at 
Mrs. Murphy's. She was not up, but he spoke 
to her in her room, and said that, as he felt 
tired, he had a chance of getting some sleep, 


and would go to bis favorite bedroom, 
to the front of the third floor, and 
lie down. His daughter sent her maid up with 


a@ Wrap to put over him, and she left bim taking 
off his collar and cutfs, At 10:45 o’clock, just 
about au hour later, came the crack of a re- 
volver and a heavy fall. The alarmed house- 
hold rushed up stairs to find him shot in the 
right temple and l: ing on the floor, the revolver 
near his right hand. The bullet had traversed 
his head and bad flattened against a wall 

Every physician near by was summoned, but 
Mr. Coe died 1p twenty ininutes. Coroner Levy 
came on a message from Dr. T. H. Burcbara, 
anda certificate of suicide while insane was 
given. 

Mr. Coe was born at Meriden, Conn., in 1826. 
He received a common-school education, and 
made enough money in the hardware business 
to become proprietor of the Continental Hotel 
at 444 Broadway. In 1854 he took the old 
Spingler House, which was on the northwest 
corner of Fourteeuth-street and Union Square, 
and made it a very popular and profitable cara- 
vansary. In 1864 be took the Revere House, at 
Broadway and Houston-street, and the venture 
was @ protitable one. Recently he sub-let 
the hotel, and on Saturday it passed into the 
hands of Col. Smith of Poughkeepsie. Mr. Coe 
jeaves four children—the daugoters, already 
married; Charies, who is at Poughkeepsie, and 
Timothy, who 18 cashier in the Hoffman House. 
Mr. Coe was a Freemason and a member of the 
Blossom and Hoboken Turtle Clubs aud of the 
Fat Meu’s and Fleetwood Park Driving Asso- 
ciations. Before his son’s death he was a well- 
known figure on the road, and owned some good 
trotters, the best of which was Emma (©. 

The funeral will be private, and the remains 
will first go to the receiving vault at Wood- 
lawn Cemetery, and finallytoe tae family plot 
at Meriden.

This statement, far more favorable than has 
been generally anticipated, was foreshadowed 


two days ago in this column of THe TiMEs, and 
exerted a stimulating elfect upon the whole 
stock market. lt was accepted by Walli-street 
as being practically an ofticial notice from Mr. 
Gould that he would be hereafter found apon 
the bullsite of the market. His Missouri Pacific 
stock scored a net advance of two points dur- 
ing the day, and ali bis other stocks showed 
strength. s 

There are many reasons contributing just 
now to put Mr. Jay Gould into a good humor. 


Not least of these is the fact that he has been 
able to make in his Missouri Pacitic interests 
an arrangement with the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas system likely torelieve him of many op- 
pressive responsibilities. Acting on common. 
sense business principies, he sees fivally his 
way clear to an adjustment ot Southwestern 
difficulties which have threatened grave results 
for every railroad in that territory. 


There is a good deal of pleasant feeling in 
Wall-street based upon the expectation, or 


rather the hope, that Mr. Gould is really ready 
to help varry on a bull campaign. Perhaps 
some ot the millions of money which he has 
locked up may now be released and put into 
circulation for the relief of an artiticially-tight 
money market.

OPPOSITION TO ALLISON. 


THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE PUSHING GOV. 
LAKRABEE FOR SENATOR. 


Drs MOINES, Iowa, Dec. 19.—Senator Allison 
has built up about him at his home in Dubuque 
a junta of Federal officeholders of pretty large 
dimensions. In addition to the local officers, 
Postimasters, customs officers, and Internal 
Revenue Collector, there are also a member of 
Congress, a United States District Judge, and 
Clerk ef the Federal Court.

Senatorial aspirations by getting up an indorse- 
meut of him for the Circuit bench to succeed 
Judge Brewer. But while this was being pre- 


pared by Judge Rothrook’s Cedar Rapids 
friends Senator Allison was seeking and had 
obtained the indorsement of the entire Iowa 
Congressional delegation for District Judge 
Oliver P. Shiras for the Circuit Judgeship. 

When the situation became known there was 
disappointment and disgust all around. Roth- 
ruck imagined he had been duped, and is some- 
what inclined to resent his very unusual treat- 
ment. His irritation has caused Allison some 
uneasiness, and it is now announced that the 
Dubuque Senator will come home, intending to 
reach vhe State to-morrow for the purpose of 
smoothing out matters, 

The Farmers’ Alliance has plastered Iowa 
with petitions addressed to the members of the 
Legislature, urging them to vote for Gov. Lar- 
rabee for United States Senator. The petitions 
Bay: 


“We havo observed the course of William Larra- 
bee a8 Governor of Iowaand of William B. Allison 
as United States Senator from Iowa for the past 
few years; we regard with admiration, respect, and 
gratitude the firm, courageous, prudent, and patri- 
otic administration of Gov. Larrabee, and believe 
that: he is one of the wisest and (ruest statesmen 
the State has ever had. Kspecially in securing a 
reduction of local freight charges on the railroads 
of Iowa he has achieved a great work. We are 
unable to find in the record of Senator Allison any 
work of substantial benefit to the State. On the 
contrary, we find that he is a man of timidity, 
undue conservatism, and that his acts in the Senate 
have been in the interest of the eastern moneyed 
classes, rather than that of the people of Iowa; 
that he has tailed to use his opportunity as Chair- 
man of the Senate Appropri.tion Committee to 
secure the building of the Hennepin Canal, a 
public work which would secure water transporta- 
tion tor [owa, and save the State millions of dollars 
every year; in short, that in his ambition to be 
President, and his fear of antagonizing powerful 
corporations, Mr. Allison has neglected to serve 
the State which has honored him. 

‘We further represent that the dissatisfaction of 
the people with Senator Allisou was emphatically 
voiced at the recent election by the defeatof many 
candidates for the Legislature, because they were 
instructed by county or district conventious to vote 
for Allison for Senator, but thatinftuences are at 
work to use the caucus machinery of both parties 
in such a way as to defeat the will of the 


people. Therefore we earnestly request you 
to refrain from entering the Senatorial 
caucus of either party to the end that 


you may be free to co-operate with the anti- 
monopoly members of both parties in securing the 
defeat ot Senator Allison for the fourth term, and 
in bringing about the election of William Larrabee 
or some other man with similar views, to this high 
position, where a man is needed who will labor for 
the real interests of Towa.” 

These petitions are being circulated in every 
county in the State, and are being liberally 
signed. The Legislature will be deluged with 
them upon its assembling. 








THE MISSISSIPPI BRIDGE. 
REASONS FOR BUILDING IT BELOW NEW- 
ORLEANS. 


NEwW-ORLEANS, Dec, 19.—The report of the 
Board of Army Engineers in favor of the rail- 
road bridge across the Mississippi River above 
this city, as against that below the city, has 
aroused considerabie fecling between the parti- 
sans of the rival interests. Mr. Van Benthuy- 
sen, who managed the building of the Pough- 
keepsie Bridge over the Hudson River, ex- 
pressed himself in vigorous terms. He says, in 
@ hewapaper interview, that two railroad com- 
panies entering this city, both of which 
would benetit by ths destruction of riv- 
er navigation, are endeavoring to buiid 
above this city. “Tr this bridge is 
built with piers, the river accidents may be so 
xreatas to drive freights entirely to the rail- 
roads and other routes. The community does 
not seem to realize the calamity that is threat- 
ened by this movement. The reoent report of @ 
board of engineers, favoring the upper site, is 
based upon the condition that the Secretary of 
War shal! fix the iencth and height of spans. If 
the length and height of spans are to be such as 
proposed, I have reason to believe this board 
will oppose the upper and favor the lower 
bridge project, regardless of this report. 

“1 am satistiod that our Congressmen will 
never permit the erection of a bridge above 
the city that may destroy the value of river 
navigation when a bridge can be erected be- 
low the city that will give greater facilities 
without injury to any interest, particularly 
when the lower briage is indorsed by the en- 
tire river interests from New-Orleans to Pitts- 
burg, fifcy-seven insucance companies, the 
river plots, the Cotton Exchange, the Cin- 
cinnaui Waterways Convention, tae National 
Board of Trade, and four railroad companies, 
while the upver bridge is indorsed by two 
railroad companies, two local insurance com- 
panies, and nive ship agents who are in oppo- 
sition to their owu pilots.”

Recently 
such an applicant, although fully equipped for 
the practice of the profession, was denied a 
certificate by the Circuit Courtof Pittsylvania. 
The Judge held that in the law the word person 
used in restricting the class to whom license 
could be granted meant the male sex only. To 
cura this defect and put the gentle sex un an 
equal footing with the lords of creation a bill 
was to-day introduced in the Virginia Senate 


changing the law so as to allow women to be 
admitted to the bar. 

The lady who was rejected by the Pittaylva- 
nia court on the grounds named, and in whose 
behalf espeoially it is proposed to ~wmend the 
law, bas for years been ussisting ber husband in 
‘he preparation of some of his most compii- 
cated legal cases. If the fuir sex are permitted 
to enter the profession, it is believed that it will 
not be long before quite a number will turn 
their attention to that field of iabor. The Pitt- 
sylvania case is not an isolated one. There are 
not less than four or tive of the most brilliant 
society women in the State who can prepare 
briefs. One wrote out opinions equal to some 
of the best lawyers at the bar.

STILL CUTTING THE WIRES 





AN OLD INJUNCTION INTER- 
POSED YESTERDAY. 
BUT MR. GILROY DISREGARDS IT AND 


PROCEEDS TO TAKE DOWN A DAN- 
GEROUS DAFT WIRE. 


The six gangs of destroyers at work under 
the direction of as many inspectors of the Board 
of Electrical Control hacked down wires and 
poles relentlessly yesterday, and removed a 
large amount of wire that was so badly ineu- 
lated that the oniy wonder was that deaths had 
mot been caused by 1t before the electric current 
was shut off. The poles were removed mostly 
along Broadway on the west side, between 
Tenth and Fourteenth streets. . 

Of all the gangs at work the one in charge of 
Inspector Frank J. Gavin did the least work, 
measured in the actual amount of wire cut 
down, but not in actual importance. Thia gang 
worked on the roofs of the buildings 60 and 62 
Reade-street, and cut down 450 feet of wire. It 
was the large Underwriters’ wire used by the 
Daft Electric Power Company, and Inspector 
Gavin said that it wason the same circuit as 
the wire which started the fire at Barclay-street 
and Broadway. The insulation was very poor, 


even for the insulation which has received the 
board’s special condemnation. The Power Com- 
pany only sends 110 volts through the wire. 
but this force, if not dangerous to life, is de- 
clared to be perfectly oapabie of starting a fire. 

When the men began to tear down this wire 
arepresentative of the Daft Power Company 
endeavored to stop them by servingon them 
an injunction. It was one of the injunctions 
obtained early in the striiggle over the wires, 
and 1t was claimed that it had never been spe- 
cifically dissolved. Inspector Gavin certified 
that the wires were ina dangerous condition, 
and Mr. Gilroy’s men went on tearing them 
aown. Samples of the wire were taken to the 
ofiice of the Board of Electrical Control, where 
they were regarded as among the worat speci- 
mens that bad yet been broughtin. The insula- 
tion was worn and torn from the wire, leaving 
1t naked. 

The gang which caused the most destruction, 
measured in feet, was in charge of F. J. Fitz- 
patrick and contined its operations to Thira- 
avenue between Forty-fourth and Fiftieth 
streets. It took down 16,000 feet ef copper 
and 1,500 feet of iron wire and 18 poles be- 
longing to the United States Company, and 
4,000 feet of wire belonging tothe Lust River 
Company, taking in all 21,500 feet of wire. 
Along the Bowery, on the west side, between 
Bleecker and Prince streets, the gang under In- 
spector Fitzpatrick removed 14,500 feet of 
wire. Of this, 6,220 feet were of wire 
of the Brusn Company, 550 of the 
East River Company, 1,350 of the Man- 
hattan Company, and 5,520 =of the 
United States Company. Inspector J. W. 
Sonwartz and his men were at work on the 
north side of Twenty-elghth-street between 
Toird and Sixth avenues. Here there were taken 
down 14,500 feet of wire and three poles. Tne 
Brush Company owned 3,000 feet of the wire, 
the East kiver Company 10,500, and there 
were 1,000 feet of wire, owner unknown. Four 
iron pipes of the Manhattan Company were 
alsv removed. In the part of the city above the 
Hariem River, 10,950 feet of wire were removed 
by the men under Inspector F. E. Brown. It 
all belonged to the North New-York Company. 
Inspector Roth and nis gang cleared the poles 
and wiree from Broadway between Tenth and 
Fourteenth streets. Ine work will go on to- 
day. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
transferred $5,000 to the Department of Public 
Works yesterday to be used by Commissioner 
Gilroy in paying the expenses of removing the 
dangerous electric wires. This work entails an 
expense of about $440 per day upon the city. 

Mr. Gilroy was busy all day hurrying up the 
arrangewents for bringing the city out of dark- 
ness by means of gas lawps. Mr. McCormick, 
Superintendent of Lamps and Gas, reported 
that when the various electric lght plants 
were in operation there had been 7,000 gas 
lamps which had falien into desuetude. He had 
succeeded in relighting 5,500 of them. 

Mayor Graut was the recipient of the follow- 
ing epistle trom John Howard: 

“ Would it surprise you to learn that Mr. Gibbens 
is using the Commissioner of Public Works not 
only to remove dangerous wires, but is making a 
tool of him to enforce all the unreasonable rules of 
the Board of Electrical Control, which means the 
wiping out of all electric light companies, except 
the Edison Company, and that he is doing this noimn- 
inally for the pablic welfare, but really in the to- 
terest of that company, in whose interest he offered 
the 250 voits resolution some months ago, which 
you promptly jampea upon? His object that you 
then frustrated he is now endeavoring to accom- 
plish in the present way.” 


NEW PRISONS. 





PLANS FOR 





THE PRISON ASSOCIATION OF THE CITY 


TO MAKE SUGGESTIONS. 


The Executive Committee of the Prison 
Association of this city held a meeting yester- 
Gay and considered questions relating to the 
removal of the Sing Sing Prison.- There were 
present Chariton T. Lewis, Chairman, C. B. 
Gold, F, P. Bellamy, J. Hampden Robb, Charles 
H. Kitchell, W. M. F. Round, James McKean, 
and the Rev. Wendell Prime. 

The commission on the removal of Sing Sing 
Prison has asked from the association sugges- 
tions as to plans and site for the proposed new 
prison, These matters were discussed, aod a 
committee was appuinted to report to the com- 
Mission the associatiou’s ideas upon the sub- 
ject. This report will probably be made to-day. 

Awember of the association said yesterday 
that the association itself had no power in the 
matter and was chiefly interested in having the 
proposed new prison well situated and con- 
structed on modern principles. The members 
do not believe in large prisons. Like penalo- 
gists generally they prefer that no prison 
should be built for more than 500 inmates, The 
idea of abandoning sing Sing and building a 
large prison to accommodate 1,5VU0 or more 
convicts is not, therefore, their idea. But if 
such aprison istobe built they prefer the 
radiate form, and have prepared a sketch of 
such a prison. It wonld include a central 
building for offices and wings radiating from it. 
If each wing were made to accommodate 500 
convicts the prisen could be eniarged by build- 
ing enough wings so as to take care of 4,000 or 
more. Ths cells in this prison should be built 
of iron and be large and well ventilated. 

The tact that the present State prisons are 
full aud the Llimira Reformatory has mauy 
more 1nmates than it can properly accommo- 
date, while the number of convicta in the State 
increases every year, gives added interest to 
the talk of prison construction. Even if the 
Legislature should cecide against the ce 
abandonment of Sing Sing, that body woulc 
probably be asked to make appropriation for a 
new prison. If Sing Sing is to be abandoned 
two new prisons are likely to be asked for. 


Hupson, N. Y., Dec. 19.—Messrs. Preston, 
Kromer, and Cockcroft, a majority of the com- 
mission for the new State prison, visited this 


city to-day, in response to an invitation from 
committees representing the city of Hudson 
through the Board of Trade and tbe county of 
Columbia through the Board of Supervisors. 
The visitors were received by the joint commit- 
tees, and shown several tracts of land, some of 
which are already owned by the State, in the 
suburbs of the city. The commission were 
favorably impressed. 





A DANGEROUS MAN. 





ACQUITTED OF A MURDEROUS ASSAULT 
ON THE GROUND OF INSANITY. 


Willim D. Williams, who was formerly an elo- 
cutionist and face contortionist, recently es- 
caped from sn inebriate asylum, where his 
father had placed him. On reaching this city 
he immediately sought his wife, who had been 
compelled to leave him. He assaulted her with 
a knife, stabbing her in thé back and arms, in- 
flicting in all seven wounds. She recovered, 
however, and yesterday Williams was placed 
ou trial before Judge Gildersleeve in the Court 
ot General Sessions for assault im the first 
degree. 

The jury — the man upon evidence be- 
ing giveu by physicians that he was insane. 

Upon hearing the verdict his wife jumped up 
and said, ** Your Honor, if that man is released 
he will kill me. I shail not have a moment's 
security.’”” cS 

Judge Gildsraleeve said that if Williams was 
dangerous he certainly ougnt to be kept in con- 
finement. - Williams was then remanded to the 
Yombs for further examination by pbysicians, 
If they concur that he is msane he will be sent 
to the Middletown Asylum for six years, as that 
time ig the penalty that would have been im- 
posed had he been convicted and sentenced to 
State prison. 

Williams, before his first confinement in an 
asylum, committed two or three forgeries,

A RESTAURANT MAN LOSES FAITH IN 
HUMAN INTEGRITY. 


There are several lunch rooms down town 
where you may walk about and help yourself as 
liberally as you please to the sandwiches, hard- 
boiled eggs, pies, and other delicacies. When 
you have eaten as many of them as yon dare, 
you announce to an engineer in oharge of a 
machine the sum you think you owe the house. 
The engineer will believe you are speaking 
truthfully. Then he will whirl a crank and 
hand yeu a check, at the same time calling ont, 
apparently to nobody in particular, the amount 
of the check. While you are settling with the 


cashier, it will strike you, if you are anything 
of a philosopher, that the proprictor’s belief in 
the honesty or all mean must bo implicit. 

It is almost, andif it were not for a little 
bump of skepticism which experience has de- 
veloped it would be entirely, implicit. But, un- 
fortunately the proprietor has discovered that 
there are men in the worid who have pie and 
Cake appetites but sandwich incomes, and who 
cannot resist the temptation to try to geta 
fifty-cent lunch for 10 cents. They osed to suc- 
ceed, too, before the bump began to grow. But 
about the time that the bump became old 
enuugh to have any influence on the mind of 
the proprietor a young man with broad shoul- 
ders and very alert eyes appeared in the res- 
tauurant. And then they didn’t succeed 
so well. This young man is called by 
his friends a private detective. His ene- 
mies call him a “d—d spotter.” It is his 
business to see whether the tempted ones 
keep Satan behind them or not. If they do he 
looks pleased. If they do not he frowns and 
dr ese to earn his salary, and this is the way 

6 does it. A young man wearing carefully- 
creased trousera,@ cape coat, and a yellow 
derby hat comes in. The private detective 
looks intently at the trousers, and he 
sees that while they are very good-looking 
trousers they clearly didn’t cost more than $4. 
Then he looks at the face which comes along 
With the trousers and the coat and the nat, and 
his instinot tells him that the mouth there isa 
mouth for pie and cae. His instinct also 
whispers to him that this young man doesn’t 
like to pay out very much for lunches, 
because if he doesn’t have to he will 
have more change for cigarettes for him- 
seif and oysters for his girl. For the next 
few minutes the private detective devotes all of 
his attention to the young man. He doesn’t 
know it, of course, because it 1s so unobtrusive. 
The detective appears to him, if he takes any 
notice of him, to be a sort of head waiter. He 
walks around, apparently for no other purpose 
than to see that the soiled dishes are promptly 
removed and that the supply of pie doesn’t give 
out. All the time, however, he hovers about 
the young man, carefully noting whether Satan 
is behind or before him. Pretty soon the young 
wan satisties himself, and the detective knows 
that he has congumed pie and cake and sand- 
wiches of the total value of 35 cents, and as he 
follows the young man in the direction of the 
engineer his instinct pains him by waispering 
tbat Satan is in front. 

Fifteen,” says the young man to the engl- 
neer. 

** Fifteen,” echoes the engineer in a sing-song 
Way, as he whirls the crank and hands out a 
check for 15 cents. 


“Excuse me,” says the detective, “you have 
made a inistake. You meant 35, didn’t you ?” 

“No,” replies the young man, looking uncom- 
fortanle, “15 is righ” 

“Yea, it is,” says the detective ironically. 
“* Mebbe I don’t know what you had. Go back 
there and get a thirty-five-cent check and 
pay it.” 

Porhaps the young man will assume an air of 
virtuous indignation and resent the insinuation 
agaiust his honesty. But disaster has foliowed 
such acourse. If he knows what is best for 
him he will hurry back and get the proper 
check. As he is paying it, and wishing that he 
was somewhere else, the proprietor will say to 
him, so that everybody can hear: 

“ Don’t ever show your face in here again.” 

“If you do,” the detective will add, “I'll 
break it.’”’ 

And the young man will go away from there 
just as fast as be can. 

“No,” said the proprietor og one of these but- 
fets, the other day, ‘I don’t have a great deal 
of trouble, but it pays me to keep a detective. 
When I adopted this plan about four years ago 
1 didn’t have one, because I[ was tirmly of the 
opinion that the number of men mean enough 
to lie for 5, 10, or 15 cents was very, very 
small. But one day I was told by one of my 
boys that 1 was being cheatea by a member of 
the Stook Exchange. I wouldn’t believe him, 
but tbe boy was so positive that I watched the 
man myself tor several davs, and I saw that he 
was in the habit of pay.n; 10 cents for what 
should Rave cost him 2. or30. [gave him a 
tongue lashing that made him sick, and then I 
hired a detective. I suppose, on an average,.we 
catch about one Man a day, or one every two 
days, at the trick. They are generally young 
meu or boys, whe, Lsuppose, see that Il hbaves 
crowd Of customers, anu conciude thai the lossor 
10 or 15 cents won’t hurt me. but I ditter with 
thew. i have no idea what the average would 
be if it were not for the moral etfect of the 
detective’s presence. [um sorry that my idol 
was shattered, and that [have veen compelled 
to bélleve, as the majority of men do, thuc the 
flesh is weak.”

HOW IT RECEIVES AND DISTRIBUTES 


CHKISTMAS GIFTS. 


The Flower Mission opened its rooms at 104 
East Twentieth-street yesterday for the recep- 
tion of evergreens for hospital decoration and 
delicacies and supplies of every sort fur the 
sick. A good many articles were received dur- 
ing the morning, and a number of ladies were 
busy making the mottoes, arranging the ever- 
greens, and other work required to be dune be- 
fore these articles cun be sent to their destina- 
tious. The rooms will conunue open to-day, 


to-morrow, and Monday, and no doubt is felt 
that large uuantities of artivies wiil be re- 
ceived, wough tuere have uever yet been so 
any aS were desired. 

Tbe mission attempts to supply the inmates 
ot hospitals and asyiums on Kandali’s, Ward’s, 
and tiart’s Isiauds, and some otuers, altogether 
about eight taousand in number, besides about 
two thousand individual cases in this city, with 
something to remind them pieasautily of Christ- 
Mas time. These inmates are of all ages, from 
the youngest chilaren tou the most aged men 
and women. Many of the individual cuses in 
the city ministered to are in most avject want. 
To give ali these persons a suitavle gift re- 
quires a great variety of articies, and hardly 
anything Comes awiss. The most general need 
appears to be delicacies for the sick. Farina, 
cura starol, tea, Jellies, &c., are all very wuch 
Wanted. But asice from these most urgently 
needed articles, such things as toys and dolis 
for children, Curistmas cards, apples, candies 
for the littie cripples, games, Lovks, &e., are 
very welcome. 

The wissiourecelves wany contributions from 
the couniry towus. Considerable quantities of 
fruits, jellies, and otbor eatables are thus sent 
in, The young ladies of Vassar College reguiar- 
ly seud iu 20U dressed dolis every year. Mer- 
chaats in the vity send In wany articies, and a 
good Many persons send small sulds Of money. 
every effort is made in arranging and distribut- 
ing the gilts to Make them go as far aud do as 
much good and give as much pleasure as pos- 
sible. Many of the recipients are saia to show 
@ gratitude for the favors received that would 
toncb aay heart. 

When the Flower Mission was established in 
1870 tbe purpose Was to supply the hospitals 
with flowers in Summer. ‘luis work was ex- 
tenued to carrying tioral gifts to poor invalids 
lu the city. ‘he Christmas giving, in which 
iluwers have Lo part, is a later deveiopment. 
The distribution of these gifts among the tene- 
ment house sick is left to the city missionaries 
and nurses and other acvuredited agente of regu- 
lar charities.
